Be it remembered that on the 4th day of November, 1942, His 
Excellency, Frank M. Dixon, Governor of the State of Alabama, is- 
sued his proclamation convening the Legislature in extra session in 
words and figures as follows, to wit: 


A PROCLAMATION BY THE GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, in my opinion an emergency exists requiring the ac- 
tion of the Legislature of Alabama concerning the matters hereinafter 
specifically mentioned : 


NOW, THEREFORE, I, Frank M. Dixon, Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby call an Extraordinary Session of the Legisla- 
ture to convene at the Capitol in the Senate Chamber and in the Hall 
of the House of Representatives on Monday, the 16th day of Novem- 
ber, 1942, at Twelve o’clock Noon; and I do hereby designate the fol- 
lowing subjects and matters of legislation as those concerning which 
the action of the Legislature is deemed necessary, namely: 
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1. To appropriate a sum not in excess of Two Million Dollars to 
the credit of the Minimum Program Fund for the 1942-43 fiscal year, 
out of the monies in the State Treasury to the credit of the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund for the purpose of extending the State 
Minimum Term of the several public schools to eight months for the 
1942-43 scholastic year, and to provide for its distribution. 

2. To enact legislation whereby state, county, and municipal offi- 
cials, and state employees who are not under the classifed service as 
defined by Chapter 9, Title 55, Code of 1940, may, without vacating 
their office, enter into the military service of the United States, and 
to provide for the appointment, authority, and compensation, during 
the absence of such officials, of temporary acting officials. Such mili- 
tary service to include the Army of the United States, the United 
States Navy, the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, the Army Specialist 
Corps, the Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps and the Women’s Volun- 
teer Reserve of the United States Navy, those persons commissioned 
in the Public Health Service, or those persons entering into the service 
of any similar organization hereafter formed by the Government of 
the United States, similar to those organizations hereabove enumer- 
ated. 

3. To amend Section 76, Title 17%, Code of Alabama, 1940. 

4. To appropriate money to defray the expenses of the Extraordi- 
nary Session of the Legislature hereby called. 

5. To provide for the appointment of Interim Committees for the 
purpose of investigating subjects of future legislation, and to provide 
for the reports, expenses, and compensation of said committees.

The necessity for the fourth item of the proclamation, namely, 
the appropriation of money to defray the expenses of the Ex- 
traordinary Session is obvious. 
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The necessity for the fifth item, namely, the provision for the 
appointment of Interim Committees for the purpose of investigat- 
ing subjects of future legislation and to provide for the reports, 
expenses, and compensation of said committees is also obvious. 

May I congratulate you on the auspicious beginning of your 
responsible and difficult duties, and wish for you all that happi- 
ness in serving which is the reward of the true servant of the 
people.

_1. That there are hereby created an Interim Committee on 
Finance and Taxation, an Interim Committee on Education, an

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Emergency Legislation, an Interim Committee on Judiciary, an 
Interim Committee on Health, an Interim Committee on Agricul- 
ture, and an Interim Committee on Public Welfare to serve during 
the interim between the organizational session of the Legislature 
to be held in January, 1943, and the regular session of the Legisla- 
ture to be held in May, 1948. The members of each Interim Com- 
mittee shall consist of three members from the Senate to be ap- 
pointed by the presiding officer of the Senate and eight members 
from the House of Representatives to be appointed by the Speaker 
of the House. The Lieutenant Governor of Alabama and the 
Speaker of. the House of Representatives shall be ex-officio mem- 
bers of each committee and shall receive the compensation of a 
member of a committee. When the members of said interim 
committees shall have been named as herein provided, the mem- 
bers of each of said committees shall select a chairman and vice- 
chairman thereof. The members of said committees shall give all 
the time necessary to carrying out the duties of the committees 
herein provided for. Each interim committee hereby created shall 
commence the performance of its duties as soon after the organi- 
zational session of the Legislature to be held in January, 1943, as 
may be practicable. 


2. The Committee on Finance and Taxation is authorized and 
it shall be its duty to make a careful study of the financial condi- 
tions of the State and the laws having to do with taxation. The 
Committee on Education is authorized and it shall be its duty to 
make a carefyl and proper study of the educational laws and needs 
of Alabama. The Committee on Highways is authorized and it 
shall be its duty to make a careful and proper study of the high- 
way laws of the State and the needs of Alabama in connection with 
the highways. The Committee on War Emergency Legislation 
is authorized and it shall be its duty to investigate war emergency 
legislation passed by the other states of the Union and the need 
of such legislation in Alabama. The Committee on Judiciary is 
authorized and it shall be its duty to make a careful and proper 
study of the judicial system, laws and rules of the courts of the 
State, and other needs of Alabama in this regard. The Committee 
on Health is authorized and it shall be its duty to make a proper 
and careful study of the health laws of the State and the needs of 
Alabama. The Committee on Agriculture is authorized and it 
shall be its duty to make a careful and proper study of the agri- 
cultural laws and needs of Alabama. The Committee on Public 
Welfare is authorized and it shall be its duty to make a careful 
and proper study of the welfare laws and needs of Alabama. Each 
committee shall report its findings and recommendations to the 
Legislature when it reconvenes in May, 1943.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 


His Excellency, Frank M. Dixon, Governor of the State of Ala- 
bama appeared before the joint session and delivered in person, the 
following message: 


MESSAGE OF GOV. FRANK M. DIXON TO THE LEGISLATURE 
OF ALABAMA 


To the Legislature of Alabama: 


It was the pledge of this administration that the faith and con- 
fidence of the people of Alabama in the government of. their state 
would be restored. I believe that this has come to pass, that our 
state is in the best condition that it has ever been in, that public 
affairs are being properly, efficiently, and economically admin- 
istered, and that the condition and morale of our people are ex- 
cellent. 

Certain needed reforms in our governmental structure were 
placed into effect by the 1939 Legislature, notably with the thought 
of fixing responsibility, of securing the most competent public 
servants available and of achieving administrative simplicity. These 
improvements have been justified. Certain other greatly needed 
reforms which were innovations in our government structure were 
undertaken and accomplished. These also have worked in practice 
greatly to the benefit of our people. 

To me now is given an opportunity to render an accounting of 
my stewardship. Wherein I have succeeded let it be understood 
that the success was due primarily to that fine group of men and 
women whom I chose as my associates in the operation of that 
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great administrative structure which is the executive department 
of the state government. 


EDUCATION 


One of the chief concerns of this administration has been the 
improvement of the educational structure of the State. As of today 
the schools are receiving far more state funds than ever before in 
Alabama’s history. 

The transfer of about one million dollars from the Income Tax 
surplus to care for the cost of Homestead Exemptions released that 
amount from the Sales Tax Fund and increased the Special Educa- 
tional Trust Fund annually to that extent. 

Two million five hundred ninety-nine thousand dollars was 
added to that amount appropriated for schools and colleges from 
the first year of this administration. The passage of a law giving 
the schools the surplus from the state’s General Fund gave the 
Minimum Program Fund an additional $958,000 of new money for 
1941-42 and an additional $2,793,000 for 1942-43. By agreement 
with the incoming administration the recent special session oi the 
Legislature added $2,000,000. In other words, Alabama as a state 
this year is giving her schools $7,393,000 more per year of regular 
annual appropriations than she was able to contribute four years 
ago. The eight months’ term has been achieved together with 
merited and substantial raises in teachers’ salaries. 

The new index law determines the ability of each county to 
support its schools and places the distribution of state school funds 
on a scientific and equitable basis. 

The Minimum Program law was brought up to date by im- 
provements in working details and by putting cities on the same 
basis as rural areas in the division of state support for buildings as 
well as the teaching costs. 

The teacher tenure law protects teachers from dismissa! for 
frivolous or political reasons and affords them some degree of 
stability in their work. 

New and improved textbooks for the children have been adopted 
and increases to the free textbook fund have made possible the 
nurchace nf readers far unner elementary grades 

Teacher retirement was established by the appropriation of 
$400,000 annually. The assets in the retirement fund now exceed 
$1,500,000. 

PARDON AND PAROLE BOARD 


The creation of this Board, the abolition of the old system, and 
the operation of our new Pardon and Parole System has been ap- 
proved by all of Alabama. We are considered one of the most 
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forward-looking states in the Union in this regard, and our people 
have a pardonable pride in the operation of the system. 

The duties as outlined by the Act have been impossible of ac- 
complishment with the appropriation allowed, even after that ap- 
propriation was supplemented by me. At the time of the creation 
of the system neither the Legislature nor myself could do more 
than guess at the approximate costs, and we found that we had 
guessed too low. But in spite of this handicap, a very fine and 
substantial progress has been made. 

There has been a consistent decrease in penal population since 
the inauguration of the new system. The figures follow:

Faced with the mandate to secure the history of 7,266 prisoners 
and consider them for release or parole, and to secure the history 
of every prisoner received thereafter, the Board considerd an aver- 
age of. 450 per month until that duty was completed. It required 
about eighteen months to complete the work of considering those 
confined on September 15, 1939 (except those prisoners who had 
completed service of sentences), and to catch up with the courts. 
Since that time the Board has considered 12,963 cases (inclusive of 
reconsiderations of cases formerly denied); 3,405 prisoners have 
been released on parole; 284 of those released or 8.4% have failed 
and have been returned to the service of their sentences. Many of 
these failures have been due to violations of instructions, such as 
leaving employment or changing address without permission. 

The courts of the state have placed on probation under the 
supervision of this Board 5,302 defendants. Of. those 428, or 8% 
have failed and been sentenced to serve their sentences. 

No prisoner is paroled without definite employment or without 
a satisfactory home and support. 

Supervision of parolees and probationers is of necessity too 
superficial, The average case load upon probation officers is at the 
present time 210 whereas it should be approximately 150. 


Pardons granted by the Board since its inception are as follows:

After three years of administration of the new system of re- 
lease procedures, we have reason to be very proud of the legisla- 
tion. It is constantly referred to as a model and highly commended 
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both within and without the state. While the Alabama law pre- 
scribed much broader duties and responsibilities than is delegated 
by other state legislative bodies to pardon and parole authorities, 
its soundness is conceded. 

Every dollar spent in the wise selection of prisoners for release 
on parole and for careful and thorough supervision will result in 
saving many more dollars to the state. I have found it necessary to 
increase, out of other funds, the appropriation for this department, 
in one year granting them an increase in the amount of $30,000. 


THE MERIT SYSTEM 


The adoption of the Merit System Act was a radical departure 
from the time-honored Alabama custom of political appointments. 
It was installed after a careful examination of the law by all of the 
qualified authorities within the United States and a careful selec- 
tion of the system which seemed best fitted to the desires of our 
people. In its installation every effort was made to see that the 
tules of complete fairness were observed, and it is my opinion that 
in all cases the law has been strictly followed. The morale of the 
employees of the state is better than ever before in our history. Dur- 
ing the activities of the recent political campaign the work of the 
state did not suffer. The employees know that so long as they do 
their work as they should they have that security of tenure which is 
so important in the life of any man or woman. They know that they 
ate protected by law, and that knowledge on their part has repaid 
the people of Alabama many, many times. 

Remarkable progress has been made in the installation of the 
system. It is believed that the Merit System is now a fundamental 
part of the governmental structure of our state and one which the 
people of Alabama cherish. 


INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS 


‘The Department ot Industrial Relations Act consolidated the 
work of the Unemployment Compensation Commission, the Ala- 
bama State Employment Service, the Department of Labor, and 
the Coal Mine Inspection Department into the Department of In- 
dustrial Relations. It also transferred the administration of the 
Workmen’s Compensation Law from the Insurance Department to 
the Industrial Relations Department. It is required also the Di- 
rector to set up factory and industrial plant inspection. For the 
first time in the history of the state, therefore, there was brought 
into one department the administration of all state laws affecting 
the relationship of employer and employee. , 
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The Department has operated with three well organized, closely 
coordinated divisions, namely, (1} the Division of Employment 
Security, composed of the Unemployment Compensation Agency 
and the Alabama State Employment Service; (2) the Division of 
Safety and Inspection, and (3) the Division of Labor. 

On January 1, 1939 the balance in the Unemployment Compen- 
sation fund was $7,360,741. On September 1, 1942 the balance was 
$33,913,404. We collected approximately $750,000 in interest on 
this fund in 1942. This increase has accumulated in the Trust 
Fund, even though an experience rating plan was enacted into the 
law in 1940 to become effective in April 1, 1941. On that date 2,467 
employers of the state and their employees received a reduced tax 
rate. Then on April 1, 1942, 2,954 employers and their employees 
received reduced rates of tax. It is possible under this plan for em- 
ployers to pay only one-sixth the amount formerly paid and for their 
employees to pay only one-tenth of the amount they formerly paid. 
In 1941, 563 employers qualified for this lowest rate and in 1942, 895 
so qualified. 

It is estimated that the saving in taxes to employers and em- 
ployees for the first year amounted to at least $4,000,000 and that 
the savings to them this year will amount to $9,287,500. 


Division of Safety and Inspection 


The Industrial Relations Act made it mandatory that all places 
of employment be inspected for safety and health. A group of 
factory inspectors were selected for this purpose, a basic safety 
manual adopted by agreement of both management and workers 
and the factory inspection program has been in effect satisfactorily 
over three years. The scope of the mine inspection activities has 
been enlarged. 


Division of Labor 


In the Industrial Relations Act there was created a Division of 
Labor, and a Commissioner of Labor was appointed who could. 
properly be said to represent the general public. The Division was - 
divided into four units, as follows: Meditation and Conciliation; 
Workmen’s Compensation ; Child Labor, and Labor Statistics, Full 
information as to the operation of this Division is contained in its 
annual report. 

Under and by virtue of an agreement with the Social Security 
Board, I recommend to this Legislature the amendment of our laws 
to conform to the 1939 Amendments to Section 303 (a) of Title III 
of the Social Security Act. The suggested amendment to our law 
is mandatory under the rules of the Social Security Board and the 
Federal statutes referred to. 
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DEPARTMENT OF CORRECTIONS AND INSTITUTIONS 


The action of the 1939 Legislature in creating a department of 
Corrections and Institutions specifying that it be administered by a 
director immediately responsible to the Governor of the State has 
justified itself by the results during this administration. A scien- 
tific method of classifying prisoners has been installed. Individual 
treatment in lieu of regimentation is also carried out as far as possi- 
ble. While we do not have any institution for the segregation of 
first offenders, insofar as practicable that system is effectuated by 
the use of Speigner, where the average age of approximately seven 
hundred young prisoners is 22144 years. Schools have been estab- 
lished within the prisons and are well justifying the necessary ex- 
pense. 

Insofar as practicable, the state prison farms have been used 
as experiment stations, The inauguration of a scheme for distrib- 
uting pure bred Guernsey bulls is unquestionably doing great good 
tor the dairy interests of the state. The purchase in 1941 of the 
cattle ranch at Greensboro, on which the state now has 1200 
head of cattle, in addition to the 800 head at the other prison farms, 
enables the state to raise its own prison beef at a tremendous 
saving. I recently approved the purchase of approximately one 
hundred pure bred Hereford cows and bulls so that the same plan 
for distributiong pure bred bulls could be inaugurated as heretofore 
established for the Guernsey dairy herd. 

The building of a sweet potato drying plant at Atmore, and the 
proof that sweet potatoes can be processed into meal that is just as 
good stock food as corn, will in time prove to be a God-send to 
cattle and dairy men throughout our state. 

The ramie experiment was started with the idea of providing a 
new cash crop for the South Alabama farmer, and with the hope 
that processing plants would be built in a number of South Ala- 
bama communities. It will ultimately be successful. The silk ex- 
periment is progressing favorably. 

The establishment of a new department, and the matter of sep- 
arating its activities from the old Board of Administration, has been 
_ definitely and economically accomplished. The department has 
gradually established a bookkeeping and accounting system which 
saves thousands of dollars a year in accounting for every pound of 
food stuff, as well as thousands of dollars’ worth of property and 
equipment. 

The Julia Tutwiler Prison for Women, which cost $373,186 has 
been opened, and is to be operated by a woman warden, with a staff 
composed of women. It is my opinion that the maintenance of a 
woman’s prison operated by male wardens has always been unwise. 
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PUBLIC WELFARE 


The public welfare program has been strengthened, improved, 
and extended through revision and codification of its laws and 
through consolidation and stabilization of its appropriation meas- 
ures. The appropriations formerly conditional, and available only 
after prior obligations were taken care of, were made definite and 
regular. A new $25,000 appropriation for old age assistance pur- 
poses was made, conditioned upon the approval of the Governor, 
and has been released for expenditure during the last three years. 

The Department of Public Welfare was the valve through which 
a total of $105,056,950.98 in Federal, State and local funds reached 
Alabama’s needy people during the period, January 17, 1939 through 
September 30, 1942. This represents an increase of approximately 
$55,000,000.00 over the $50,630,416.39 which flowed through the 
Department to Alabama’s needy citizens during the period October 
1, 1935 through January 16, 1939. Representing $94,410,210.55 Ied- 
eral, $6,041,915.74 State, and $4,605,034.99 local funds, this $105,- 
056,950.98 includes, in addition to direct public welfare expenditures, 
benefits from Work Projects Administration, National Youth Ad- 
ministration, Agricultural Marketing Administration (surplus com- 
modities), and Civilian Conservation Corps, for which agencies the 
Department of Public Welfare certifies families as eligible. 

Direct expenditures of the Public Welfare Department include 
those for the Social Security programs—Old Age Assistance, Aid to 
Dependent Children, Aid to the Blind, and Child Welfare Services. 
These expenditures amounted during the period January 17, 1939 
through September 30, 1942, to $16,999,810.03, of which $6,353,069.- 
80 was Federal, $6,041,915.74 State, and $4,605,034.99 local funds. 
Compared with the $10,150,708.94 shown for similar services during 
the previous administration (October 1, 1935—January 16, 1939), 
this expenditure shows an increase of $6,849,101.09. 

The number receiving assistance each year through direct public 
welfare expenditures is indicated by 1941-42 statistics which showed 
approximately 78,170 Alabamians in 29,836 families aided by the 
department monthly. Of the total number of families receiving 
financial assistance through this Department, more than two-thirds, 
or 70.04 per cent were the aged. Payments to the aged represented 
the largest expenditure of the public welfare program, the total for 
the period January 17, 1939-September 30, 1942 being $8,024,194.67 
as against $4,054,259.47 for the period October 1, 1935-January 16, 
1939. 

The Confederate Pension Act was amended in 1939 to provide 
for monthly instead of quarterly grants to veterans and widows. 
The scale of payments was raised from $50.00 tu $65.00 for vet- 
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erans, and from $20.00 and $30.00 for different classes of widows 
to $30.00 for all widows, with classes eliminated. Grants and serv- 
ice to Confederate pensioners were thus increased and improved, 
and at the same time more funds were released for the care of the 
needy aged in the State through the mounting residue of this one 
mill tax which the Legislature earmarked for old age assistance 
purposes. 

Provision by the Legislature to close the Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home at Mt. Creek and to allocate for aid to the aged the $5,000.00 
formerly appropriated for operation of the institution has served as 
another resource for increasing the old age assistance program and 
for bringing additional Federal funds into the State for this pur- 
pose. 

The Old Age Assistance Act was amended in order to liberalize 
the terms under which funds could be made available to a greater 
number of the State’s aged people. The liberalization of this Act, 
together with the additional and increased sources of revenue for 
the aged, account for the growth in this program just cited. 

Other changes in public welfare and public assgstance laws in- 
sured conformity with Federal legislation and thus enabled the 
State to take advantage of changes in the matching basis for obtain- 
ing Federal funds. In 1940 the Federal participation in aid to de- 
pendent children was increased from thirty-three and one-third 
percent to fifty percent, thus bringing to this group more Federal 
money and spreading to greater advantage local and state dollars. 

Other improvements in the Public Welfare Act provided for 
cooperation with the newly created Board of Pardons and Paroles 
and Department of Corrections and Institutions in line with the 
progressive legislation establishing these new governmental agen- 
cies. 

The policy of closing county almshouses was continued, and the 
number reduced from twelve, housing 482 residents, to seven, with 
382 inmates. Plans for care of former residents in most instances 
come under the old age assistance or aid to the blind laws. Thus 
local dollars heretofore appropriated to operate these institutions 
bring into the state Federal money through the Social Security Pro- 
Bt essere 


PUBLIC HEALTH 


The high standards heretofore established by the Health Depart- 
ment have been maintained. A $75,000 annual appropriation was 
made by the Legislature and used to match funds expended by 
local governments for the care and treatment of tuberculosis. Six- 
teen Thousand Dollars was released this last year out of the un- 
expended balance in other funds for this same activity. A condi- 
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tional annual appropriation of $25,000 for the general work of the 
Department has been released annually. Due to the greatly en- 
larged work of the Bureau of Vital Statistics such increases in 
staff as were requested by the State Health Department were made, 
the expenses being met out of the temporary clerk fund. 

There has been a great increase in the activities of all of the 
divisions of this Department. 


THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The 1939 Legislature abolished the Highway Commission, a 
body composed of three full-time members, and substituted there- 
for a Highway Director appointed by and responsible to the Gov- 
ernor. Following this change the department was completely reor- 
ganized in accordance with the experience of the most progressive 
states. 

At the beginning of this administration the Alabama Highway 
System consisted of 6329 miles of road, of which 3402 miles were 
paved, and 2927 miles surfaced with gravel, chert, or topsoil. There 
now exist on the State Highway System 6906 miles of which 5362 
are paved, and 1544 graveled or topsoiled. 

At the beginning of this administration there were 4151 miles 
of road known as the Federal Aid System, which system is included 
in the state system of roads. The Federal Aid System was ex- 
tended to consist of 4848 miles. During the year 1941 the Highway 
Department was successful in creating a Federal Aid Secondary 
System which consists of 5878 miles. It is on this system that the 
more important roads under county supervision are included. 
Thirty-six and one-half percent of all the roads on the State High- 
way System was completed during the last four years. The Uni- 
versity Highway, extending from Montgomery to Tuscaloosa, 
which should have Been paved long before the beginning of this 
quadrennium, is about complete. 


CONSERVATION 


The outstanding day for Conservation in Alabama dates back 
to March 14, 1939 when the bill was signed creating the new de- 
partment combining the activities of all game, fish and seafood de- 
partments with that of forestry, and assuming supervision of the 
state parks. The benefits of concentrated authority for the admin- 
istgation of Alabama’s natural resources were evident from the be- 
ginning. Each year since has found Alabama more conservation 
conscious and its people more willing to cooperate in the preserva- 
tion of its forests, wildlife and seafoods. 
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The Division of State Parks is making it possible for Ala- 
bamians to enjoy their vacations within the borders of their own 
state. The parks are in excellent shape today. 

The Division of Game Fish and Seafood has enjoyed a most 
progressive period since 1939. Quantities of game and fish have 
been reared and planted in depleted areas, scientific game manage- 
ment work has progressed. Thousands of barrels of oyster shells 
have been planted in Alabama coastal waters. By enforcement of 
the seafood laws, the crabbing industry has been rehabilitated, all 
salt water fish takes have been increased, and shrimp propagation 
aided. 

During the past three years the forestry program has been com- 
pletely reorganized. In an effort to improve the forest conditions 
in the State. the Alabama Forest Policy was adopted and recom- 
mended to the forest owners of the State. This policy outlined the 
requirements necessary to insure the proper protection and contin- 
uous development of forest lands. Nation-wide attention has been 
given to the plan and it has been used as a model for other states. 
The Division added technically trained personnel to assist land- 
owners in protection and management activities. 

The need for forest fire control is apparent and the administra- 
tion supported every movement to give Alabama forest lands ade- 
quate protection. The acreage under organized fire control has 
been doubled during the past four years and the number of co- 
operating landowners has increased from 110 to approximately 
5,000. This has aided materially in financing the work. These 
landowners are paying fifty percent of the cost of fire control. 
Federal funds for forest protection have been doubled during this 
administration. Forty-six forest observation towers have been 
erected and approximately 600 miles of telephone lines added to the 
protection improvements. Equipment used in fire control activities 
has been greatly expanded. Evidence as to the results of this work 
is found in every section of the state. 

To supply farmers and other forest owners with forest tree 
seedlings a new nursery valued at approximately $75,000 was de- 
veloped during the past four years. Most of the funds for this 
nursery were secured from Federal sources and through the Civilian 
Conservation Corps. The new plant is capable of producing tree 
seedlings to meet all demands. 


THE ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CONTROL BOARD 
The Alcoholic Beverage Control Board is primarily for the pur- 


pose of adequate control of the liquor traffic by proper police au- 
thority. It was adopted by the people of this state in an effort to 
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alleviate the admittedly rotten conditions which prevailed under 
prohibition. It is not perfect in letter or in application, yet it is 
far superior to the prohibition experiment which we tried and 
abandoned.  _ 

While the primary purpose of the Act was adequate control, 
the revenues derived are extremely important in the operation of 
the schools, the counties, the cities, and the health, welfare, and 
extension services. The net revenues distributed in the various 
years of this administration are as follows:

In addition to the total of $18,343,216 through this operation 
distributed to the cities, counties, and the state, a total of $232,205.00 
in county license levies was collected for and paid to the various 
participating agencies. 

In spite of the continued increase in volume of sales there was a 
reduction of operating expenses during the year 1939-40, accom- 
plished through a reorganization and a reduction in personnel. 
During 1941-42 a continued increase in volume of sales necessitated 
an increase in personnel and contributed to an increase of ex- 
pense. 

It is my opinion that the basic law is sound and practical, and 
that changes and improvements can be made through the regu- 
latory powers provided. 


STATE DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 


The 1939 Legislature abolished the former State Tax Commis- 
sion, composed of three members, and created the State Depart- 
ment of Revenue, to be administered by a single executive officer 
who was also made Ex-Officio State Land Commissioner, thus 
bringing together under the Commissioner of Revenue the entire 
revenue department of the State. A complete departmental reor- 
ganization took place. The net result has been a large increase in 
total funds collected in each year of this administration, with at 
the same time a very substantial decrease in expenses. 

For instance, the total funds collected in 1938-1939 were $29,- 
500,000 with an expense for collection of $875,000, while the total 
funds collected in 1941-1942 were $47,300,000 at a total expense of 
$733,000. In other words, while there was an increase in taxes 


collected of $18,000,000 there was actually a decrease of $141,600 
in cost of collection. 
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STATE MILITARY DEPARTMENT 


The Alabama National Guard was mobilized and inducted into 
active Federal service during the winter of 1940-41 with a total 
strength of 5378 (including 1302 enlisted men of the inactive 
guard). 

In the Spring of 1941, immediately after the induction of the 
Alabama National Guard, a Headquarters and twenty-five com- 
panies of the Alabama State Guard were organized and mustered 
into state service as a temporary force to replace the National 
Guard. The State Guard has been uniformed and equipped. On 
four occasions since its organization its Units have been emploved 
in various places in the maintenance of law and order, and three 
one-week training encampments have been conducted. 

The organization of a State Guard Reserve has also been au- 
thorized, under which any area of the State which desires to work 
out its own measures of protection is permitted to do so under mili- 
tary authority. 


DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC SAFETY 


The functioning of this department has been at the highest 
point in its history. The Patrol has been efficiently operated. An 
Accident Record Bureau was established in August, 1939. The 
Uniform Drivers’ License Division was organized and put into op- © 
eration in that same year and each applicant for a driver’s license 
is required to stand examination. The former a a license pe- 
riod has been extended to two years. 

For the better enforcement of the criminal laws, sixty-four cars 
and twenty-two motorcycles were equipped with radio receiving 
sets, and six cars were equipped with two-way radio sets. Ad- 
vantage has been taken of special courses of training offered by 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, and a close cooperation with 
all Federal and local enforcement agencies has been maintained. 


DEPARTMENT OF COMMERCE 


The Department of Commerce, consisting of the Bureaus of 
Banking, Insurance, Savings and Loan, and the State Fire Marshal 
Office, was created by an Act of the 1939 Legislature. Under the 
present setup the Director of Commerce serves as Superintendent 
of Banks and as Savings & Loan Commissioner. The Superintend- 
ent of Insurance is, under the law, the State Fire Marshal Ex-Of- 
ficio. The consolidation was sponsored by the administration in 
the interest of efficiency, economy, and for the further reason that 
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the supervision of banks, insurance companies, savings and loan as- 
sociations are comparable. Quite frequently the activities of these 
bureaus interlock. 

Since the consolidation of the four bureaus there has been an 
annual saving in administrative costs of approximately $16,500.00 
or 19%, with a definite gain in efficient operation. 


ALABAMA STATE PLANNING COMMISSION 


The law creating the Planning Commission was amended so as 
to provide funds for a more efficient service in a larger field of oper- 
ation. The Director of the Commission has been engaged in large 
measure in assisting in the solution of many problems presented to 
the State by population changes and the creation of defense indus- 
tries due to the war. 

This Commission can by careful and intelligent planning provide 
methods for economic and industrial development of our State, 
assuring adequate facilities for the employment and rehabilitation 
of those of our people now engaged in military service or in the 
operation of defense activities, when they are returned to civil life. 


THE AVIATION COMMISSION 


During this administration there has been expended $7,500,000 
on airports within the State primarily by the towns, counties, and 
Federal Government. The activities of the Aviation Commission 
have largely been in an advisory capacity assisting the local, city, 
and county officials as well as the officials of the Federal Govern- 
ment and officials in the military service in all matters that deal 
with aviation. 

It is believed that the comparatively small expenditure from 
State sources has been well justified. The work of the Commission 
has been a great help to our armed forces, many of the fields having 
been taken over by the military service. 


DEPARTMENT OF ARCHIVES & HISTORY 


The Public Library Service Division was created by the 1939 
Legislature, with a conditional $10,000 annual appropriation. Since 
this appropriation was spent by the Education Department for free 
textbooks, money from the Emergency Fund is being used to main- 
tain this service temporarily. In addition to the state appropriation, 
more than $600,000 has been expended through WPA and appro- 
priations by certain counties in the state. Since the law became ef- 
fective fifty-one counties have public library service.

In addition, the 1939 Legislature, through special appropriation, 
furnished and equipped the building with the exception of the book 
stacks. The building is in excellent condition. Very few, if any 
states of the Union, have a department to compare in equipment or 
in articles of historical value and interest as that which we have in 
Alabama. 


DEPARTMENT OF FINANCE 


The Department of Finance, organized primarily for the purpose 
of gathering into one department matters dealing with the financial 
structure of the State, has operated successfully. 

The cash balance in the Treasury, according to the State Comp- 
troller as of January 17, 1939, was $6,791,927. The balance on De- 
cember 30, 1942 was $29,377,459, or an increase of. $22,585,532. 

Prior to September 30, 1940 there was no actual state inventory 
of assets that could be located. On that date, according to an in- 
ventory conducted by the Department of Finance, the properties of 
the State were valued at $220,249,000. A comparable inventory on 
September 30, 1942 showed the value of these properties as $236,- 
126,000, or a gain after depreciation, of $15,875,000: The State has 
spent approximately $45,000,000 in the erection of new installations 
and in the repair and maintenance of the old. 

Outstanding bonds on January 1, 1939 totaled $72,671,000. These 
included the toll bridge and Cochran Bridge bonds. There were 
paid during this administration bonds totaling $11,272,500. Our 
people voted an additional sum of $868,000 to care for the freeing of 
the toll bridge at Florence. There are now, therefore, outstanding 
bonds in the amount of $62,286,500. A sinking fund of $332,000 
has been set up toward the retirement of the Old Bonded Debt of 
$8,557,000. 


The Division of Local Finance 


This Division of the Department of Finance, created for the

financing and refinancing their affairs, has been of great aid to these 
several governments. 


Division of Purchase and Stores 


This Division, which is the central purchasing system for the 
State, has been responsible for the saving of many millions of dol- 
lars for our people. 


Physical Properties 


The physical properties of the State are at this time in excel- 
lent condition. 
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Division of Control and Accounts 


Many improvements in the Division of Control and Accounts 
have been made during this administration. It is believed that the 
Division is working satisfactorily and that its creation has been of 
benefit to our people. 


Division of Examiners of Public Accounts 


The Division of Examiners of Public Accounts, with a consider- 
able reduction in number of employees and with greatly enlarged 
work, has done an excellent service. 


Division of the Budget 


The Division of the Budget has discharged well the duties as- 
signed to it. 

Lack of space prevents me from going into the work of several 
of the departments of the State. It is my belief that they have been 
efficiently operated, and the work performed by all departments 
during this administration will be carried in the official reports to 
which reference is here made. 


FEDERAL-STATE RELATIONSHIPS 


One of the most difficult problems with which this administra- 
tion has been faced, one of the most difficult with which the people 
of Alabama are now faced, is that of federal-state relationships. It 
is, of course, complicated by the existence of war and the necessity, 
in which we all acquiesce, of surrendering to the Federal Govern- 
ment any and all powers necessary to the winning of this conflict. 
In comparison with the urgency of that result, nothing else is of 
importance. And yet upon the correct long-run solution of the 
problem of the federal-state relationships depends the continued 
existence of the democratic principle of government in this country, 
as well as the maintenance of the very social and economic structure 
of the people of the South. 

It has been necessary, on occasions, for this administration to 
protest the actions of certain Federal officials and agencies in their 
attempts at concentration of power in fields having no relation to 
the war effort, and in their attempts to abolish the segregation of 
the races in the South. Protest has been made only when it was 
apparent that the purposes of the agencies and officials were con- 
trary to the maintenance of the democratic ideals or were dangerous 
to the peace. The trend continues and presents an extremely seri- 
ous situation which now confronts our people and will increasingly 
confront them in the future, and which ultimately must be solved. 
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In all matters having any connection with the prosecution of the 
war this administration has cooperated completely and decisively 
with our Federal Government. At the request of Washington au- 
thorities it has been necessary, by executive order, to relax certain 
provisions of our laws, for example those dealing with speed and 
weights on the highways. The State Defense Council was organ- 
ized and staffed; the State Guard was organized and equipped. 
The State Guard Reserve has been authorized by executive order 
and each community of this state is privileged to organize its own 
unit. There has been complete cooperation between state and local 
law enforcement agencies and those of the Federal Government. I 
think it safe to say that Alabama ranks high among our sister states 
in preparations for civilian defense and in cooperation with the 
Federal authorities. 

There has been no holding back by our people. A vote of thanks 
is due to the members of the Selective Service Boards, of the Ra- 
tioning boards, of the State and Local Defense Councils, of the local 
emergency police and fire, and other civilian defense organizations ; 
to the Salvage Committees, to the Committees on Nutrition in War . 
Time, to the many other organizations connected with civilian de- 
fense, the members of which have served long hours and without 
pay as a patriotic duty. 

The complexion of all things has changed. We all realize that 
the winning of the war is basic, essential, paramount. We all realize 
that the times call and increasingly will call for sacrifice on the 
parts of all of us, in every way. The response of the people of 
Alabama has been magnificent, and it has been a soul-satisfying 
experience to be their governor during these days. The job has not 
been a particularly easy one. It has been made possible through 
the wholehearted cooperation which I have received. 

There could have been no finer cooperation than that which I 


ed £ tha T 
received from the Legislature during my term of office. In the en- 


actment of the program which I submitted to and recommended to 
them they placed i in my hands the tools with which to work. They 
enabied me to. reuder such ser vice asi lave Dees avic iu. sce w 
the State. It was a real privilege to serve with them. 

May I bespeak for the fine gentleman who succeeds me that 
same type of cooperation accorded to me? This is no time for the de- 
velopment of pet theories, no time for the playing of politics. This 
is a time when all of us must see eye to eye and work together for 
the greater good not only of Alabama but of these United States. 
Our boys wear the uniform of their country today. To the families 
of many of us have already come the greatest of sorrows. Our 
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hearts and our prayers go out to those who have been bereaved. 
As servants of our people let us dedicate ourselves anew to that true 
unselfish service, without regard for cost or sacrifice, which is the 
mark of greatness.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE 
His Excellency, Chauncey Sparks, Governor of the State of 


Alabama appeared before the joint session and delivered in person, 
the following message: 
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MESSAGE OF GOVERNOR CHAUNCEY SPARKS 
To the Senate and the House of Representatives: 


We begin our joint labors under unprecedented circumstances. 
Our Nation is engaged in a terrific struggle to maintain the prin- 
ciples of government which have long been dear to our people. 
There naturally follow conditions which are out of joint and un- 
usual, leaving us no background against which to plan our future. 

Since taking office I have tried to analyze the conditions we 
face and the tasks we need to undertake. All the departments of 
our State government are functioning well. The new heads of 
departments are familiarizing themselves with their work, and are 
anxious to promote the welfare of our State. We are all learning. 
We shall have much more to learn. Our whole efforts will be, and 
should be, determined by the tasks we have, service to our people, 
and promotion of their welfare. 

I find that our people are somewhat dislocated so far as per- 
manent employment is concerned, and so far as their economic 
status will need be established after the war. By and large, how- 
ever, I think our people are abundantly employed at good wages, 
and our agricultural efforts are both helpful to our Nation and 
profitable to those engaged in them. 

We have today inducted into the Army many thousand Ala- 
bamians. There will be many more when the Army of our country 
reaches the maximum to which it is the expectation of our National 
government to increase it. 

Our industries, particularly the larger industries, are engaged 
in the production of war material to the extent of their ability, re- 
sulting in abundant employment. Our small industries, no doubt, 
are suffering some and will continue to suffer because of inability 
to secure material and labor to produce consumer goods. We 
should give consideration to every means by which we can im- 
prove their condition, their employment, and the guarantee of con- 
tinuation. 

The demand for labor in war industries has to a considerable 
extent affected our agricultural program. Labor is in great de- 
mand, nui viily in industry, but on farms. This, no doubt, is a 
national condition, and there is little we can do about it except to 
encourage our people to redouble their efforts in order that we may 
not reduce the quantity of production on our farms. Food is es- 
sential. It is up to those of us left behind to see that we have an 
abundance for our Army, our allies, and our own people. We should 
establish any agency that would promote the proper distribution 
of our manpower to the end that no necessary activity will suffer. 
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It is gratifying to see and to feel the patriotism which prevails 
among our people. Alabama has responded to every call. It has 
been generous in its purchase of war bonds, support of the Red 
Cross, of the United Service Organizations, and of every demand 
made upon it. There is no question that Alabama has dedicated 
herself, along with all the other of our neighboring states, to ex- 
pend its total resources, if necessary, to win this war. I hope, and 
I know you share in this hope, that nothing will deter us, nothing 
will shake our faith and nothing will prevent us from aiding in 
bringing about the peace we so earnestly hope for. 


While we are giving much to the war effort, we must remember 
there are duties for us to perform in order that our state may con- 
tinue a functioning service agent in promoting the welfare of our 
people. We must not forget our internal needs, nor should we fail 
to provide and maintain all agencies necessary to keep Alabama a 
Democracy, and a serving Democracy. 


May I take this opportunity to compliment your two Bodies 
upon the work which has already been done. The Interim Com- 
mittees appointed under Joint Resolution of the Special Session in 
November, 1942, have approached their work as patriotic citizens, 
anxious to be of service, and to be helpful. They have done a good 
work. The fruits of their efforts should not only find a response 
from the Legislature as a whole, but should relieve the Legisla- 
ture of. much of the drudgery and study which these Committees 
have taken to themselves and performed in an excellent manner. 


Your duty and mine, as I see it, in conditions we now face, is to 
provide for a continuation of the efforts Alabama has undertaken 
in fields in which it has heretofore served. We should preserve 
order. We should coordinate all of our efforts with our national 
undertaking. We should refrain from additional taxes upon our 
people at this time. We should live within our income and maintain 
as high standard of service as that income will permit. 


As you know, there has been an unusual increase in our tax in- 
come, This is not normal. It is brought about by more or less an 
inflated condition which inevitably follows a turn from peace to 
war. We should in the beginning realize that this condition will 
not always continue; that some day we will return to normal again. 
There is no way by which we can estimate what will be the income 
of our state in any one year. It would be the part of wisdom to 
provide for any unforeseen reduction in income from taxes and for a 
decreased ability to maintain as high standard of government as 
you and I should like. We must be realists. We cannot be dream- 
ers in times like these. A practical approach to our problem now 
will relieve us of much worry in the years ahead. 
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The surplus we have accumulated should be diligently guarded; 
protected from inroads, and preserved for two purposes: to pre- 
vent as near as possible a reduction in our standards, and a col- 
lapse of any of the many services which our state is now render- 
ing. To this end I earnestly recommend to your Bodies the crea- 
tion of special and general surpluses that will, as near as we can 
see, protect us against the disasters which may come. 

Let me take up with you some recommendations for considera- 
tion. Most of them are based upon recommendations of your In- 
terim Committees, with which I have very closely and pleasantly 
worked. 


AGRICULTURE 


Alabama is a farming state. More than one-third of our people 
actually live on the farm. Their welfare determines the level of 
economic prosperity which we as a people can attain. If we neg- 
lect agriculture we neglect the principal part of a daily life of a 
large portion of our people. Much has been accomplished in the 
past in the form of experiment, extension, improvement and teach- 
ing. Much remains to be done. We may not be able to do it all 
but we can begin, and put into effect those forces and agencies 
which will finally make our farming people a prosperous group. 

One of the principal studies, which to my way of thinking, will 
be helpful to agriculture is that of marketing. It is commonplace 
to say that Alabama is blessed by nature. It has excellent climate, 
rainfall, and soil. It can produce nearly every product of human 
and animal consumption. It needs somewhere to sell it. 

I recommend that there be provided at Auburn, through the 
Extension Service, means for a careful study and teaching of pro- 
duction and marketing. This will require an expenditure of $75,- 
000.00 per year for adequate staffing, planning, and promotion of 
state-wide and regional studies of the production and marketing of 
fain products. It should be done through specialists trained in 
this character of work and related to all of the principal crops Ala- 
bama does and can produce. 

In connection with this effort we should also provide for the 
location and establishment of adequate physical marketing facilities. 
It is my suggestion that this be done through the creation of an Ala- 
bama State Markets Board. This Board should study location and 
character of. marketing which would be serviceable and helpful to 
our farming people, and should correlate the efforts of our studies 
in production and marketing so that we might gain the greatest 
benefit to the agricultural interests of the state. The Board should 
give careful study, not only to the concentration of farm produce 
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for distribution or sale, and that in relation to centers of popula- 
tion, but also as to highway and railroad and air terminal facilities. 
In addition, present and improved methods of inspection, grading, 
standardization, classification, and also processing or preparing for 
market through refrigeration, dehydration, canning and packing of 
farm products, should be carefully studied and related to all mar- 
ket installations. 

We have observed in the past the effect of regional soil experi- 
ment stations and their value to farmers who reside within par- 
ticular soil areas. There are five of these stations at this time, cov- 
ering all of the soil areas of Alabama with the exception of what is 
called “I'he Piedmont Area”. This area is embraced within the 
whole or part of thirteen counties in the East and Northeastern 
part of our state. It is in need of such a soil experiment station. I 
recommend to the Legislature appropriation for the building and 
operation of such station in the Piedmont Area. 

Alabama has begun in recent years the raising of livestock for 
market. This has added considerable to the income of farmers and 
brought about a more balanced agricultural condition. Many sec- 
tions of our state are well adapted to the raising of livestock. Im- 
provement of our quality of stock and of our pastures will bring 
about a larger income and a better demand. I recommend a con- 
tinuation of the appropriation of. $40,000.00 from the General Fund 
to be used for the purpose of eradicating Bangs Disease from cattle. 

Bills have been prepared and will be offered for your consider- 
ation to carry into effect these suggestions to aid agriculture. 

May I not also recommend to your consideration the study of 
diseases and pests of row crops, the elimination of all kinds of live- 
stock diseases so that our efforts will not be neutralized, and that 
we may obtain the largest production in quality and quantity of the 
things our farmers can produce. This study can be promoted 
through agencies already created. Adequate resources are not im- 
mediately available, but we can begin to support this character of 
study and the use of all discovered methods to prevent pests and 
diseases among our plant life, our livestock and poultry, by a con- 
ditional appropriation to our already established experiment work. 


EDUCATION 


Modern civilization cannot endure without education. Democ- 
racy is so interwoven with education that its maintenance is jeop- 
ardized without it. Alabama has been foresighted in providing as 
much support to education as the condition of her people would 
permit. If it be possible we should not recede from the standard 
we have already attained. Today Alabama is spending about 33c 
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out of every dollar which comes into the general treasury of the 
state for education. 

Adequate support from the Special Educational Trust Fund 
should be given to education. The educational leaders of our state 
can foresee as well as any of the rest of us the uncertainties which 
lie ahead. In planning a standard of education these uncertainties 
should be taken into consideration. 

For the school year 1942-43 education will receive from State 
monies $3,835,901.86 more than it has ever received before. ‘The 
pattern of our work has heen made from this standard. We should 
at least endeavor to maintain that standard. If our revenues per- 
mit we should improve and increase the standard, always remem- 
bering that the degree of support will depend upon the quantity of 
revenues available. ; 

There is today a surplus in what is called “The Special Educa- 
tional Trust Fund” of $8,587,654.57. This probably may be larger 
at the close of the fiscal year, September 30, 1943. We cannot hope 
to use all of it at one time. To do so would impoverish our schools 
for the succeeding four years. I recommend to you restrictions on 
the use of this surplus, so that not more than one-fourth of it can 
be used in any one of the next four years. In addition, I would 
earnestly recommend that any further surpluses which may ac- 
cumulate at the end of any fiscal year in what is known as “The 
Special Educational Trust Fund” be placed in this surplus to re- 
plenish any part thereof which may have been used. As responsible 
government bodies, the Legislature and the Executive, cannot af- 
ford to create a vacuum which must be filled by an incoming admin- 
istration. It should rather be our desire that we so handle our re- 
sources, and so protect any unusual and unprecedented surpluses, 
that our educational program may continue without harm and 
without the need to fill this vacuum with additional taxation. 

Careful thought should be given by all of us responsible for the 
administration of the government to increasing and improving our 
vocational guidance and training. If we are to industrialize Ala- 
bama adequately in connection with its agricuiturai efforts, we 
must have trained boys and girls. One of the hindrances to bring- 
ing industries to Alabama which supplement our economy has 
been a lack of skilled labor. We can sccure this skilled labor 
through our school system. We can equip our boys and girls in 
aiding in this movement of a balanced industrial economy by of- 
fering proper vocational guidance and training. 

Our teachers are underpaid. Their salary has been raised the 
current year, but not enough. The least we can do in order par- 
tially to remove their inequality of pay as compared with private 
industry is to provide security for our teachers when they have 
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reached the age of retirement. I recommend to you an appropria- 
tion from the Special Educational Trust Fund of a sufficient 
amount to place the Teacher Retirement Fund on a safe and sound 
basis. 

Alabama’s population consists of two races—the White race 
and the Negro race.. It would be a shortsighted policy to fail to 
educate both. Whatever sphere in life they may occupy, that sphere 
is better filled if each be educated. Because of impoverished con- 
ditions of our State since 1865 we have not been enabled to do all 
we should have done for the education of the Negro. As an eco- 
nomic asset he is of value if trained. He is a part of our body 
politic. He has a right to request of us adequate provision for the 
education of his race. I recommend to your earnest consideration 
an improvement by way of increased appropriation, to our two 
Negro institutions of higher learning, the one at Montgomery 
known as The Alabama State Teachers College, and the one at 
Normal, near Huntsville, known as The Agricultural and Mechani- 
cal Institute for Negroes. They are both doing a good work. The 
results of an improvement of that work will grow as the years pass. 

Tuskegee Institute at Tuskegee, Alabama, has done a great 
work in training Negro boys and girls. It was founded by the fore- 
sight of our predecessors as a State institution in 1881. Then a 
small appropriation was made to establish the institution. It grew 
by voluntary and charitable contributions, to be one of the largest 
institutions of learning for Negroes in the world. It touches our 
own life at many points. For us to be isolated from it is to neglect 
a duty to ourselves and to the Negro race, which we cannot afford 
to neglect. Tuskegee should be tied in with the educational system 
of, Alabama to the extent it is willing to go along with us. It can be 
helpful to us and we to it. There are certain fundamentals of racial 
relationship which should never be lost sight of. These funda- 
mentals do not prevent the proper training and education of the 
Negro race at Tuskegee. The traditions of the South are a worthy 
inheritance. The Negro is a part of that tradition. The associa- 
tion with and contact through our educational system wili promote 
the preservation of that tradition. 

At Tuskegee there is a demand for graduate work in certain 
elementary fields which it has provided for the Negro race. It 
comes now to you and asks that vou make a small appropriation for 
the establishment and maintenance of graduate work in these fields. 
With such establishment and promotion the educational system of 
Alabama should be tied in. The Superintendent of Education 
should be connected with the work at Tuskegee when appropria- 
tions are made by the State, just as he is with the other institutions 
for Negro training in Alabama. We cannot refrain longer from 
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providing adequate facilities for all training for which the Negro is 
capable. 

J recommend to your fair and serious consideration an appro- 
priation of $100,000.00 for beginning, at Tuskegee, the work on the 
graduate level in agriculture, rural education, and home economics. 

We have in the past had several studies of Alabama’s educa- 
tional system. These studies have largely been made by outsiders. 
It would be well for you to consider such a study by Alabama 
educators and business men, and provide for the creation of a com- 
mission to study and recommend to the Legislature, when it next 
convenes, certain changes in our system and certain new reorgani- 
zations which will make for better educational endeavor. 


FINANCE AND TAXATION 


Your Interim Committee on Finance and Taxation has given 
very serious and careful study to our fiscal condition. It has recom- 
mended to you a budget which I have adopted and which I will 
submit to you. 

Certain changes in our laws relating to the collection of taxes 
may be needed and necessary. These changes will be suggested to 
you by measures submitted through the Revenue Department. 


HEALTH 


The health of our people is an important factor in their happi- 
ness and prosperity. Alabama has done a good work in public 
health. Every effort should be made to promote this work and in- 
crease it according to our ability. 

There should be provision made for adequate treatment and 
control of tuberculosis, of venereal diseases, and cancer, and oi all 
contagious and infectious diseases through our public health work. 

Our eleemosynary institutions should be adequately provided 
for. There is a large population at Bryce Hospital in Tuscaloosa, 
at the Institution for Feeble Minded and at the Hospital at Mount 
Vernon. These unfortunates cannot be neglected. They must 
have proper quarters, guards, nurses, medical atttention and food. 
With rising cost of living it becomes necessary to increase ile 
weekly allotment per patient in these institutions. 

Alabama once had a four-year medical college. Many of the 
physicans now practicing in this state were graduates of that insti- 
tution. We now have a two-year medical school at the Univer- 
sity. To meet the demands made upon the medical profession and 
to increase the number who engage in this profession, it is highly 
desirable that the two-year course be increased to a four-year 
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course. I recommend to the Legislature a conditional appropria- 
tion for the construction and operation of a four-year medical school 
in Alabama. 

HIGHWAYS 


The problem we now face in highways is a matter of mainte- 
nance. There are no Federal funds, for the duration of the war, 
allotted to Alabama for road construction. The investment we 
have in highways, amounting to several hundred millions of dollars, 
cannot be neglected. While our gas tax is diminishing, it is the 
hope of the head of this department that there will be sufficient 
funds to maintain our state and county roads during the emergency. 
Tf there is not sufficient funds, currently available for maintenance 
and payment of debt service charges on outstanding bond indebted- 
ness, I recommend to the Legislature the consideration of the 
question of probably refunding principal maturities of bonds for 
not longer than five years, so that we may use current income for 
needed and necessary maintenance. 

We should now plan construction of highways when the war is 
over, and should be prepared to begin immediate construction at 
such time. To this end proper plans should be made through 
necessary agencies, or through the Highway Department itself, for 
post-war planning of road construction. 

Particularly is this necessary in our feeder, or farm-to-market, 
roads. While we have a considerable mileage of main highways, 
we have left largely to the counties the construction of county 
roads which feed into the main highways. To promote a permanent 
prosperity more attention should be given to these feeder roads. 
They are vital to the comfort and prosperity of the agricultural 
people of Alabama. A defiinte plan of promoting this essential 
service can now be undertaken, to become effective and begin actual 
construction when the war is over. 


PUBLIC WELFARE 


I recommend to the Legislature increased funds for Old Age As- 
sistance in the manner in which we now provide for this service. 
To accomplish this I suggest that there be appropriated to the 
counties, earmarked specifically for Old Age Assistance, the sum 
of $650,000.00 from current revenues derived from the sales tax. In 
addition, there should be an equal appropriation from the general 
fund for this purpose. 

We cannot neglect our needy aged. Any funds that are appro- 
priated to this cause are matched by the Federal government. It is 
my hope that we shall some day attain a worthy goal of not less 
than thirty dollars per month to all needy aged people in Alabama. 
Such a goal we may not be able to reach during our administration, 
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but we can help along the way, and start a program that some day 
will give adequate support to those who are entitled to it. 

All other activities of the Public Welfare Department should be 
stimulated and encouraged. 


WAR EMERGENCY LEGISLATION 


Your Interim Committee on War Emergency Legislation has 
given careful study to many things which present conditions require 
our state to undertake. 

Civilian Defense is necessary. It may be that we shall never 
be attacked on our own soil by our enemies. We should not be 
too sure of this, There has been in operation in Alabama, for more 
than a year, a Civilian Defense organization. It was created by 
the former administration and its expenses paid from the Emerg- 
ency Fund. I recommend to the Legislature that this activity be 
made a part of our State government, legalized and supported by 
sufficient appropriation. 

It is entirely possible that our own economic picture may be 
changed at the end of the war. We should begin now to plan for 
post-war conditions. This would take the form of public works, 
of employment, of rehabilitation and providing for a re-adjustment 
of our social and economic conditions brought about by the return 
of our soldiers and by the shutting down of war industries and war 
activities. 

I recommend to the Legislature the creation of a Planning 
Board which shall provide methods, and suggest ways and means 
of putting Alabama in the forefront of industrial and agricultural 
development after the war, and to provide for the absorption of un- 
employment and returning soldiers. It would be an act of injus- 
tice to have our boys return to idleness. They are giving the better 
part of their life to preserving for us, and them, our way of life. 
Such a Board as I suggest, and has been recommended by the War 
Emergency Interim Committee, is a step in the right direction. It 
shows good faith, our willingness to provide for those who have a 
right to demand provision. 

In connection with this, and in order to relieve want and destitu- 
tion, there should be created in the state a corporation which has 
ihe powei aiid auiliority to utilize resources and credit in providing 
employment to those who may need it. At the same time it would 
provide needed public works, public buildings, and promote worthy 
projects. 

I earnestly recommend your consideration of a bill which cre- 
ates this kind of corporation. 

As I have stated before, we must prepare for an emergency 
surplus in our treasury. There will be suggested for your consider- 
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ation a bill providing for this emergency fund. It should be dedi- 
cated to: first, carrying on all the services of our state government 
when funds begin to sag, and, second, for post-war construction and 
rehabilitation. 

Many other temporary provisions in our laws, caused by civil 
and economic changes because of the war, should claim your at- 
tention. Among them would be fiduciary relationships entered into 
before the war, acknowledgment of instruments before a commis- 
sioned officer of the Army, providing for proof of handwriting of 
the testator in establishing a soldier’s will, regulating powers of at- 
torney, unemployment compensation to soldiers entitled thereto 
when inducted into the Service and who are unable to find employ- 
ment immediately upon their return, -and many other matters 
which have been embodied in bills submitted for your considera- 
tion. 

JUDICIARY 


May I recommend to your consideration the matter of provid- 
ing fees for attorneys appointed to defend indigent capital cases. 
The fee should be limited and provision made for appeals. 

In this connection, I would also urge upon your consideration 
the requirement that every capital case in which the death penalty 
is fixed by the jury be appealed to the Supreme Court for consider- 
ation of both facts and errors by the Court. 

It would not be unwise to provide for the appointment of a 
certain number of notaries public for the State-at-large. 

Other matters, such as corrections in the Code, adjustment of 
costs and fees, placing of sheriffs on salary rather than fees. ad- 
justing compensation of court reporters, will occur to you from time 
to time. 

The equalization boards, which have been in office for the last 
four years, in many instances, have done a good work. It has been 
the practice of the State for many years to have a supervisory 
agency, as far removed from politics and local influences as pos- 
sible, to pass upon tax assessments. This is not taking away, as I 
see it, the right of local self-government. It is in the interest of 
equality of tax assessments upon all the people, reduction where 
necessary, and increases where required. Until some better method 
is devised than the old method, which relegated such matters to the 
Courts of County Commissioners, I respectfully urge the retention 
of the equalization boards. 


LABOR 


I recommend to the Legislature the creation of a Department 
of Labor for the purpose of administering our labor laws and stimu- 
lating a study of employer and employee relationship. In addition

to the creation of the Department we should provide laws regu- 
lating, in the interest of employer and employee and the public, 
matters which affect their welfare. Strikes should be avoided 
whenever possible. They are an economic loss not only to the 
worker and his employer but to the public also. Provision should 
be made for arbitration of disputes where possible. No one denies 
the right of labor to organize, collectively bargain, and to strike 
when necessary, but our laws should protect property and life and 
the rights of the public. 

A bill will be offered for your consideration embodying these 
provisions. 


MERIT SYSTEM 


The Merit System in Alabama has worked well. It is, I think, 
a proper principle in the administration of the State’s affairs. It 
gives security to the employee. It relieves the Governor’s office of 
tremendous burdens and removes, as near as possible, politics in 
the securing of employees for the State government. I urge its re- 
tention. 

If there be any defects in the present law which should he 
amended, or if it should be changed in any way to strengthen it 
and make it a better aid to employment and security to employees, 
such matters will occur to the members of your Bodies. 

I recommend to the Legislature the consideration of establish- 
ing, in connection with our present Personnel System, a retirement 
program. , 


PAROLE SYSTEM 


The practices of scientific paroling of prisoners was long overdue 
before the establishment of our present system. It has done a good 
work. It is a great aid to the rehabilitation of unfortunates. It 
relieves the Governor’s office of a tremendous burden. It should 
be strengthened if necessary and improved and more adequately 
financed. 


ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 
In my piattorm as a candidate for Covernor I stated: 


“T favor keeping the control of alcoholic beverages in the 
hands of the people. To this end I advocate a state-wide vote 
to decide whether the present liquor laws shall or shall not be 
retained. If they are retained by vote of the people, I shall ad- 
vocate the State store system, and the abolition of all honky- 
tonks, juke-joints and other corrupting liquor outlets.” 
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J recommend to the Legislature its consideration of the above 
quoted plank in my platform. 

Since taking office, the Alcoholic Beverage Control Board has 
gone far toward accomplishment of a clean-up program. Honky- 
tonks have, in large measure, been controlled. What are known as 
‘“Juke-points” have been outlawed and the present disposition of 
liquor has been cleansed of some of its objectionale features. We 
propose to go further in this clean-up program under the present 
statute. 


CONSERVATION 


Modern conservation is essential. Protection of our wild life 
will add much profit and pleasure to our people. Our forests are 
great sources of income. We have begun a program of forest con- 
servation which will mean much to our state in the years to come. 
This department is justified in requesting at your hands adequate 
support. 


REAPPORTIONMENT 


Reapportionment of representation in the Legislature has been 
a constantly recurring problem for every Legislature to consider. 
It has never adequately been solved. Shifting populations have 
made it necessary to give careful thought to more equitable appor- 
tionment of representation. Population cannot be the sole basis for 
reapportionment, because of the concentration of large population 
in certain centers and decrease of population in others. All coun- 
ties should be represented. Population should not be the sole 
standard for fixing representation. Some method of. reapportion- 
ment, recognizing both area and population, can be worked out. To 
this end I recommend to the Legislature the appointment of a com- 
mittee or a commission to make a study of the problem of reappor- 
tionment and recommend a plan that would be fair to every section 
of our state. Such a plan, no doubt, would require the submission 
of a constitutional amendment to the people. This can be done at 
your next session. 


REFUND OF BRIDGE BONDS 


There are today outstanding approximately $4,365,500.00 of 
bridge bonds. They bear an average interest of 4%. It is possible 
now to obtain money at a much lower rate of interest. These bonds 
are callable. I recommend that the Legislature provide for their 
refund, that they be called and reissued at a lower rate of interest, 
and thereby save to the State, during the life of the bonds, many 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
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AVIATION 


It is possible to see tremendous increase in the use of airplanes 
for the carrying of passengers and light freight. When the war is 
over many hundreds of thousands of young men will! be trained in 
aviation. They can be of tremendous economic value by proper 
provision for landing fields and airports. Alabama should take 
steps immediately to provide for this acquisition to its transporta- 
tion system. 

There is an Aviation Commission in Alabama which is giving 
study to this problem. It should be correlated with the High- 
way Department and should cooperate in the planning of a state- 
wide aviation system that will give this new method of transporta- 
tion to all the people. The Commission should have sufficient funds 
to make its study in providing plans for immediate execution when 
the war is over. 


DEPARTMENT OF INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS 


I recommend to your consideration the increase of the surplus 
now in Unemployment Compensation. There is today approx- 
imately Thirty-nine Million Dollars in this surplus. This, no doubt, 
will be insufficient when the impact of unemployment follows 
peace. Rates should be raised at the present time, when we have 
abundant and almost universal employment, in order that the fund 
may be sufficiently enlarged to prevent the necessity of placing 
upon employer and employee the highest rates at such time as em- 
ployment may be seriously reduced. 

Many soldiers have and will enter the Service who are eligible 
to the benefits of unemployment compensation. ‘They have an 
invested interest in the surplus which has already been created. 
Some way should be provided for them to enjoy the benefits of this 
fund when they return and should they be unable to secure im- 
mediate employment. 

I offer to you the assistance of my office in your endeavors to 
serve your State and in working ont a constructive and beneficial 
legislative program. 

Let us seek that guidance of our efforts, and that blessing on 
our labors, which a Christian people have a right to claim.

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INTRODUCTION OF BILLS 


Upon a call of counties bills were introduced, severally read one 
time and referred to appropriate standing committees, as follows: 


By Mr. Gwin: 

H.1. A bill to be entitled an act. To propose to amend sec- 
tion 19414 of the constitution of. Alabama so that as amended said 
section shall read as follows: “Section 19414. No person who 
honorably served in the military service of the United States be- 
tween January 1, 1917, and November 11, 1918, or between Sep- 
tember 16, 1940 and December 8, 1941, or at any time, past or pres- 
ent or future, when the United States was, is or shall be at war 
with any foreign state, shall be required after the beginning of 
such service to pay the poll tax specified in the constitution of Ala- 
bama as a prerequisite to the privilege of voting in Alabama: 
but, on the contrary, every such person shall be exempt from 
the payment of all poll taxes which have theretofore accrued 
and have not been paid or which may thereafter accrue: provided, 
however, that if any such person is discharged dishonorably from 
said service the exemption herein provided is forfeited, and such 
dishonorably discharged person, as a prerequisite to the privilege 
of voting in Alabama thereafter, must pay the poll tax specified in 
the constitution of Alabama as if such person had never been in 
such service. The term “military service” as used in this section 
includes service in the army of the United States, the United 
States navy, the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, the Women’s 
Army Auxiliary Corps, the Women’s Appointed Volunteer Emer- 
gency Service, and the Women’s Reserve of the United States 
Navy. The United States shall not be deemed at war with a 
foreign state within the meaning of this section at a time when an 
armistice exists between the United States and the foreign state. 
The Judge of probate shall issue a certificate of exemption to a 
person exempt from the payment of poll tax by reason of thi§ sec- 
tion under such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the 
governor. This section shall be self-executing and retroactive; but 
the Legislature is authorized to enact laws designed to carry out 
the purposes of this section’; and to order an election by the 
qualified electors of the state upon such proposed amendment to 
a held on the date of the General Election to be held in November 
1944. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That it is proposed to amend Section 194% of the 
Constitution of Alabama and an election by the qualified electors 
of the State is hereby ordered upon such proposed amendment, and 
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the date appointed for such election is the date of the General Elec- 
tion to be held in November 1944, It is proposed that Section 
194% of the Constitution of Alabama be amended so as to read as 
follows: “Section 19414. No person who honorably served in the 
military service of the United States between January 1, 1917 and 
November 11, 1918, or between September 16, 1940 and December 
8, 1941, or at any time, past or present or future, when the United 
States was, is or shall be at war with any foreign state, shall be 
required after the beginning of such service to pay the poll tax 
specified in the Constitution of Alabama as a prerequisite to the 
privilege of voting in Alabama; but, on the contrary, every such 
person shall be exempt from the payment of all poll taxes which 
have theretofore accrued and have not been paid or which may 
thereafter accrue; Provided, however, that if any such person is 
discharged dishonorably from said service the exemption herein 
provided is forfeited, and such dishonorably discharged person, as 
a prerequisite to the privilege of voting in Alabama thereafter, 
must pay the poll tax specified in the Constitution of Alabama as 
if such person had never been in such service. The term “military 
service” as used in this section includes service in the Army of the 
United States, the United States Navy, the Marine Corps, the Coast 
Guard, the Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps, the Women’s Ap- 
pointed Volunteer Emergency Service, and the Women’s Reserve 
of the United States Navy. The United States shall not be 
deemed at war with a foreign state within the meaning of this 
section at a time when an armistice exists between the United 
States and the foreign state. The Judge of Probate shall issue a 
certificate of exemption to a person exempt from the payment of 
poll tax by reason of this section under such rules and regulations 
as may be prescribed by the Governor. This section shall be self- 
executing and retroactive; but the Legislature is authorized to 
enact laws designed to carry out the purposes of this section.” 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by a Proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in each County in the State for at least four successive weeks 
next preceding the date hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the quaiitied eiectors slali vute oi said proposed amend- 
ment and on the official ballot printed for such election there shall 
be printed the following: “Shall the following proposed amended 
section 19414 of the Constitution of Alabama be adopted?” “No 
person who honorably served in the military service of the United 
States between January 1, 1917 and November 11, 1918, or between 
September 16, 1940 and December 8, 1941, or at any time, past or 
present or future, when the United States was, is or shall be at war 
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with any foreign state, shall be required after the beginning of 
such service to pay the poll tax specified in the Constitution of 
Alabama as a prerequisite to the privilege of voting in Alabama; 
but, on the contrary, every such person shall be exempt from the 
payment of all poll taxes which have theretofore accrued and have 
not been paid or which may thereafter accrue; Provided, however, 
that if any such person is discharged dishonorably from said serv- 
ice the exemption herein provided is forfeited, and such dishonor- 
ably discharged person, as a prerequisite to the privilege of voting 
in Alabama thereafter, must pay the poll tax specified in the Con- 
stitution of Alabama as if such person had never been in such 
service. The term “military service” as used in this section in- 
cludes service in the Army of the United States, the United States 
Navy, the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, the Women’s Army 
Auxiliary Corps, the Women’s Appointed Volunteer Emergency 
Service, and the Women’s Reserve of the United States Navy. The 
United States shall not be deemed at war with a foreign state 
within the meaning of this section at a time when an armistice 
exists between the United States and the foreign state. The Judge 
of Probate shall issue a certificate of exemption to a person exempt 
from the payment of poll tax by reason of this section under such 
rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the Governor. This 
section shall be self-executing and retroactive; but the Legislature 
is authorized to enact laws designed to carry out the purposes of 
this section.” 

Section 4. Officers to hold such election shall be the same and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials as 
now provided by the Constitution of the State of Alabama and the 
Amendments thereof, and the election shall be held in all things in 
accordance with this Act and the Constitutional provisions con- 
cerning Amendments to the Constitution. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated, and returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State, 
and counted in the same manner as elections for representatives in 
the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of 
the qualified electors who voted at such election upon the proposed 
Amendment voted in favor of the same, such Amendment shall 
be valid to all intents and purposes as part of the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama. The result of such election shall be made 
known by Proclamation of the Governor. 


The above and foregoing bill, H. 1, proposing an amendment to 
the Constitution, was read one time at length, and referred to the 
Standing Committee on Constitution and Constitutional Amend- 
ments.

TO WHOM IT MAY CONCERN: In pursuance of the requirements 
of Section 106 of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901, notice is hereby given 
that application will be made to the Legislature of Alabama at the regular 
1943 session thereof, which reconvenes in May, 1943, for the passage of a 
local law in substance as follows: e 
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BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. The Judge of the County Court of Marion County, Alabama, 
shall be a person learned in the law who has been admitted to practice law 
in the State of Alabama, and he shall be a qualified elector of said County. 

Section 2. The present Judge of said County Court shall continue to be 
the Judge of said County Court until the first Monday after the second 
Tuesday in January 1947, and until his successor is elected and qualified. At 
the general election in 1946, and every six years thereafter, the Judge of said 
County Court shall be elected by the qualified voters of Marion County, and 
the Judge so elected shall hold office for the term of six years from the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday in January next after his election, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. The Judge of said County Court 
before entering upon the duties of said office shall take the oath required. by 
law to be taken by Judges of the Circuit Courts of Alabama. He shall re- 
ceive a salary of $150.00 per month, to be paid as a preferred claim out of 
the general fund of said County. 

Section 3. The Judge of said County Court shall not practice as an 
attorney in any court of the State or of the United States. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the Judge of said Court to remain on 
duty at the County Seat at all times for the convenience of and transaction 
of business for the public. For the convenience of the public it is expressly 
required by this Act that the Judge of said County Court shall during his 
term of office at all times have his permanent residence at, and live at, the 
County Seat of Marion County. Failure to comply with this section shall 
constitute a vacation of his office. 

Section 5. The Judge of said County Court shall call the docket for the 
trial of criminal cases in said Court on Monday of each week, and he shall 
call the docket for the trial of civil cases in said Court on Tuesday of each 
week, except when the Circuit Court of said County is in session. 

Section 6. In addition to the jurisdiction and powers already possessed, 
said County Court shall have County-wide an concurrent jurisdiction with 
justices of the peace in said County in all civil matters. And when exercising 
the jurisdiction of justices of the peace in civil proceedings the Judge of said 
County Court shall follow the same procedure as followed by justices of the 
peace, and he shall charge and collect the same fees and costs as are allowed 
justices of the péace in civil causes, all of which fees and costs shall be the 
property of Marion County, and all of which shall be paid by the Judge of 
the County Court at least once each month into the County Treasury of 
Marion County. The Sheriff of said County shall execute all processes, civil 
or criminal, arising in said Court, and shall receive fees therefor as provided 
by the general laws. Witnesses in attendance on the trial of civil cases in 
said Court shall receive the same pay as is allowed in courts of justices of 
the peace, to be paid in the same manner as witnesses in courts of justices of 
the peace are paid. 

Section 7. Right of appeal from judgments of said County Court shall 
be the same in civil cases as is now provided by law for appeals from judg- 
ments of justices of the peace; and the law relating to appeals and certioraris 
from courts of justices of the peace in civil matters shall apply to appeals and 
certioraris from said County Court. 

Section 8. The Judge of said County Court shall have jurisdiction in 
habeas corpus proceedings to the same extent that Probate Judges and 
justices of the peace now have; he shall have jurisdiction of bastardy pro- 
ceedings and of matters involving the custody of children; he shall have the 
same power and authority to admit to bail that is by law conferred on Circuit 
Judges and Probate Judges; and he shail have the same powers and authority 
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that are now, or may hereafter by law be, conferred on the Judges of the 
County Courts of this State. 

Section 9. All the jurisdiction, powers and duties now conferred or im- 
posed upon Probate Courts of Alabama, or the Judges thereof, respectively, 
by the several provisions of Chapter 7 of Title 13 of the 1940 Code of Ala- 
bama, or by any other law of the State relating generally to juvenile delin- 
quents, probation officers, wards of the State and dependent children are 
hereby conferred and imposed upon the County Court of said County, or the 
Judge thereof, respectively, the same as they are now or may hereafter be 
conferred upon the several Probate Courts of Alabama, or the judges thereof, 
respectively. 

Section 10. All the jurisdiction, powers and duties now conferred or 
imposed upon the Probate Courts of Alabama or the Judges thereof by the 
respective provisions of Article 3 of Chapter 4 of Title 34 of the 1940 Code of 
Alabama, or by any law relating to the duties of a husband to his wife or by 
parents to their children, are hereby imposed upon the County Court of said 
County, or the Judge thereof, respectively, the same as they are now, or may 
hereafter be, conferred or imposed upon the Probate Courts of said State, or 
the Judges thereof, respectively. 

Section 11. Hereafter the Probate Court of Marion County, Alabama, 
and the Judge thereof, shall be relieved of all jurisdiction, powers and duties 
which are by this Act conferred or imposed upon the County Court of said 
County, or the Judge thereof; and such jurisdiction, powers and duties shall 
not hereafter be performed by said Probate Court, or the Judge thereof. 

Section 12. Vacancies in the office of Judge of said Court shall be filled 
by appointment of the Governor for the unexpired term. 

Section 13. The Court of County Commissioners or other governing 
body of said County shall provide the Judge of said County Court with all 
necessary dockets, stationery and supplies needed for transacting the business 
of the Court, together with an office in the Court House. 

Section 14. Said County Court shall be a court of record, but no papers 
or other process in civil proceedings shall be recorded by final record. Said 
Court shall be open at all times for the transaction of business. 

Section 15. All laws and parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby repealed. 

Section 16. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor.

Section 1. The following amendment to Section 251 of the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama is hereby proposed, and an 
election is hereby ordered by the qualified electors of the State of 
Alabama upon the proposed amendment and the day hereby ap- 
pointed for said election is the next general election to be held in 
November 1944. The proposed amendment is as follows: ; 

“Section 251. There shall be no limit of time for the duration of 
a corporation hereafter organized as a bank or banking company, 
and it shall not be necessary hereafter to renew or extend the life 
or charter of any such corporation now existing. And all exten- 
sions of the life or charter of any such corporations are hereby 
ratified and confirmed.” 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclamation 
of the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper in 
every county in the State once a week for at least four successive 
weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided the qualified electors shall vote on such proposed amend- 
ment, and on the official ballot provided for such election there 
shall be printed the following: 

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to Section 251 
of the Constitution of Alabama?” “ ‘Section 251.

sums as may be necessary to defray the expense of printing and 
distributing the ballots mentioned.

Section 2. The County Solicitor shall be a person learned in the law 
who has been admitted to practice law in the State of Alabama, and a quali- 
fied elector of said County. 

Section 3. The County Solicitor shall have the duty of prosecuting all 
criminal cases in County Court, and shall assist the Circuit Solicitor in 
prosecuting all appeals therefrom to the Circuit Court, and shall have all 
the powers of, and shall perform all other duties now or hereafter provided 
by general law, for Deputy Solicitors. 

Section 4. The County Solicitor shall not represent or defend as at- 
torney any defendant in any criminal case in any Court of the State of Ala- 
bama or of the United States. 

Section 5. For the convenience of the public it is expressly required by 
this Act that the County Solicitor shali during his term of office at all times 
have his permanent residence at, and live at, the County Seat of Marion 
County.

WHEREAS, On November 2, 1917 the British Government 
issued the Balfour Declaration viewing with favor the establish- 
ment in Palestine of a national home for the Jewish People and 
offering to facilitate such an endeavor and 

WHEREAS, On June 30, 1922 a resolution was adopted by a 
joint session of the Congress of the United States which approved 
the Balfour Declaration and it was included in the Anglo-American 
treaty of December 3, 1924, 

NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the State of Alabama that the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish homeland in Palestine and facilities for its

To the Legislature of Alabama: 


Pursuant to the requirements of Article 3, Title 55, Sections 92 through 
99 of the Code of Alabama of 1940, I respectfully submit a State Budget for 
the ensuing biennium, beginning October 1, 1943, and ending on September 
30, 1945. It contains required data on the General Fund, the Special Educa- 
tional Trust Fund and funds arising through special taxes or fees which are 
allocated to special agencies, commissions or boards. 

This budget has been prepared after diligent study, investigation of 
needs, and conferences with spending agencies of the State by the Depart- 
ment of Finance. All agencies have been given an opportunity to submit 
ened oe of needs, and have been allowed an opportunity to demonstrate 
that need. 

Your Interim Committee on Finance and Taxation has been very helpful 
in preparing the budget and in determining the quantity of support each de- 
partment or agency should have. A careful analysis of revenue trends and a 
conservative estimate of possible returns from tax collections for the next two 
years have been made by the Finance Department and the Interim Commit- 
tee, and they have prepared a budget which reflects mature judgment, both 
as to the amount of revenue which will come into the General Fund of the 
State and to special earmarked funds, as well as the amount which should be 
appropriated to the various departments and spending agencies from both 
the general fund and earmarked funds. 

The recommendations of the Finance Department and of the Interim 
Committee have largely been adopted by me, and I herewith submit it, in 
printed form and in detail, as required by the law cited. 

The budget herewith submitted is made to conform to Section 94, and 
includes the three parts therein required. These consist of: 

Part 1. The Governor’s Budget Message. 

Part 2. Recommendation for appropriations to meet the expenditure need 
of the government from every fund, general and special. 

Part 3. Appropriation bills and proposed revenue bill, or bills. 

I have no recommendations for revenue bills. It is my opinion that we 
should not place upon the people of our State additional taxation at this time. 
It is my hope that the present revenue statutes will produce sufficient funds 
to maintain a reasonable high level of service in every department of the 
State’s government. If we are forced to recede somewhat it shall not be to 
the point of great injury I hope, but will be in the nature of re-adjustment to 
shrinking income. 

Part 1 of the budget contains the requirements set out in Section 94, and 
gives in detail the data and information therein required to be given to the 
Legislature. 

The budget submitted follows in detail this requirement and affords to 
you an adequate picture of indebtedness, expenditures and appropriations in 
past years, actual revenues collected in such years, estimates of revenues for 
the current biennium, amounts used by agencies of the government to which

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appropriations were made, and the amount now suggested to be appropriated. 
The net result of the Treasury is shown. When this condition is shown, 
Section 94 requires: 

‘owe if the revenues are more than the aggregate appropriations recom- 
mended, he (the Governor) shall make such recommendations with respect 
to the application of such surplus to the reduction of debt, to reductions in 
taxation or to such other action as in his opinion is in the public interest”. 

Pursuant to this mandate of the law, I wish to call your attention to my 
recommendations with respect to whatever surplus there may be in the gen- 
eral. or any special fund. 

It appears now from what information we have, and judging by the year 
immediately preceding, there will be a surplus in the General Fund, the Spe- 
cial Educational Trust Fund and certain funds dedicated to particular agen- 
cies, such as conservation, agriculture, boards and bureaus for the adminis- 
tration of professional activities, and other small agencies. If there be such 
surpluses, then I recommend to the Legislature: 

First. All surplus in the General Fund should be placed in what may be 
termed a War Emergency Surplus, to be held for two purposes: First, allot- 
ment by some agency created by your Bodies, to a particular department, 
board, bureau, commission, agent, office or institution of the State which may 
be in need of support in addition to its own revenues or because of lack of 
adequate appropriation; Second, that part not needed for current operations, 
‘to enable Alabama to do its part in post-war rehabilitation and reconstruction. 

Second. There is a surplus in what is known as the Special Educational 
Trust Fund amounting, at this time, to $8,587,654.57. This surplus is made 
up of funds collected by special taxes and dedicated to the Special Educa- 
tional Trust Fund over and above tre amount appropriated from those funds. 
The surplus will, no doubt, amount to more at the end of the fiscal year, 
September 30, 1943. The existing surplus, and any surplus which may arise 
by the end of the fiscal year, should be placed in the Special Educational 
Trust Fund Surplus account to be used during the next four years for educa- 
tion alone. I recommend that the Legislature place a limitation of one-fourth 
per annum upon the amount that can be used from this surplus in any one 
year. 

Third. In other departments, bureaus, boards, commissions or agencies 
of the State, there perhaps will be a surplus over and above the amount cur- 
rently used, needed, or that may be appropriated by the Legislature to the 
activities of such departments, bureaus, boards, commissions or agencies. 
The surplus thus arising should be placed in a special fund to the credit of 
the department, bureau, board, commission or agency to which dedicated in 
the tax laws. Control of this surplus should be given to some authority so 
that it may be used, if necessary, in carrying on the activities of the agency 
in which it arises. 

I have held public hearings on the budget and have conferred with all 
departments of the State government and many of its agencies, bureaus, 
boards and commissions, in regard to their needs. The budget herewith 


appended is, in my opinion, a conservative hudget, one as liberal as our an-

ceipts from an automotive vehicle use tax, imposed as a supple- 
ment to and in lieu, of a sales tax, shall be expended for other than 
(a) the cost of collecting such moneys, (b) refunds and adjust- 
ments allowed under such laws, (c) payment of highway obliga- 
tions, (d) cost of construction, reconstruction, maintenance and 
repair of public highways, streets and bridges, and (e) the expense 
of enforcing state traffic laws. Provided, however, that such 
moneys relating to aircraft motor fuel may be expended for the 
development and maintenance of aviation facilities.”

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MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has amended, and as amended, has concurred in and 
adopted the following House joint resolution, and returns same 
herewith to the House: 

H.J.R. 3. That this Legislature pledge the states full man- 
power and resources to the President and Congress of the United 
States for the prosecution of the war to a victorious conclusion.

imandcr-in-Chicf of our Armed Forces first and always and to all 
others, however worthy, only secondarily and after the fullest meas- 
ure of loyalty to our country has been met. Wherefore the Legis- 
lature of Alabama calls upon all citizens of Alabama engaged in the 
mining of coal to take steps to assure the President of the United 
States that, as of old, Alabama leads the Nation in devotion to the 
cause for which freemen are dying and that, regardless of what

RESOLUTION 


The following resolution was introduced by Mr. Boswell: 

H.J.R. 6. WHEREAS the present Constitution of Alabama 
has been in effect for more than Forty-One Years; and 

WHEREAS the original Constitution has Forty-One amend- 
ments thereto; and 

WHEREAS much of the present Constitution as amended is 
contradictory, confusing and obsolete; and 

WHEREAS the Governor and members of the Legislature have 
advocated certain constitutional changes; and 

WHEREAS it is to the interest of the citizens of the State of 
Alabama that a commission be created for the purpose of inquiring 
into the subject of constitutional revision and of suggesting to the 
Governor and the Legislature changes in the articles of the present 
Constitution of the State and to report to the Governor and the 
Legislature recommendations in the form of proposed changes in 
the Constitution together with the reasons upon which said recom- 
mended changes are founded; now therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED by the House of Representatives of the 
Legislature of the State of Alabama, the Senate concurring: 
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1. There is hereby created a commission from the membership 
of the Legislature of Alabama which shall be appointed as follows: 
Five members to be appointed by the Speaker of the House; 

Four members to be appointed by the President of the Senate 
and Two members to be appointed by the Governor. 

There shall be One member appointed from each Congressional 
District in the State of Alabama, and Two members from the 
State at large. 

The members shall receive the same compensation during at- 
tendance upon the meetings of the Commission that they receive 
as members of the Legislature. 

2. Within Ten days after the effective date of this joint reso- 
lution the Governor, the President of the Senate and the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives shall make their respective appoint- 
ments under this joint resolution. 

3. Within Fifteen days after the effective date of this joint 
resolution the appointed members shall meet and shall elect from 
its membership a chairman who shall be its presiding and executive 
officer. 

Seven members of the commission shall constitute a quorum 
and the majority of the quorum may act for the commission. 

4. The commission shall be charged with the duty of inquiring 
into the subject of constitutional revision and of suggesting in 
what respects the Constitution of Alabama should be changed and 
make recommendations to provide for the more effective working 
of present-day representative processes, and the apportionment of 
representation in the Legislature of Alabama. 

5. The commission is authorized to hold hearings, call wit- 
nesses and to draft necessary legal and clerical assistance from 
such State departments as may be required. It shall also have 
authority to engage and appoint a secretary, not of its own number, 
and such competent and expert advisors and clerical and steno- 
graphic assistants as it may deem necessary to the proper accom- 
plishment of the purpose of this joint resolution; provided, that 
the compensation to be paid such assistants shall at all times be 
within the limits of the appropriation hereby made. 

6. The commission is directed to report on or before the first 
Tuesday in May, 1945 to the regular session of the Legislature of 
1945 and to the Governor. 

7. For the purpose of carrying into effect this joint resolution 
there is hereby appropriated the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000) 
Dollars or so much thereof as may be necessary. 

8. This joint resolution shall take effect immediately. 

The above and foregoing H. J. R. 6 was read and referred to 
the Standing Committee on Rules. 
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The following resolution was introduced by Mr. Coburn: 

H.J.R. 7. Be It Resolved by The House, the Senate concur- 
ring; That a joint committee of eight, consisting of five members 
from the House and three from the Senate, be named by the pre- 
siding officers of each House to fix the number of members of the 
House and to apportion them among the several counties of the 
state, according to the number of inhabitants in them respectively ; 
to fix the number of senators, and to divide the state into as many 
senatorial districts as there are senators, in accordance with the 
provisions of Article LX of the Constitution of Alabama of 1901 
and as directed by Section 282 of Article XVII of the Constitu- 
tion, and to report a Bill to the Legislature incorporating their 
recommendation for the reapportioning of the members of the 
House and Senate. 

Be it further resolved that the joint committee be directed to 
make their report promptly, not more than thirty days from the 
passage of this resolution.

“Section 4, The Circuit Clerk of Macon County shall act and be the 
Clerk of the Inferior Court hereby established and he shall keep a civil and 
Criminal docket of all cases brought before said Court and all of the minutes 
and records as are now required bv law to be kept by Justices of the Peace 
and by the Clerk of the County Court of said County. He shall have au- 
thority to issue all necessary summons and complaints, as to all cases filed 
in said Court, and all other civil and criminal process which Justices of the 
Peace and the Clerk of the County Court are now required or empowered by 
law to issue.

There have been introduced into both Houses of the Legislature 
of Alabama certain bills seeking the amendment of different sec- 
tions of Title 62 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. Each of the sec- 
tions sought to be amended is applicable only to one county or one 
municipality designated by name, or to several counties or munici- 
palities designated by name. In addition there are pending several 
measures for the amendment of certain sections of the Code outside 
Title 62 which are applicable to but one judicial circuit designated 
by number. None of the bills are with reference to the time of 
holding court and none violate the provisions of Section 104 of the 
Constitution, 

Some of the bills seeking to amend sections of Title 62 of the 
Code or to amend a section dealing with a designated judicial cir- 
cuit are accompanied with notice and proof to conform to Section 
106 of the Constitution. Others are not accompanied with notice 
and proof and are titled generally “A Bill to be Entitled An Act To 
Amend Section... of Title... , Code of Alabama of 1940.” 

The bills in question would be local laws within the definition 
of Section 110 of the Constitution, and for valid enactment would 
seem to require the notice and proof required under Section 106 of 
the Constitution but for the fact that they seek to amend a section 
of the general Code of Alabama of 1940.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To establish an inferior court in precinct 1 in Dale County, Alabama, 
in lieu of all justices of the peace and notaries public with powers of jus- 
tices of the peace in said precinct to be known as Court of Common Pleas 
of Ozark, Alabama; to prescribe the qualifications and the terms of office 
of the judge of said court, his compensation and the method of payment 
thereof, to provide for the election of the first judge of said court, the elec- 
tion of his successor at the general election held in the State every fourth 
year thereafter; to provide for the filling of any vacancy in the office of the 
judge; to provide for an appointment of a temporary judge and his com- 
pensation in the event of the temporary absence or disqualification or dis- 
ability of the regular judge; to prescribe powers, jurisdiction and duties of 
said Court and the judge thereof and the pains and penalties of the judge 
of said court; to prescribe the procedure of said court and the manner of 
taking appeals therefrom to provide for the execution of the process of said 
Court; to require all court costs, fines, forfeitures and penalties to be paid 
in lawful money and when collected paid to the depository of the County 
and to be kept in a separate fund to be known as, “The Inferior Court 
Funds;” to provide for the payment of the salary of the judge of the in- 
ferior court, for the necessary stationery of said court out of the inferior 
court fund; to provide that on the first day of January of each year after all 
previous claims against said fund have been paid that the excess remaining 
in the inferior court fund be transferred and paid into the fine and forfeiture 
fund of the County; to abolish the office of justice of the peace and notary 
public with powers of a justice of the peace in said precinct; to provide for 
the transfer of all cases pending in the courts of the justices of the peace 
and notary public with powers of justice of the peace in said precinct to 
the inferior court of said precinct and for the enforcement of ail judgments 
uncollected in said courts; to provide when this Act shall take effect. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

SECTION 1: That there is hereby established in precinct 1 of Dale 
County, Alabama, a precinct lying partly within the City of Ozark, a city 
of more than 3500 population, ai infcrior court in Heu of all justices of the 
peace and notaries public with power of justice of the peace in said pre- 
cinct, said court to be known as “The Court of Common Pleas of Ozark, 
Alabama.” 

SECTION 2: That said court and the judge thereof shall have and 
exercise all the jurisdiction, power and authority, and shall perform all the 
duties that are now or may hereafter be conferred by law on justices of the 
peace in civil and criminal cases, and such preliminary jurisdiction as is now 
or may be hereafter conferred by law on justices of the peace. 
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SECTION 3: That said court shall conform to and be governed by the 
rules of practice and procedure that are now or that may hereafter be made 
applicable to justices of the peace in this state. 


SECTION 4: That there shall be one judge of said court, who at 
the time of his election or appointment shall be a resident of precinct 1, 
Dale County, Alabama, twenty-one years of age or over. The first judge 
of said court shall be elected by the qualified electors of precinct one of 
Dale County, Alabama, at the general election to be held on the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in November, 1946, and shall assume the duties 
of office on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January following 
his election, and shall hold office for a period of four years and until his or 
her successor is elected and qualified. That a judge of said court shall be 
elected at the general election for state and county officers thereafter each 
four years from the first election in 1946. That a candidate for the judge 
of the Court of Common Pleas of Ozark, Alabama, shall be nominated in 
the primary next preceding the general election at which time he or she 
shall be elected. 

SECTION 5: That the judge of said court before performing any of 
the duties of office shall take the oath of office as prescribed by the consti- 
tution and laws of the State of Alabama for justices of the peace and enter 
into bond with suretics in the’ sum of Two Thousand Dollars payable and 
conditioned as in case of justice of the peace, which bond shall be approved 
by the Judge of Probate of Dale County, and which oath and bond shall 
be filed and recorded in the office of such Judge of Probate. 


SECTION 6: That the judge of said Court shall be liable to all the 
pains and penalties that may now or may hereafter be imposed on justices 
of the peace. 


SECTION 7: Vacancies in the office of Judge of said court shall be 
filled by appointment of the Governor and shall hold office for the unexpired 
term and until his successor is elected and qualified. In the event the judge 
of said court is disqualified, or disabled or is temporarily absent from 
the precinct, the Probate Judge of Dale County shall appoint a temporary 
or special judge to discharge the duties of the regular judge during his dis- 
ability, or disqualification or absence, and such temporary judge shall receive 
for the time he serves compensation at the same rate that the regular judge. 
such compensation to be paid on the warrant of the Probate Judge on the 
Inferior Court Fund. In the absence of the Probate Judge in cases of 
emergency the Judge of the Circuit Court of Dale County, Alabama, shall 
make the appointment of a temporary or special judge of said court. 

SECTION 8: The judge of said court shall not hold any other office 
of profit in the state except a judicial office. The judge of said court shall 
not be disqualified from practicing in the courts of the state other than the 
Court of Common Pleas of Ozark, Alabama, provided that he shall not 
accept employment in any case originating in or passing through the court 
of which he is judge, if the judge is an attorney. 

SECTION 9: That the judge of said court shall receive a salary of 
six hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly out of the Inferior Court 
Fund upon warrant drawn by the Judge of Probate of Dale County. 

SECTION 10: The judge of said court shall tax in each case in said 
court as court cost the same fees allowed justices of the peace in similar 
cases which cost as well as all fines, forfeitures and penalties assessed or 
imposed in said court shall be paid in lawful money and on the first day of 
each month the judge of said court shall file with the judge of probate his 
report giving a full statement of all cost, fines, forfeitures and penalties 
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collected since his last report and the style of the case in which the same 
were collected and the said funds so reported shall be paid by the judge 
of said court to the depositary of the county and such depository shall place 
said funds in a special fund to be known as “The Inferior Court Fund” 
and shall pay no money out of such fund except on warrants drawn by the 
Probate Judge of Dale County, Alabama, on such special fund, That the 
Judge of Probate of Dale County is hereby authorized and it is made his 
duty to draw his warrant against said Inferior Court fund for the compen- 
sation of the judge of said Inferior Court and for the necessary expenses 
of said court, for dockets and other stationery that may be bought by the 
judge of said court, and immediately after the first of January of each year 
he will draw his warrant against said fund for the excess thereof remaining 
on deposit after all demands against the same have been paid for the pre- 
vious year, and be transferred to the fine and forfeiture fund of Dale County, 
Alabama. ; 


SECTION 11: All process issued out of said court shall be directed 
to any lawful officer of the State of Alabama and shall be executed by the 
Sheriff of Dale County, Alabama, or his deputy, where executions may be 
had in said county, and in all other cases shall be executed in the same 
manner and by the same officers as though it had been issued by a justice 
of the peace. For services rendered in the execution of the process of said 
court the officer executing shall receive the same compensation as if issued 
by justices of the peace and served by sheriffs, the same to be taxed and 
collected as taxed and collected in courts of the justices of the peace. 
Witnesses in said court shall be entitled to the same fees as in justice court 
to be taxed and collected as in said justice court. 


_SECTION 12: Appeals from the judgment of said inferior court in 
civil and criminal cases may be taken as is provided for appeals from judg- 
ments of justices of the peace. 


SECTION 13: The Court of Common Pleas of Ozark, Alabama, shall 
be open at all times for the disposition of business of the court and the 
judge of said court shall designate on the docket of the court a certain day 
of each week as a return day. Said court shall be held at the court house of 
the County. 


SECTION 14: The offices of the justices of the peace and notaries 
public with power of justices of the peace in said precinct are hereby abol- 
ished, on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, and 
immediately thereafter, all the justices of the peace and notaries public 
with powers of justices of peace in said precinct one, Dale County, Ala- 
bama, shall deliver their dockets, official papers and record of all kinds of 
their respective offices to the Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of Ozark, 
Aiabama, and ali cauiscs pending in said court shall be by such delivery trans- 
ferred to the court hereby established and subsequent proceedings in said 
causes shall be had in said Court of Common Pleas as though they had origi- 
nally been brought in said Court; execution or other appropriate process 
for the colleciioi of judgments rendered hefore the transfer of the causes 
may be issued by the Court hereby established and all fees and costs accru- 
ing before the transfer shall be paid on collection to the parties to whom 
they were payable but for such transfer. 


SECTION 15: If any section or provision of this Act shall be de- 
clared unconstitutional it shall not affect or destroy the validity of consti- 


tutionality of any other section or provision thereof which is not in and of 
itself void or unconstitutional.

H. 279. A bill to be entitled An Act to submit to the qualified 
voters of the State of Alabama, at an election to be held on the 
First Tuesday after the expiration of three months, after the final 
adjournment of the present regular session of the 1943 Legislature, 
for their consideration, an amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, so as to authorize and empower the Legislature of Alabama, 
from time to time, by general or local laws to fix, regulate and 
alter the fees, commissions, allowances and salaries, including the 
method or basis of their compensation, to be charged or received by 
Tax Assessors, Tax Collectors, Probate Judges, Circuit Clerks, 
Sheriffs, and Registers of the Chancery Courts, and provide the 
method and basis of their compensation, or consolidate any of said 
offices in each of the following named counties: Dale; and, where- 
by all Acts of the Regular Session of the Legislature of 1943, here- 
tofore passed and applicable or purporting to be applicable to any 
or all of said Counties, and fixing or purporting to fix the com- 
pensation of said named county officers on a salary basis, are 
validated and confirmed. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1. That the following amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
voters of Alabama for their consideration, as hereinafter set forth, 
viz: “The Legislature of Alabama may hereafter, from time to 
time. by general or local laws, fix, regulate and alter the fees, com- 
missions, allowances and salaries, including the method or basis of 
their compensation, to be charged or received by the Tax Assessors, 
Tax Collectors, Probate Judges, Circuit Clerks, Sheriffs, and Regis- 
ters of the Chancery Courts, and including the right to place any 
one or all of said officers on a salary and provide for the fees 
charged and collected by said officers to be paid into the treasury 
from which their salaries are paid, and provide the method and 
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basis of their compensation, or consolidate any of said offices in 
the following named counties: Dale. All Acts of the Regular Ses-

SECTION 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor of Ala- 
bama to give notice by proclamation to be published in one news- 
paper in each County in the State of Alabama at least four suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding the date of the election on the amend- 
ment proposed by this Act to be submitted to the qualified voters of 
the State of Alabama for their consideration together with the pro- 
posed amendment. 

SECTION 3. That, at an election to be held on the First Tues- 
day after the expiration of three months, after the final adjourn- 
ment of the present Regular Session of the 1943 Legislature, an 
election shall be held for the vote of the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment. Upon the ballots 
used at such election shall be printed the following, viz: “Shall the 
following be adopted as an amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama? ‘The Legislature of Alabama may hereafter, from time to 
time, by general or local laws, fix, regulate and alter the fees, com- 
missions, allowances and salaries, including the method or basis of 
their compensation, to be charged or received by the Tax As- 
sessors, Tax Collectors, Probate Judges, Circuit Clerks, Sheriffs, 
and Registers of the Chancery Courts, and including the right to 
place any one or all of said officers on a salary and provide for the 
fees charged and collected by said officers to be paid into the treas- 
ury from which his salary is paid, and provide the method and basis 
of their compensation or consolidate any of said offices in the fol- 
lowing named counties: Dale.

the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amendment. 
The election shall be held in all things in accordance with the law 
governing general elections. In the election upon the proposed 
amendment the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabulated and 
the returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State and counted 
in the same manner as in elections for Representatives to the Legis- 
Jature of Alabama, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed amendment 
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voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be valid to all in- 
tents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama.

To abolish the County Commissioners Court of Dale County, Alabama, 
on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, and to 
create in lieu thereof a Court known as Board of Revenue to be composed 
of the Judge of Probate as ex-officio Member and Chairman, and four 
members of the Board of Revenue; to prescribe their qualifications, powers, 
authority and duties, to fix the salary and term of office of the Members 
thereof, and to provide for the filling of all vacancies; to provide for their 
election and the election of their successors; to divide Dale County, Ala- 
bama, into four Board of Revenue Districts; to provide that the Board of 
Revenue or County Commissioners shall hold over in office and be and 
function as a Court of Board of Revenue or County Commissioners until 
the First Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, and until 
their successors are elected and qualified; to create the Office of County 
Road Supervisor of Dale County, Alabama, and become effective on the 
first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1947; to prescribe the 
qualifications, powers, authority and duties of said supervisor; to provide 
for his election, and the election of his successor, fix his term of office and 
salary; and to require him to give surety bond; to provide that the pur-

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


SECTION 1: That the Board of County Commissioners, as heretofore 
constituted and existing in Dale County, Alabama, under the general or 
special laws of Alabama, is hereby abolished, effective on the first Monday 
after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, and in lieu thereof is hereby 
created on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, a 
Court known and called as Board of Revenue of and for said County, to 
be composed of the Judge of Probate, as ex-officio Member and Chairman, 
and four members of the Board of Revenue. The said four members of 
the Board of Revenue shall be elected each by the qualified electors of his 
Board of Revenue District at the general election to be held on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1946, and shall assume the 
duties of office on the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 
following their election, and shall hold office for a period of four years and 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 
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SECTION 2: That Dale County, Alabama, is hereby divided into 
four Board of Revenue Districts, as follows: District No. 1 shall embrace 
and be composed of Beats numbered ONE, SEVEN, and TWELVE; Dis- 
trict 2 shall embrace and be composed of Beats numbered TWO, THREE, 
FOUR and SIX; District No. 3 shall embrace and be composed of Beats 
numbered EIGHT, NINE and FOURTEEN; District No. 4 shall embrace 
and be composed of Beats numbered FIVE, TEN, ELEVEN and THIR- 
TEEN. One member of said Court of Board of Revenue hereby created, 
shall be elected from each of the above Board of Revenue Districts, and 
he must be a resident of, and a qualified elector in the District from which 
he is elected. The compensation, of each of said members of Board of 
Revenue shall be THREE HUNDRED_DOLLARS, per annum, to be paid 
in equal monthly installments, out of the general funds of the County, on 
warrants drawn by the Judge of Probate. 

SECTION 3: That there is hereby conferred upon said Court of 
Board of Revenue of Dale County, Alabama, and the members thereof, all 
of the general authority, powers and duties now provided for, or which 
may hereafter be provided for Commissioners Court, under the general laws 
of the State of Alabama and the amendments thereto, not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act, and for all of the acts, of said Court equal, sev- 
eral and joint liability is hereby fixed upon the members thereof. 

SECTION 4: That in case of a vacancy in the Court of Board of 
Revenue, such vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the Governor of 
the State of Alabama, and the person appointed shall hold office for the 
remainder of the term and until his successor is elected and qualified. 

SECTION 5: That there is hereby created for Dale County, Alabama, 
the office of County Board Supervisor, which office shall be held and ad- 
ministered by an experienced road builder, and who shall be a competent 
civil engineer, who has the following qualifications: At least three years 
of experience as a practical civil engineer, or who is a graduate from an 
accredited A grade Civil Engineering School who shall be elected or ap- 
pointed by the Court of Board of Revenue under the provisions of this act, 
within 15 days after the Board of Revenue under this act takes office on 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1947, following their 
election in November, 1946, and his term of office shall begin immediately 
after his election or appointment and shall expire on Monday after the 
Second Tuesday in January, 1951, or until his successor is elected or ap- 
pointed and qualified, and said Court of Board of Revenue, and their suc- 
cessors shall immediately after their election, qualification and assumption 
of office, elect or appoint his successor, who shall serve for a period of 
four years and until his successor is elected and qualified, unless removed 
by said Roard of Revenue, for cause. 

SECTION 6: That said County Koad Supervisor shall lave the gen- 
eral supervision and care of maintaining, repairing and improving the public 
roads and bridges of the County, and the building of new roads and bridges, 
when such new roads or bridges are established by said Court of Board of 
Revenue. He shall, with the approval! of said Court of Buard of Revenue, 
and laborers, required for said work, and shall, with the counsel, assistance 
and approval of said Court, purchase all necessary road machinery, material, 
teams, tools, supplies and equipment, as hereinafter provided, used in and 
about the work on the public roads and bridges of the County, and he 
shall perform all such other duties relating to the maintenance, improve- 
ment or construction of highways and bridges as may be required of him 
by the general laws of the State of Alabama, or by the Court of the Board 
of Revenue of Dale County, Alabama. Said County Road Supervisor shall 
receive as compensation for his services the sum of not more than TWEN- 
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TY-FOUR HUNDRED DOLLARS ($2,400.00), per annum, to be fixed 
by said Court of Board of Revenue, payable in equal monthly installments, 
out of the gasoline tax funds or any other available funds of the County, 
upon warrants drawn by the Judge of Probate, and in addition thereto he 
shall be provided by said Board of Revenue with the necessary means of 
transportation to enable him to discharge the duties of his office. 

SECTION 7: That before entering upon the duties of his office, said 
County Road Supervisor shall make and enter into a surety bond, of not less 
than two thousand dollars nor more than five thousand dollars, to be fixed by 
said Court of Board of Revenue, payable to Dale County, Alabama, for the 
faithful discharge and performances of the duties of his office and for the 
faithful accounting for ail moneys or property of said County which may 
come into his possession or custody, which said bond must be made by a 
surety company authorized and qualified to do business in the State of Ala- 
bama, and be approved by said Court of Board of Revenue.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama:

Section 5. That all such privilege taxes to be levied or imposed under 
this Act and the money derived therefrom shall be used exclusively for the 
purpose of constructing and maintaining public roads, streets, bridges and 
ferries in said county of Cullman, but the money accruing hereunder to any 
incorporated city or municipality may be expended as may be directed by the 
constituted authorities of such incorporated city or municipality. 

Section 6. That any persons, firms, corporations, co-partnerships com- 
panies, agencies, associations and refiners violating any of the provisions of 
this act, or any rules and regulations and machinery for the collection of such 
privilege tax made and promulgated by the Road and Bridge Commissioner 
of Cullman County, Alabama, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor.

The compensation of said Judge of Probate and of said clerks and 
assistants shall be paid by the Chairman of said Board of Revenue and 
Control out of the general fund of Morgan County in semi-monthly install- 
ments, as nearly equal as may be, on the first and fifteenth days of each 
month, the first of said installments to be paid on October 15, 1943.

The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate having 
signed the following Senate bills, your signature thereto is re- 
quested:

on its securities and to limit the scope of any such mortgage to the 
appointment of a receiver for the collection of tolls in the event of 
default and so as to prohibit any foreclosure thereof; to authorize 
and direct the State Treasurer to disburse such funds and to main- 
tain appropriate records pertaining thereto; to provide for the 
continued maintenance and operation of such bridges and proper- 
ties free of tolls as.a part of the highway system of the state so 
long as there shall be no default in the securities of the corpora- 
tion; and to provide for the reconveyance to the state of said 
bridges and properties upon full payment of all securities assumed 
and issued by such corporation.

TO BE ENTITLED AN ACT to create and establish a War 
Emergency Council and a fund therefor; to provide for its organi- 
zation and to define its powers and duiies, io fix the compensation 
of its members and to define their powers, authority, and duties; 
to appropriate funds for the operation and use of said council. 


BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 


Section 1. There is hereby created a War Emergency Council, 
to consist of the Governor, as Chairman, and eight members of the 
Legislature of Alabama. Four of the legislative members shall be 
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elected from the Senate and four from the House of Representa- 
tives. No two of the members from the Senate shall be elected 
from the same congressional district and no two members from the 
House of Representatives shall be elected from the same congres- 
sional district. The members so elected shall serve until their 
successors are elected at the next regular session of the Legisla- 
ture, following the regular session in which they were elected. In 
the event of the death or resignation of any member elected from 
the Senate or the House of Representatives, the Governor shall im- 
mediately notify the Lieutenant-Governor if the member was 
elected from the Senate, and the Speaker of the House if the mem- 
ber was elected from the House of Representatives. Thereupon 
the Lieutenant-Governor shall appoint a member from the Senate 
in the event said member was from the Senate, and the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives shall appoint a member from the 
House of Representatives in the event said member was from that 
body, the member so appointed to serve until his successor is 
elected as above provided. 

Section 2. Election. The Senate of Alabama and the House of 
Representatives of Alabama shall each adopt its own rules as to the 
method or manner of electing its members of the War Emergency 
Council. 

Section 38. Meetings. The Council shall meet from time to time on 
call of the Governor, At least one day’s notice of the time and place of 
meeting shall be given by the Governor. 

Section 4. Quorum. A majority of the members of the Council 
shall constitute a quorum for the purpose of transacting any business or 
the performance of any duties herein authorized. 

Section 5. Power and Duties. It shall be the duty of the Governor 
to call a meeting of the War Emergency Council in the event of an 
emergency or when he deems it necessary or proper to call a meeting to 
consider the advisability of allocating any part of the funds appropri- 
ated to the Council for the purpose of supplementing the appropriation 
made by the Legislature to any department, institution, or agency of 
the State, or of meeting any emergency that may hereafter arise in any 
department, institution, or agency for which State funds are authorized 
to be expended. At any meeting called by the Governor, he shall sub- 
mit to the Council in writing his recommendation for the allocation of 
any part of the funds appropriated to the Council. The Council shall 
consider said recommendation and make such investigations as it deems 
necessary or proper. In the event a majority of the Council shail ap- 
prove the Governor’s recommendation, it shall by proper resolution 
adopt said recommendation and order the transfer, use, or expenditure 
of the amount so recommended ; and the State Comptroller shall be au- 
thorized, upon receipt of a certified copy of said resolution signed by 
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the Governor and the secretary of the Council, to transfer to the proper 
department, institution, agency, or official, the fund authorized to be 
allocated. Any member shall be authorized at any meeting of the Coun- 
cil to propose in writing a different allocation or a different amount to 
be allocated to any department, institution, or agency of the State of 
Alabama, or to meet any emergency hereinabove referred to. In the 
event a majority of the Council, including the Governor, approves by 
proper resolution the proposed allocation of any part of said fund, the 
allocation of the same shall be authorized as above provided. In the 
event the Governor disapproves any proposal made by a member of the 
Council, no part of the fund appropriated shall be allocated. 

Section 6. For What Purpose the Fund May be Used. Any funds 
appropriated by the Legislature to the War Emergency Council may be 
allocated by the Council to supplement any appropriation made by said 
Legislature to any department, institution, or agency of the State of 
Alabama to meet any emergency that may hereafter arise in any such 
department, institution, or agency or that may be necessary or proper 
to allocate in order that any such department, institution, or agency 
may properly function or to meet any emergency that may hereafter 
arise for which State funds are authorized to be expended. 

Section 7. Secretary. The Budget Officer shall be an ex officio 
member and shall act as a secretary of the Council, but shall not be 
entitled to vote. 

Section 8. Minutes of Meeting. Full and complete minutes in 
writing of all proceedings of the War Emergency Council shall be kept 
by the secretary and every action taken shail be by written resolution. 
The secretary shall record the vote of each member of the Council. 
The secretary shall furnish to the proper officials a certified copy of 
any resolution passed by the Council, which copy shall be signed by the 
secretary and the Governor. 

Section 9. Compensation of Members. Each member of the Coun- 
cil except the Governor shall be entitled to compensation at the rate of 
ten dollars ($10.00) per day for each day the Council is in session, but 
not to exceed $200.00 in any Calendar year, and shall also be entitled 
to miieage from his piace uf residence to cach session of the Council 
and return over the usual route. A session shall be defined as any 
meeting of the Council wherein there is no adjournment in excess of

Section 10. Appropriation to War Emergency Fund. There is 
hereby appropriated to the War Emergency Fund any surplus over 
and above $750,000.00 in the state treasury to the credit of the 
General Fund, after providing for the payment of all appropria- 
tions, now or hereafter made payable from that fund, for each of 
the fiscal years ending September 30, 1943, and September 30, 
1944, and such surplus shall be transferred at the end of each said 
fiscal years to the War Emergency Fund to be expended by the 
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War Emergency Council in accordance with the provisions of this 
act. The comptroller is hereby authorized and required at the end 
of each of said fiscal years to draw a warrant for the amount of the 
surplus over and above $750,000.00, as provided herein, payable to 
the State Treasurer to be covered by him into the State treasury 
to the credit of the War Emergency Fund. All other amounts 
which may be appropriated to the War Emergency Council shall 
be properly designated by the State Treasurer and credited to the 
War Emergency Fund.

said Court; to provide for the creation of two divisions of said Court to be 
known and called “The Tallassee Division” and “The Wetumpka Division”; 
to provide for the holding of terms and sessions thereof of said divisions; to 
provide for the method and manner of instituting civil and criminal proceed- 
ings therein, and the procedure therein; to provide for the rules of procedure 
for said Court and the operation thereof; to provide for and regulate appeals 
from said Court; to provide for the registration of Judgments rendered in 
and by said Court, and the effect thereof, and liens of its judgments, and 
the issuance of process thereon: to provide and designate the time and place 
at which each session of said Court in each division thereof shall be held;

County; to provide for the transfer of all cases now pending in the Inferior 
Court of Elmore County together with the record of such pending cases to 
the Court of Common Pleas of.Elmore County and to authorize the issuance 
of process on, and control over the Judgments rendered by the said Inferior 
Court of Elmore County before the abolition thereof; to repeal all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict herewith. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That there is hereby created and established in Eimore Coun- 
ty, Alabama, a Court of record to be known as and called the “Court of 
Common Pleas of Elmore County”; which said Court shall have and exer- 
cise civil and criminal jurisdiction as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. That said Court shall have civil jurisdiction in all civil matters 
of which justices of the peace of Elmore County have jurisdiction under the 
general laws of the State of Alabama, concurrently with the several justices 
of the peace in said County; and in addition thereto, the said court shall 
have jurisdiction, concurrently with the Circuit Court of Elmore County, 
Alabama, of all matters, suits and actions at law which are in amount more 
than the jurisdiction of the justices of the peace, and less than the sum of 
$300.01, and when the value of the property sued for in a suit in detinue is 
less than $300.01, provided, however, that the said court shall not have 
and exercise civil jurisdiction of actions of libel, slander, assault and battery 
or ejectment or actions in the nature of ejectment; and the said court shall 
have original jurisdiction, concurrent with the Circuit Court of Elmore Coun- 
ty, Alabama, of all misdemeanors committed in Elmore County, Alabama; 
and it shall have preliminary jurisdiction of all felonies, concurrent with the 
several justices of the peace of said county, committed in Elmore County, 
Alabama. The jurisdiction both civil and criminal, of the said Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of Elmore County as hereinabove provided, shall be co-extensive 
with the county. 

Section 3. The Judge of said court shall have been a resident in and a 
qualified elector of Elmore County for at least two years at the time of his 
appointment or election, and shall reside in the said county during his con- 
tinuance in office. He shall be at least 25 years of age, and shall be learned 
in the law and admitted to the practice of law in this State. He shall not 
during his term of office act as attorney in any case or matter that has pre- 
viously been in or is in this court, but may practice in all other matters and 
all other courts. This Act shall become a law and be in full force and effect 
immediately upon its passage and approval or its otherwise becoming a law, 
but it shall not affect the term of office of the present Judge of the Inferior 
Court of Elmore County or his successor in office, and he, or his successor 
shall be the Judge of the Court created by this Act, and the said present 
Judge of the said Inferior Court of Elmore County or his successor in office 
shall hold office as Judge of the court created and established herein until 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1945, and until his 
successor is elected and qualified as now required by law, or as provided in 
this Act, and shall perform the duties, and receive the compensation as here- 
in provided for the Judge of this Court. 

Section 4. That the term of office of the Judge of this Court, who shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of Elmore County, Alabama, at the gen- 
eral election for State and County officers in the year 1944 shall be for six 
years from the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January 1945, and 
every six years thereafter and until his successor is elected or appointed and 
qualified. Upon the passage and approval of this Act or its otherwise be- 
coming a law, the Governor shall issue commission to the person who is 
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Judge of the Inferior Court of Elmore County at the time this Act becomes 
a law, as Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County, as herein 
provided; and after the election of the Judge of this Court as herein pro- 
vided the Governor shall likewise issue to him a commission, as such Judge. 
Before entering upon the duties of his office, the Judge of this Court shall 
take the oath of office in the form required by law to be taken by Judges 
of the Circuit Court of this State and he shall be,removed from office for 
the same causes and in the same manner as is now or may be hereafter pro- 
vided for removal of Circuit Judges. In the event of the vacancy caused by 
the resignation, removal or death of said Judge, or for other causes, the Gov- 
ernor shall fill the same by appointment and the person so appointed shall 
hold office as provided for in Section 158 of the Constitution of this State. In 
case the Judge of said Court shall be unable at any time to discharge the du- 
ties of his office by reason of sickness, disqualifications or other causes, the 
Judge shall make, or cause to be made by the Clerk thereof, an order, when 
the facts warrant it, setting forth the reasons of his inability to sit in said 
court, and the said order shall be spread on the minutes of the Court. There- 
upon the Clerk of this Court shall designate and appoint in writing, which 
appointment shall be spread on the minutes of this Court, some practicing 
attorney of the County who is learned in the law, as Special Judge thereof, 
and the person so designated and appointed shall perform all of the duties and 
exercise all of the powers and authority of the Judge of this Court, and shall 
hold said office until the regular Judge thereof shall resume his duties; the 
said Special Judge shall receive for his compensation Five Dollars ($5.00) 
for each day he serves as such Judge of this Court payable in the same 
manner and from the same funds as the compensation of the regular Judge 
is paid. The regular Judge of this Court shall have authority to administer 
oaths, and take acknowledgements and affidavits in all cases, and to solem- 
nize marriages the same as circuit Judges of this State. 

Section 5. The Judge of this Court shall receive a salary of Eighteen 
Hundred Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments out of 
the general fund of Elmore County, Alabama, upon the warrant of the Pro- 
bate Judge of Elmore County, Alabama, which he is hereby authorized and 
directed to issue monthly, and which warrants shall be a preferred claim 
against said general fund. 

Section 6. The Clerk of the Circuit Court of Elmore County, Alabama, 
shall act and be Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County, 
hereby established, and he shall keep a civil and criminal docket of all cases 
brought before the said Court, and all of the minutes and records as are 
now required by law to be kept by Clerks of the Circuit Courts, and he 
shall have authority to issue all necessary summons and complaints as to all 
cases filed in said court, and all other civil and criminal process which 
Clerks of the Circuit Courts are now required or empowered by law to is- 
sue. He shall have authority to swear witnesses at the trial of all cases in 
said Court. It shall be the duty of the clerk to tax and collect in each civil 
and criminal case in said Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County the same 
costs and fees for services of the Solicitor, the Clerk, the Sheriff and the wit- 
nesses as are now allowed by law to be taxed, charged and collected in the 
Circuit Court of this State, which he shall disburse as is now required of 
said fees in the Circuit Courts of Elmore County, Alabama, except as may 
be hereinafter provided. It shall also be his duty to collect, or receive from 
the Sheriff, all fines and forfeitures in said Court, which, together with the 
Solicitor’s fees taxed and collected in said Court. He shall pay into the fine 
and forfeiture fund of Elmore County, in the same manner as now provided 
for the disposition of such funds in the Circuit Court of Elmore County, 
Alabama. The Clerk shall tax in each civil case, except when the amount in-

volved is less than $101.00, a trial fee of Two Dollars, and shall tax in all 
criminal cases a trial fee of Five Dollars, to be collected as all other costs 
are collected, and when collected, paid into and become a part of the gen- 
eral fund of the county. Witness fees taxed and collected in civil cases shall 
be retained by the Clerk and paid over to the witnesses entitled to the same, 
provided, however, that witnesses shall have the first five days after their 
attendance upon the court in any case therein pending, to prove their at- 
tendance and to be issued a witness certificate, and, failing therein, no costs 
shall be taxed on account of the said attendance of such witnesses; aud pro- 
vided further, that in case civil witness certificates are not presented to the 
Clerk for payment within 90 days after the payment of the costs in the cases 
in which the said certificates were issued, the said witness fees shall revert 
to the general fund of the county and shall be paid by said Clerk into the 
County Treasury for the use of the said fund, and the said Clerk shall pay 
ever to the County Treasurer all such reverted fees in his hands on the first 
Monday in each month. State witness fees in criminal cases shall be taxed, 
collected, paid into and disbursed from the fine and forfeiture fund of El- 
more County, Alabama. That each witness attending Court in civil cases 
shall be entitled to seventy-five cents per day and five cents per mile actu- 
ally travelled by the most direct route in going to court and returning home. 
the said witness fees to be taxed as a part of the costs and to be collected 
and disposed of as herein provided. The said Clerk shall attend upon the 
sessions of said Court at such hours as are designated by the Judge there- 
of and shall perform such other duties as may be prescribed by the Judge 
of the said Court and by this act, either in person or by deputy. The said 
Clerk shall issue certificates of judgments of said Court, in the sane form 
as is now provided by law for issuance of certificates of judgments from the 
Circuit Courts, for which he shall be allowed the same fees as are now aiiowed 
in the Circuit Courts. The owner of any judgment rendered by said Court may 
file in the office of the Judge of Probate of any County of this State such 
certificate of judgment issued by the Clerk as hereinabove provided, under 
the same procedure and in the same manner as is now or may hereatter be 
provided for filing certificates of judgments rendered’ by the Circuit Courts 
of this State; and when so filed such judgment shall be a lien in the County 
where filed on all property of the defendant which is subject to levy and 
sale under execution. The filing of such certificate of judgment shall be no- 
tice to all persons of the existence of the lien thereby created. Such iien 
shall continue for ten years from the date of such judgment and no insol- 
vency proceedings or declaration of insolvency shall affect or impair such 
lien, except bankruptcy proceedings instituted within four months after the 
filing of the certificate, provided by law. Execution may be issued at any time 
within ten years from the date of such judgment, whether execution has been 
previously issued or not. The Clerk of said court, before entering into the 
duties of his office, shall give bond in such penal sum as may be prescribed 
by the Conrt of County Commissioners of Elmore County, Alabama, payable 
and conditioned as are official bonds required of Clerks of the Circuit Courts, 
to be taken and approved by the Judge of Probate of Elmore County, and 
recorded in the Probate Office of Elmore County, Alabama, and upon said 
bonds there shall be the same liabilities and remedies as upon bonds of the 
Clerks of the Circuit Court of this State. The premium on said bond or bonds 
shall be paid out of the general fund of the County. The Clerk shall receive 
the same fees and costs as are now allowed by Jaw to Clerks of the Circuit 
Court of this State, as his compensation. The Clerk shall receive a fee of 
One Dollar for each writ of arrest issued by him, to be taxed and collected 
as other costs are taxed and collected. 
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Section 7. The Sheriff of Elmore County shail, in person, or by deputy, 
be required to attend upon the said court and to preserve order and execute 
all writs or process issued therefrom, and to perform such other duties in all 
respects as he is required by law to perform in the Circuit Court of Elmore 
County; and for such services of attending said court the Sheriff shall re- 
ceive the sum of Two Dollars per day payable out of the fine and forfeiture 
fund on warrant of the Clerk of the said court; and for all services rendered 
by him, other than attendance upon the court hereinabove provided for, he 
shall receive the same costs and fees as are allowed by law for similar serv- 
ices performed and done in the Circuit Courts. 

Section 8. That the deputy Solicitor for Elmore County shall prosecute 
for the State all criminal cases in said court created by this act. The salary 
of the deputy Solicitor for Elmore County shall be the salary now provided, 
or which may hereafter be provided, by the general laws of this State for 
deputy Solicitors in counties where Circuit or County Court is held at more 
than one place in the County, to be paid out of the general fund of the County, 
in equal monthly installments on the warrant of the probate judge, which 
shall be a preferred claim against said general fund. 

Section 9. That there shall be a Tallassee Division and a Wetumpka 
Division of the said court, and the said Tallassee Division shall include and 
be composed of the following beats or precincts in Elmore County, viz: 
Precinct 1, precinct 2, precinct 3, precinct 4, precinct 13, and precinct 19; 
and the said Wetumpka Division shall include and be composed of the follow- 
ing precincts in Elmore County, viz: Precinct 5, precinct 6, precinct 7, precinct 
8, precinct 9, precinct 10, precinct 11, precinct 12, precinct 14, precinct 15, 
precinct 16, precinct 17 and precinct 18. The sessions of the said court of the 
said Tallassee Division shall be held at some place in the Town of Taillassee 
or in the police jurisdiction thereof, and the sessions of the said court of the 
said Wetumpka Division shall be held at the Court House in the Town of 
Wetumpka. The said court, at the discretion of the Judge, shall be open any 
day during the week, except Sunday, for the trial of cases coming within 
the jurisdiction of said court. Provided, further, that on the first Monday of 
each month there shall be held a session of said court for the handling, 
trial and disposition of all cases therein pending, in the Wetumpka Division 
of Elmore County, Alabama, which shall continue as long as necessary to 
dispose of the docket; and that on the third Monday of each month there 
shall be held a session of said court for the handling, trial and disposition of 
all cases therein pending in the Tallassee Division of Elmore County, Ala- 
bama, which shall continue as long as necessary to dispose of the docket. 
But any session of said court in either of said divisions may be dispensed 
with, and continued by the Judge when, in the opinion and judgment of the 
Judge, the public good or public necessity requires the continuance of the 
same. Provided, further, that as to all civil and criminal actions of which 
the said court shall have jurisdiction the venue of the acts shall be deter- 
mined as if the two divisions of the county hereinabove provided for, each 
constituted a separate county, except that after any actions instiuted in either 
division of the court, the Judge of the court shall have the power and au- 
thority to order the transfer or removal of any such action to the other divi- 
sion of the court for trial. All suits and actions on contract or in tort except 
as otherwise provided in this act must be brought in the division in which 
the defendant or one of them resides or in which the debt was created or 
cause of action arose. 

Section 10. That all prosecutions for misdemeanors may be instituted 
in said court by making affidavit before the Judge or the clerk of the said 
court, the writ on said affidavit to be issued by the clerk; and that in all 
preliminary proceedings in prosecutions for felonies begun in said court, the 
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same may be instituted by affidavit before the Judge or clerk, the writ there- 
on to be issued by the Judge or the Clerk. And when the defendant is ar- 
rested on affidavit and warrant charging a misdemeanor the said case shall 
go to the docket for trial and be tried as though the defendant had been in- 
dicted by a Grand Jury, except as hereinafter provided, provided further, that 
the defendant shall not be put upon trial in any cause within five days of his 
arrest, except with his consent. The Judge of said Court shall have the right 
and authority to issue all processes returnable into his court that are not 
especially provided to be issued by the clerk of said court, but he shall not 
prepare any summons and complaints, garnishments, detinue attachments, 
papers or other right of processes issuing out of said court. All writs must 
be made returnable to the division of this court in which the alleged crime 
was committed. 

Section 11. That the Clerk of said court may appoint a Deputy or Dep- 
uties of said court, who shall hold office at the will of the Clerk and receive 
such portion of the fees in this act provided for the Clerk as the Clerk of said 
court may designate. Any such Deputy so appointed by the Clerk shall have 
the right in the name of the Clerk to file papers and to do all things herein 
provided to be done by the Clerk except collect and disburse money. 

Section 12. That all criminal cases in said court shall be tried by the 
Judge thereof without a jury, and the accused shall not have the right to 
demand a trial by jury, but in all trials of criminal cases in said court, the 
Judge shall determine both the law and the facts without the intervention 
of a jury, and in cases of conviction the defendant shall have the right to 
appeal to the Circuit Court as provided for in Section 326 of Title 13 of the 
Code of 1940, except that appeal bonds shall be approved by the Clerk of the 
court, and a jury trial may there be had on the demand of the defendant, 
made at the time of taking the appeal. 

Section 13. A party aggrieved or desiring to. bring a charge of misde- 
meanor before this court may, upon applying to the Judge or Clerk for a 
warrant of arrest and upon making affidavit in writing that he has probable 
cause for believing and does believe, that an offense (designate the misde- 
meanor by name, or by some other phrase which in common parlance desig- 
nates it) has been committed on the person, or property, or as the case may 
be, of A. B. (naming the person injured, or as the case may be), then the 
Judge or Clerk of said court shall examine the affiant under oath, and other 
witnesses if he so desires, touching the offense charged in the affidavit, and 
if the Judge or Clerk has probable cause for believing that the offense al- 
leged in the affidavit has been committed he shall issue his warrant of ar- 
rest as hereinabove provided. When there is an objection to the validity or 
sufficiency of any affidavit, complaint or warrant pending in this court or 
when a defect appears in any of same the Solicitor or other person prose- 
cuting for the State, shall have the right to amend any or all the papers to 
which the objection is directed, or where such defect appears; or the So- 
licitor may instead of amending the papers, make a brief statement of the 
cause of complaint signed by him, which may be substantially in the form 
provided in Section 259 of Title 15 of the Code of 1940, and may be amended 
as herein provided. Thereupon the court shall proceed to try the case either 
upon the original papers, or the original as amended, or upon the statement or 
statements filed by the Solicitor or other person prosecuting for the State. 

Section 14. That all proceedings in said court as to judgment for fine 
and costs, confession of judgment and executions thereon, sentence tc jail 
and/or hard labor for fines and costs, and as additional punishment, bail, 
conditional judgments, forfeitures. judgments, final and alias warrants of ar- 
rest, shall be the same in said Court of Common Pleas of Elmore County 
as are now or may hereafter be, provided for by law in the Circuit Courts; 
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and conditional judgments may be set aside therein, reduced or made aiso- 
lute, and the same orders and judgments may be made and taken in such 
matters as could be made or taken in the Circuit Courts, and the same pro- 
cedure shall be followed, except as otherwise provided by this Act. 

Section 15. The trial of all criminal appeals from this court in the Cir- 
cuit Court shall be de novo, and without any indictment or presentment by

Section 18. That in all civil matters in this court the trial of the same 
shall in all respects be governed by the same rule of pleading, evidence, pro- 
cedure and practice as now prevail or govern in the Circuit Courts of this 
State except as hereinafter provided. Provided that a party litigent after be- 
ing served with statutory interrogatories shall be required to answer the 
same within thirty days, and upon his failure to do so shall be subject to 
the same pains and penalties as is now provided by law for failure to answer 
interrogatories propounded in the Circuit Court. And provided, further, that 
any party desiring to appeal from any judgment rendered in this Court, ex- 
cept from judgments for the possession of real estate, may give security for 
the cost of the appeal in the form of an appeal bond in an amount to be 
fixed and approved by the Clerk; provided that if the party appealing de- 
sires to have the judgment superseded, when the judgment is for the pay- 
ment of money or for the recovery or possession of personal property he 
may do so by giving a supersedeas bond with good and sufficient security or 
surety in such an amount as herein provided payable to the adverse party 
and approved by the Clerk with the condition that if he fail in the appeal 
he will pay such judgment as the Circuit Court may render in the premises 
and all such cost and damages as any party aggrieved may sustain by reason 
of the wrongful appeal and suspension of the execution of the judgment 
which said appeal bond and security or surety for Court cost and supersedeas 
bonds must be filed with and approved by the Clerk within ten days from 
the date of the rendition of said judgment; which said supersedeas bond shall 
be in an amount double the amount of the judgment and costs of Court. if a 
judgment for the payment of money; and in an amount double the value of - 
the personal property recovered in the suit and court costs, if a judgment 
for the recovery of or possession of personal property.

RESOLUTIONS 


The following resolutions were introduced: 


By Mr. White: 

H.J.R. 14. WHEREAS, the absolute indispensability of war- 
time motor vehicle transportation to this Nation has been well 
stated by Rubber Director William M. Jeffers in these words: 

“You can’t take America off wheels. You can lose the war 
doing that, because of the disruption it would cause in our econ- 
omy. You have to have civilian trucks running to move goods 
and farm products, for instance, and you have to have buses and 
a certain number of passenger cars to take people to and from 
work ;” and 

WHEREAS, Director of Defense Transportation Joseph B. 
Eastman has made clear the necessity of essential passenger car 
transportation to move war workers between their homes and jobs 
and to prevent a breakdown of public transportation; and 

WHEREAS, trucks are necessary as units of assembly lines 
operating between war production plants and in moving war ma- 
terials and virtually 100% of farm products to consuming centers 
or rail points; and 

WHEREAS, motor buses transport millions of war workers, 
selectees and troops and carry a great share of the essential ci- 
vilian passenger load both within and between cities; and 

WHEREAS, disastrous effects on streets and highways of one 
of the most serious winters on record coupled with manpower and 
materials shortages is precipitating a road and street maintenance 
problem of critical proportions; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the House 
of Representatives of the State of Alabama, the Alabama Senate 
concurring, that the Congress of the United States be and is 
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hereby memorialized to do everything within its power to provide 
synthetic rubber, manpower, replacement parts and materials abso- 
lutely necessary for maintenance of motor vehicles and roadways 
to provide transportation indispensable to the war effort and the 
essential civilian economy. 


She above and foregoing H.J.R. 14 was read and referred to 
the Standing Committee on Rules. 


And: 

By Mr. Chichester: 

H.J.R. 15. Be it Resolved by the House of Representatives, 
the Senate concurring, that since there are a number of former 
students, both men and women, of the State’s accredited colleges 
who have had their education interrupted by the present conflict 
and are now in various branches of the armed forces, and 

Whereas, these students have prolonged their education in or- 
der to take up arms in the protection of their Country against the 
Axis powers—be it further resolved that 

Whereas, many of these students are now persuing studies in 
various out-of-state accredited colleges and universities in sub- 
jects touching, engineering, chemistry, physics, meteorology and 
other subjects that would ordinarily be credits leading to their 
respective degrees. Be it further resolved that our accredited 
colleges, as far as practical give these students college credits for 
subjects taken while members of the armed forces in order that 
when they return their education may be completed soon as 
possible. 

Be it further resolved that copies of this Resolution be trans- 
mitted by the Clerk of House and Secretary of Senate to the 
Presidents of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, the University 
of Alabama and other accredited state colleges in order that some 
method may be adopted for these students to secure certification 
for courses taken while members of the Army, Navy, Marines and 
ather branches of the arm farces of the TInited States.

poll taxes which have theretofore accrued and have not been paid 
or which may thereafter accrue; Provided, however, that if any 
such person is discharged dishonorably from said service the ex- 
emption herein provided is forfeited, and such dishonorably dis- 
charged person, as a prerequisite to the privilege of voting in 
Alabama thereafter, must pay the poll tax specified in the Con- 
stitution of Alabama as if such person had never been in such 
service. The term “military service” as used in this section in- 
cludes service in the Army of the United States. the United States 
Navy, the Marine Corps, the Coast Guard, the Women’s Army 
Auxiliary Corps, the Women’s Appointed Volunteer Emergency 
Service, and the Women’s Reserve of the United States Navy. 
The United States shall not be deemed at war with a foreign state 
within the meaning of this section at a time when an armistice 
exists between the United States and the foreign state. The Judge 
of Probate shall issue a certificate of exemption to a person ex- 
empt from the payment of poll tax by reason of this section under 
such rules and regulations as may be prescribed by the Governor.

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by a Proclamation 
of the Governor which shall be published in one newspaper once 
a week in each County in the State for at least four successive 
weeks next preceding the date hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held as here- 
in provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed 
amendment and on the official ballot printed for such election 
there shall be printed the following: “Shall the following proposed 
amended section 194% of the Constitution of Alabama be adopt- 
ed?” “No person who honorably served in the military service of 
the United States between January 1, 1917 and November 11, 1918, 
or between September 16, 1940 and December 8, 1941, or at any 
time, past or present or future, when the United States was, is or 
shall be at war with any foreign state, shall be required after the 
beginning of such service to pay the poll tax specified in the 
Constitution of Alabama as a prerequisite to the privilege of voting 
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in Alabama; but, on the contrary, every such person shall be ex- 
empt from the payment of all poll taxes which have theretofore 
accrued and have not been paid or which may thereafter accrue; 
Provided, however, that if any such person is discharged dis- 
honorably from said service the exemption herein provided is 
forfeited, and such dishonorably discharged person, as a pre- 
requisite to the privilege of voting in Alabama thereafter, must 
pay the poll tax specified in the Constitution of Alabama as if such 
person had never been in such service.

H. J. R. 18. A JOINT RESOLUTION PROVIDING FOR 
A DECLARATION OF THE FEDERATION OF THE 
WORLD. WHEREAS, it is necessary at the present juncture 
of human affairs to enlarge the bases of organized society by 
establishing a government for the community of nations, in order 
to preserve civilization and enable mankind to live in peace and 
be free, the following principles and objectives are hereby enunci- 
ated in THE DECLARATION OF THE FEDERATION OF 
THE WORLD. 

Man, the source of all political authority, is a manifold political 
being. He is a citizen of several communities: the city, the state, 
the nation and the world. To each of these communities he owes 
inalienable obligations and from each he receives enduring benefits. 

Communities may exist for a time without being incorporated 
but, under the stress of adversity, they disintegrate unless legally 
organized. Slowly but purposefully through the centuries, civi- 
lization has united the world, integrating its diverse local inter- 
ests and creating an international community that now embraces 
every region and every person on the globe. This community has 
no government, and communities without governments perish. 
Either this community must succumb to anarchy or submit to 
the restraints of law and order. 

The ceaseless changes wrought in human society by science, 
industry and economics, as well as by the spiritual, social and 
intellectual forces which impregnate all cultures, make political 
and geographical isolation of nations hereafter impossible. The 
organic life of the human race is at last indissolubly unified 
and can never be severed, but it must be politically ordained 
and made subject to law. Only a government capable of dis- 
charging all the functions of sovereignty in the executive, 
legislative and judicial spheres can accomplish such a task. It 
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is better for the world to be ruled by an international sovereign- 
ty of reason, social justice and peace than by diverse national 
sovereignties organically incapable of preventing their own dis- 
solution by conquest. 

Civilization now requires laws, in the place of treaties, as 
instruments to regulate commerce between peoples. The intri- 
cate conditions of modern life have rendered ‘treaties ineffec- 
tual and obsolete, and made laws essential and inevitable. The 
age of treaties is dead; the age of. laws is here. 

History has revealed but one principle by which free peo- 
ples, inhabiting extensive territories, can unite under one gov- 
ernment without impairing their local autonomy. That prin- 
ciple is federation, whose virtue preserves the whole without 
destroying its parts and strengthens its parts without jeopardiz- 
ing the whole. Federation vitalizes all nations by endowing 
them with security and freedom to develop their respective cul- 
tures without menace of foreign domination. It suppresses the 
crime of war by reducing to the ultimate minimum the possi- 
bility of its occurrence. 

There is no alternative to the federation of all nations except 
endless war. No substitute for The Federation of the World 
can organize the international community on the basis of free- 
dom and permanent peace. No nation should be excluded from 
membership in The Federation of the World that is willing to 
suppress its military, naval and air forces, retaining only a con- 
stabulary sufficient to police its territory and to maintain order 
within its jurisdiction, provided that the eligible voters of that 
nation are permitted the free expression of their opinions at 
the polls. 

The present conflict will determine the survival of free in- 
stitutions throughout the world, and it is morally incumbent 
upon this generation, as one of the declared objectives of the 
current war, to federate the nations, in order to make secure, 
and hereafter unchallenged, freedom for all peoples everywhere, 
aud in vider to impart to those who arc callcd to give their 
lives and fortunes for the triumph of democracy the positive 
assurance of the incorruptible utility of their sacrifice. 

There are supreme moments in history when nations are 
summoned, as trustees of civilization, to defend the heritage of 
the ages and to create institutions essential for human prog- 
ress. In the Providence of God, such a crisis is this hour, com- 
pelling in duty and unprecedented in responsibility—a fateful 
moment when men meet destiny for the fulfillment of historic 
tasks. 

Now, therefore, Be it resolved by the House. of Repre- 
sentatives, the Senate concurring: 
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Section 1. That the Legislature of Alabama does hereby 
solemnly declare that all peoples of the earth should now be 
united in a commonwealth of nations to be known as The Fed- 
eartion of the World, and to that end it hereby endorses The 
Declaration of the Federation of the World as is specifically 
set forth in the preamble hereof, and makes said Declaration 
a part of this Resolution in the same manner as if same were 
recited herein, and requests the Senators and Members of the 
House of Representatives in Congress from the State of Ala- 
bama to support: and vote for a Resolution in the Congress of 
the United States, approving the principles of World Federa- 
tion and requesting the President of the United States to initiate 
the procedure necessary to formulate a Constitution for The 
Federation of the World, which shall be submitted to each 
nation for its ratification. 

Section 2. That a copy of this Resolution be sent to each 
of the Senators and Members of the House of Representatives 
in Congress from the State of Alabama.

H. 407. A Bill to be entitled An Act to submit to the 
qualified voters of the State of Alabama, at an election to be 
held at the next General Election after the expiration of three 
months, after the final. adjournment of the present regular 
session of the 1943 legislature, for their consideration, an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Alabama, so as to authorize and 
empower the legislature of Alabama, from time to time, by 
general or local laws to fix, regulate and alter the fees, com- 
missions, allowances and salaries, including the method or basis 
of their compensation, to be charged or received by Tax Asses- 
sors, Tax Collectors, Probate Judges, Circuit Clerks, Sheriffs, 
and Registers of the Chancery Courts, and provide the method 
and basis of their compensation, or consolidate any of said 
offices in the following named county: Houston, and whereby 
all Acts of the regular session of the legislature of 1943, here- 
tofore passed and applicable or purporting to be applicable, 
to said county, and fixing or purporting to be applicable, to 
said county, and fixing or purporting to fix the compensation 
of said named county officers on a salary basis, are validated 
and confirmed. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1 That the followine amendment to the Consti- 
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tution of Alabama is hereby proposed to ‘be submitted to the 
qualified voters of Alabama for their consideration, as herein- 
after set forth, viz: “The Legislature of Alabama may hereafter, 
from time to time, by general or local laws, fix, regulate and 
alter the fees, commissions, allowances and salaries, including 
the method or basis of their compensation, to be charged or 
received by the Tax Assessors, Tax Collectors, Probate Judges, 
Circuit Clerks, Sheriffs, and Registers of the Chancery Courts, 
and including the right to place any one or all of said officers 
on a salary and provide for the fees charged and collected by 
said officers to be paid into the treasury from which their 
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salaries are paid, and provide the method and basis of their 
compensation, or consolidate any of said offices in the follow- 
ing named county: Houston. All Acts of the regular session 
of the legislature 1943 heretofore passed and applicable, or 
purporting to fix the compensation of said named county of- 
ficers, on a salary basis, are hereby validated and confirmed.” 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor of 
Alabama to give notice by proclamation to be published in one 
newspaper in each county in the State of Alabama at least 
four successive weeks next preceding the date of the election 
on the amendment proposed by this Act to be submitted to 
the qualified voters of the State of Alabama for their consid- 
eration together with the proposed amendment. 

Section 3. That, at an election to be held at the next Gen- 
eral Election after the expiration of three months, after the 
final adjournment of the present regular session of the 1943 
legislature, an election shall be held for the vote of the quali- 
fied electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed amend- 
ment. Upon the ballots used at such election shall be printed 
the following, viz: “Shall the following be adopted as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of Alabama? ‘The Legislature of 
Alabama may hereafter, from time to time, by general or local 
laws, fix, regulate, and alter-the fees, commissions, allowances 
and salaries, including the method or basis of their compensa- 
tion, to be charged or received by the Tax Assessors, Tax Col- 
lectors, Probate Judges, Circuit Clerks, Sheriffs, and Registers 
of the Chancery Courts, and including the right to place any 
one or all of said officers on a salary and provide for the fees 
charged and collected by said officers to be paid into the treas- 
ury from which his salary is paid, and provide the method and 
basis of their compensation or consolidate any of said offices 
in the following county: Houston. All Acts of the regular ses- 
sion of the Legislature of 1943, heretofore passed and applicable 
or purporting to be applicable, to said county, and fixing, or 
purporting to fix, the compensation of said named county of- 
ficers, on a salary basis, are hereby validated and confirmed.’ 
Yes. No__-. ” The Choice of the elector shall be in- 
dicated by a cross mark by him or her opposite the word ex- 
pressing his or her desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such election shall open a poll 
for the vote of the qualified electors upon the proposed amend- 
ment. The election shall be held in all things in accordance 
with the law governing general elections. In the election upon 
the proposed amendment the votes cast thereat shall be can- 
vassed, tabulated and the returns thereof be made to the Sec- 
retary of State and counted in the same manner as in elections 
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for representatives to the legislature of Alabama, and if it shall 
thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified electors who 
voted upon the proposed amendment voted in favor of the 
same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes 
as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The result of such 
election shall be made known by the proclamation of the Gov- 
ernor of Alabama. 


The above and foregoing bill, H. 407, proposing an amend- 
ment to the Constitution, was read one time at length and re- 
ferred to the Standing Committee on Constitution and Con- 
stitutional Amendments.

Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth 
viz, that Section 138 of Article 5 of the Constitution of Alabama as 
amended by Amendment XXXV, be amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: Section 138 of Article 5. A sheriff shall be elected in each 
county by the qualified electors thereof, who shail hold office for 
a term of six years, unless sooner removed, and he shall be elig- 
ible to such office as his own successor; provided, that the terms 
of all sheriffs expiring in the vear 1947 are hereby extended until 
the first Monday after the second Tuesday of January nineteen 
Hundred Forty Nine. Whenever any prisoner is taken from jail, 
or from the custody of any Sheriff or his deputy, and put to death, 
or suffers grievous bodily harm, owing to the neglect, connivance, 
cowardice, or other grave fault of the sheriff, such sheriff may be 
impeached, under section 174 of this Constitution. If the sheriff be 
impeached, and thereupon convicted, he shall not be eligible to hold 
any office in this State during the term for which he had been 
elected or appointed to serve as sheriff. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by Proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
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county of the State for at least four (4) consecutive weeks next 
preceding the general election held next succeeding the session 
of. the Legislature at which the amendment is proposed, of the 
election of the Amendment proposed by this act, to be submitted 
to the qualified electors of the State for their consideration, to- 
gether with the proposed Amendment. 

Section 3. There shall be held an election at the general elec- 
tion held next succeeding the session of the Legislature at which 
the following Amendment is proposed, by the qualified electors 
of the State upon the proposed amendment. Upon the ballots 
used at said election there shall be printed the following: Amend- 
ment to the Constitution by amending Section 188 of Article 5, 
as amended by Amendment XXXV, so as to read as follows: 
Section 138 of Article 5. A sheriff shall be elected in each county 
by the qualified electors thereof, who shall hold office for a term 
of six years, unless sooner removed, and he shall be eligible to 
such office as his own successor; provided that the terms of all 
sheriffs expiring in the year nineteen hundred and forty seven are 
hereby extended until the first Monday after the Second Tuesday 
of January, Nineteen Hundred and Forty Nine. Whenever any 
prisoner is taken from jail, or from the custody of any Sheriff or his 
deputy, and put to death, or suffers grievous bodily harm, owing 
to the neglect, connivance, cowardice, or other grave fault of the 
sheriff, such sheriff may be impeached, under section 174 of this 
Constitution. If the sheriff be impeached, and thereupon convict- 
ed, he shall not be eligible to hold any office in this State during 
the term for which he had been elected or appointed to serve as 
sheriff. Following the proposed amendment on a ballot shall be 
printed the word “Yes” and immediately under that shall be 
printed the word “No”. The choice of elector shall be indicated 
by the cross mark made by him opposite the word expressing his 
desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such election shall be appointed and 
such election shall be held in all things in accordance with the 
laws governing general elections, and the officers appointed to hold 
the general election ‘next succeeding the session of the Legislature 
at which this amendment is proposed, if otherwise qualified, may 
be appointed to hold this election, and if so appointed, they shall 
receive no compensation for holding this election other than that 
paid them for holding the said general election. 

Section 5. In the election upon such proposed amendment, the 
votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabulated and the returns 
thereof made to the Secretary of State, and counted in the same 
manner as in elections for representatives to the Legislature, and 
if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified elec- 
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tors who voted upon the proposed amendment voted in favor of 
the same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes 
as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The result of such 
election shall be made known by proclamation of the Governor. 

Section 6. Provided that at such election the Circuit Judge 
or Judges of each Circuit in each county or counties comprising 
their Circuits, the County Coroner and the Circuit Court Clerk 
in each county or counties or a majority of them shall appoint at 
least one qualified elector and not more than two qualified electors 
to preserve order at each polling place, each such qualified elector 
to be vested with the power and authority of a Deputy Sheriff, such 
appointment to take the place and be in lieu of Deputy Sheriffs 
provided by law for other elections.

That it shall be the duty of the court of county commission- 
ers of Blount County, within ten days after the passage of this act, to give 
notice by advertisement in some newspaper published in the town of Oneon- 
ta, and by posting notice at the court house door of said county for thirty 
days, notifying all persons holding claims, whether registered or unregis- 
tered against the fine and forfeiture fund of said county, to register the 
same with the court of county commissioners on or before the first Monday 
in October, 1943, and if not so registered, said claims shall be forever barred. 

Section 2. All fines and forfeitures collected, the hire of county con- 
victs, all moneys received from the State, or collected by the clerks of the 
Circuit and county courts or other officer, on account of witness fees and 
solicitor’s fees collected in all cases tried in the circuit court shall be paid 
into and constitute the fine and forfeiture fund of said county. 

Section 3. It shall be the duty of the court of county commissioners 
to record in a well bound book, all claims presented for registration, show- 
ing in each case the name of the owner of such claim, the date and amount 
of same. Such book shall be a public record, and shall be preserved by the 
court of county commissioners of said county. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the court of county commissioners of 
said county on the first Monday in October and the first Monday in April, 
of each year to ascertain the total amount paid out of the general fund of 
said county after the passage of this act, on account of witness fees, and 
officers fees, and order a warrant drawn on the fine and forfeiture fund for 
the amount so paid out, and the court shall place same to the credit of the 
general fund of said county. The surplus remaining in the fine and for- 
feiture fund shall be applied to the payment of registered claims against 
said fund. 

Section 5. That it shall be the duty of the court of county commis- 
sioners of said county on the first Monday in November and May of each 
year, if there are funds in said fine and forfeiture fund, to advertise for 
three weeks previously at courthouse of said county, notifying all persons 
holding registered claims against said fund that bids will be received until 
and on such Monday until 12 o’clock for the same, and shall state in said 
advertisement the amount of the fund on hand as provided by section four 
of this act, and the amount of registered claims against the fund outstanding 
and unpaid. The money shall be awarded to the bidders who propose to 
accept payment in full of their claims against said fund at the highest rate of 
discount,:and should there be two or more bidders at the same rate of dis- 
count, and the funds be insufficient to pay all of them, the money shall be 
awarded to such claims in the order of their registration, beginning with the 
oldest. When the biddings are closed, and the money awarded, the said 
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court shall issue warrants upon said fund to the persons entitled thereto, 
upon receipt and surrender of their claims, or a proper voucher if the 
claim is not paid in full. 

Section 6. That after the passage of this act, all fines, forfeitures, hire 
of convict labor, or anything pertaining to said fine and forfeiture fund 
shall be paid only in lawful currency of the United States, and in nothing 
else, and all moneys which accrues of said fund in said county, and which 
may be collected by any Sheriff, clerk, judge of probate, justice of the peace, 
notary public, constable, coroner, or other officer, shall be paid into the 
general fund of said county, and any officer who collects any such moneys 
and wilfully fails for more than thirty days to pay the same in to the gen- 
eral fund of said county, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 7. After all claims registered under the provisions of this act 
are paid in full, compromised, or settled, the fine and forfeiture fund of said 
county shall be abolished and merged into the general fund. 

Section 8. That in all criminal cases, disposed of after the passage 
and ‘approval of this act, and in all criminal cases in which execution has 
been returned, “No Property Found,” where the fees have not been paid, 
and in all such cases after the passage of this Act, witnesses before the 
grand juries, and State witnesses in all criminal cases and fees of the sheriff 
of Blount County, the Clerk of the Circuit Court, and the County Court in 
and for said county, in criminal cases where the State failed, or fails to con- 
vict, or in which defendants have been convicted, and have been proved 
insolvent by the return of execution, “No Property Found,” or in cases in 
which the State enters a Nolle Prosequi, or where the indictment has been 
withdrawn and filed, or the prosecution abated by the death of the defend- 
ant, shall be paid out of the general fund of said county, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, And in all such cases disposed of in the Inferior Court of Blount 
County, Alabama, the fees of the Judge of the Inferior Court, and the 
Sheriff, of Blount County shall be paid in like manner as the fees of the 
Clerk of the Circuit Court, and the Sheriff of Blount County, are paid in 
cases disposed of in the Circuit and County Courts of said county, provided 
that the witness fees shall be seventy-five cents per day and two and one- 
half cents per mile under the provisions of this Act. 

Section 9. That it shall be the duty of the clerk of the court of coun- 
ty commissioners of said county, on presentation of certificates issued, after 
the passage of this act, to witnesses before grand juries and State witnesses 
in all criminal cases, as required by law, to draw his warrant on the county 
depository or other custodian of the general funds of said county, for the, 
amount of such certificates. And it shall be the duty of the county de- 
pository or other custodian of the general fund of said county, to pay the 
sane Out of the general fund of said county. 

Section 10. That after the adjournment of the County Court and Cii- 
cuit Court of Blount County, the sheriff and the clerk of said courts shall 
file with the Court of County Commissioners of said county, a statement 
of all cases finally disposed of, where the State fails to convict, or in 
which defendants have been convicted and have been proved insoiveni by 
the return of execution “No Property Found” and in cases in which the 
State enters a Nolle Prosequi, or where the indictment has been withdrawn 
and filed, or the prosecution abated by the death of the defendant, showing 
the items of cost due them, the name of the defendant and the charges 
against them. Provided that in cases disposed of in the Inferior Court of 
Blount County, Alabama, such statement shall be filed by the Judge of said 
court, and the Sheriff of Blount County, on the first day of each month 
after the passage of this act. Said statement shall be sworn to by the offi- 
cer making same. If the court finds the account correct they shall order 
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a warrant drawn on the county depository or other custodian of the general 
funds of said county, for the amount of such account. And it shall be the 
duty of the county depository or other custodian of the general funds of said 
county to pay the same out of the general funds of said county. 

Section 11. The court of county commissioners shall keep a separate 
warrant record book, in which shall be entered all warrants drawn on the 
county depository or other custodian of the general funds of said county 
under the provisions of this act. 

Section 12. For the purpose of ascertaining the amount of witness 
fees of the sheriff and clerks, justly due by the county, the judge of the 
circuit court of Blount County, and of the county court in and for said 
county shall have the power and authority upon motion made in term 
time, to retax the cost in all cases. 

Section 13. All amounts paid out by the county under the provisions 
of this Act, shall be prior claims against the fine and forfeiture fund of said 
county.

EN PASSED BY HOUSE SANDERSON MEASURE WOULD 
NEVA STATE ON EQUAL COMPETITIVE BASIS WITH 
NEVADA

Montgomery, Ala—-Alabama would be placed on an equal 
competitive basis with Reno for America’s divorce business—at 
least from the standpoint of speed in obtaining divorces—if a “60- 
day” divorce bill Rep. L. A. Sanderson, Montgomery, eased 
through the House last week without dissenting vote, becomes a 
law. 

A so-called “sleeper” which he called up along with several 
other code-amending proposals, Rep. Sanderson’s divorce proposal 
was House Bill 109, carrying a caption which merely stated that 
the bill would amend Sec. 29, Capt. 2, Title 31 of the Code. 

Exactly how the bill amended the code was not explained at 
the time and members of the House apparently didn’t care any 
way. But, later, it was learned that his bill would enable non- 
residents to file divorce petitions in Alabama courts after a two 
months’ wait. The law now requires a two-year residence before 
out-of-state couples may come under state court jurisdiction. 

Divorce-famed Reno has a 60-day residence provision regard- 
ing filing of divorce petitions and the state of Nevada has about 
the same number of grounds for divorce as Alabama. ‘Thus, if 
Sanderson’s bill becomes law, westbotud divurce hunters from 
the North and East, and even from the nearby South, may find 
it more economical to come to Alabama. 

That, at least, was Rep. Sanderson’s idea in introducing the 
bill, he disclosed a couple of days after his bill was safely on its 
way toward the Senate calendar. 

When Rep. Sanderson’s bill was called up on the House cal- 
endar last Wednesday morning, the Montgomery legislator spoke 
about five minutes but what he said when he sent his voice boom- 
ing over the House loudspeaker was anything but a discussion 
of the bill. 
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A veteran of the House with more than 20 years’ experience, 
Rep. Sanderson told House associates that his proposal was “a 
good bill,” that merely amended the code to correct a situation 
which he insisted needed to be corrected. Thereafter, for five 
minutes, he amused the House with anecdotes, frequently empha- 
sized with his typical “dontcha know” and finally called repre- 
sentatives to give his bill a vote. 

The House accommodated him as swiftly as the clerk could 
read the bill, tobacco auctioneer fashion, and call the roll. Fewer 
than eight members of the House, it was reported afterward, 
knew what the bill provided. 

Rep. Sanderson’s bill apparently was the first “sleeper” to pass 
either House during the present legislative session. Such measures 
are so-called because they usually carry meaningless captions and 
invariably are called up by their sponsors during quiet moments 
and passed after glib or evasive explanations. 

The bill is one of about a dozen proposals pending in either 
House to modify the divorce laws. In the House there is an- 
other bill which reduces the residence period from two years to 
one year. 

And WHEREAS, the bill referred to was fully and painstak- 
ingly explained by its author, Honorable Lew Sanderson, and was 
fully understood by the membership of the House and had been 
approved by the Interim Judiciary Committee and by the House 
Standing Committee on Revision of Laws, and 

WHEREAS, said news item infers that this House would pass 
a bill without said bill being understood by the members of the 
House and that one of its members would ask for the passage 
of a bill without the same being fully explained and understood. 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the House of 
Representatives that it deplores the contents of said news item 
and any reflection upon the Honorable Lew Sanderson and the 
membership of this House.

Section 2: That such officers shall collect the legal charges, costs, fees, 
allowances, commissions and compensations heretofore collected by them, or 
required by law to bé collected by them, and such legal charges, costs, fees, 
allowances, commissions, and compensations which may hereafter be required 
to be colfected by them in connection with the operations of their respective 
offices, and shall pay over to the County Treasurer or Depository of said 
County on or before the fifth day of each month all such legal charges, costs,

Section 1. The following amendment to Section 251 of the 
Constitution of the State of Alabama is hereby proposed, and an 
election is hereby ordered by the qualified electors of the State of 
Alabama upon the proposed amendment and the day hereby ap- 
pointed for said election is the next general election to be held in 
November 1944. The proposed amendment is as follows: 

“Section 251. There shall be no limit of time for the duration 
of a corporation hereafter organized as a bank or banking com- 
pany, and it shall not be necessary hereafter to renew or extend the 
life or charter of any such corporation now existing. And all ex- 
tensions of the life or charter of any such corporations are hereby 
ratified and confirmed.” 

Section 2. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclamation 
of the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper in every 
county in the State once a week for at least four successive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided the qualified electors shall vote on such proposed amend- 
ment, and on the official ballot provided for such election there 
shall be printed the following: 

“Shall the following be adopted as an amendment to Section 251 
of the Constitution of Alabama?” “ ‘Section 251. There shall be 
no limit of time for the duration of a corporation hereafter organ- 
ized as a bank or banking company, and it shall not be necessary 
hereafter to renew or extend the life or charter of any such cor- 
poration now existing. And all extensions of the life or charter of 
any such corporations are hereby ratified and confirmed.’ 

“( ) Yes” “( ) No’. 

Section 4. The officials of the general election to be held in 
November 1944 shall be the officers for holding the election herein 
provided for and the expense of printing the ballots herein pro- 
vided for shall be paid out of the State Treasury as other ex- 
penses for holding general elections in this State are paid, and 
there is hereby appropriated out of the available funds of the State 
such sums as may be necessary to defray the expense of printing 
and distributing the ballots mentioned. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and returns thereof made to the Secretary of State and 
counted in the same manner as in elections to the Legislature; and 
if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified electors 
voting at such election on the proposed amendment voted in favor 
of same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes 
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as a part of the Constitution of Alabama. The results of such elec- 
tion shall be made known by a proclamation of the Governor.

called upon to do so by the commissioners Court, or any governing body of 
said county, to represent the County of Cherokee in all litigation in which it 
is engaged. The county solicitor shall be clothed with all other powers and 
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shall be charged with all duties now given or imposed upon the deputy so- 
licitor of said Cherokee County, Alabama, by any laws now in force or here- 
after to be prescribed by law for deputy solicitors, it being the intention of 
this Act that said county solicitor shall take the place of the deputy solicitor 
of said county and prosecute all cases in which the deputy solicitor is re- 
quired to presecute.

and the same shall be collected as such fees are collected in the Circuit 
Courts; except that in Civil matters where suit is brought for $100 or less 
only fees allowed Justices of the Peace shall be collected; and exercise the 
same powers and perform the same duties as are exercised and performed in 
the Circuit Court. That the Register of the Circuit Court in Equity shall be 
ex-officio Register of the Cherokee Law and Equity Court and shall have the 
powers and discharge the duties which shall devolve upon the Register of 
the Cherokee Law and Equity Court; and shall be subject to the same pains 
and penalties with regard to the duties of the office and shall be entitled to 
the same salaries or fees as are now or hereafter be allowed to Register of 
Circuit Courts in equity and the same shall be collected as such fees are 
collected in Circuit Courts. 

Section 5. That the judge of said court shall receive a salary of twenty- 
four hundred dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments out of 
the ae treasury at the end of each month, his signed receipt being re- 
quired. 

Section 6. That the deputy solicitor appointed or elected for Cherokee 
County Circuit Court shall represent the state in all criminal cases in said 
court, as ex-officio solicitor of the Cherokee Law and Equity Court. 

Section 7. That said Law and Equity court shall be held at the court 
house of Cherokee County, and that said court shall be open at all times for 
the trial of cases and transaction of business. In case of sickness or dis- 
qualification of the judge of said court, the law applicable to the appointment 
and service of special judges in the Circuit Courts shall apply. The judges 
of said court shall be subject to the same penalties for failure to attend upon 
the Court as are Circuit Judges of this state. The judge of said court shall 
keep an office in the courthouse of Cherokee County, and it shall be the duty 
of the Board of Revenue of Cherokee County to provide such office, and 
supply the same with necessary furnishings, fixtures, stationery, etc. 

Section 8. The judge of said court may determine and fix the time of 
holding the sessions of said court for the trial of all cases, both civil and 
criminal; provided, however, that all civil and criminal cases in which no jury 
is demanded, shall be called for trial at least once every thirty days, and for 
the trial of civil and criminal cases wherein juries have been demanded there 
shall be three sessions of court each year, the time of said sessions to be fixed 
by the court by order entered upon the minutes of the court. Provided, 
however, that this section shall not be construed to prevent the continuance 
of any case in said court, by agreement of counsel or the parties on good 
cause shown to the court, and when any cause is so continued to a specified 
time either for a cause shown to the court, or by agreement of parties or 
counsel, it shall not be necessary to call said case until the expiration of the 
time to which it has been continued. And provided further that the court 
shall have the right and power to call extraordinary sessions of said court 
whenever in the judgment of the court the same are necessary. 

Section 9. That it shall be the duty of the presiding judge of the Circuit 
Court of Cherokee County to, immediately after the approval of this Act, 
make an order transferring to the Cherokee Law and Equity Court, all cases 
pending on the docket of the Circuit Court against persons charged with a 
misdemeanor, and all cases pending on the docket against persons charged 
with a felony except those cases wherein a felony is charged for which the 
punishment would make it a capital offense, and from and after the approval 
of this act each and every indictment returned by a Grand Jury of Cherokee 
County against persons charged with the commission of a misdemeanor, and 
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each and every indictment returned by a Grand Jury of Cherokee County 
‘against persons charged with the commission of a felony except those cases 
wherein a felony is charged for which the punishment would make it a capi- 
tal offense, shall at once, be transferred to the Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court by the Clerk of the Circuit Court, and the jurisdiction of said Cherokee 
Law and Equity court shall attach to said cause, and the jurisdiction of the 
Circuit Court of said county shall cease, and it shall be the duty of the clerk 
to immediately issue capiascs against said parties so charged with a Felony 
S charged with a misdemeanor, returnable to the Cherokee Law and Equity 
ourt. 

Section 10. All civil cases now pending in the Circuit Court of Cherokee 
County, where the amount involved does not exceed Ten Thousand ($10,000.- 
00) Dollars, and all actions of ejectment, forcible entry and unlawful de- 
tainer, and all action for the trial of the right to property may be, by agree- 
ment of the parties thereto, transferred from the said Circuit Court to the 
said Cherokee Law and Equity Court. 

Section 11. The sheriff of Cherokee County shall, in person or by a 
deputy, or deputies appointed by him, said appointment to be approved by the 
judge of said court be required to attend upon said court in preserving order, 
and execute all writs of process, and perform such other duties, in all respects 
as in the Circuit Courts of this State, and for himself and each deputy re- 
quired, not exceeding 3, for attendance upon said session of said court, he 
shall receive the sum of $2.00 per day, payable out of the County Treasury 
upon his warrant, approved by the presiding judge, provided that the sheriff 
and his deputies ‘shall not receive pay except for the time that the court is 
actually in session and none of such compensation tu the deputies shall be 
shared in by the sheriff, and for the service by the sheriff of the process of 
said court as he receives under the law of the State of Alabama or any laws 
enacted in the future by the Legislature of Alabama for the compensation of 
the sheriff for similar services in the Circuit Court. 

Section 12. That if for any reason, a forfeiture be taken on any bond on 
the criminal side of said court, the court may order the alias capias return- 
able within ten days, and unless the party or parties, against whom the for- 
feiture is taken, shall appear and show cause, when the forfeiture is return- 
able, why the forfeiture should not be set aside, then the court is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to make the judgment final. 

Section 13. That the said Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall adopt 
a seal which shall be in the custody of the clerk and/or Register of said court. 

Section 14. That all actions of ejectment, forcible entry and unlawful 
‘detainer, and all other civil cases are to be tried by the court without the 
intervention of a jury unless at the time of filing the suit, the plaintiff shall 
endorse upon the summons and complaint a demand for a jury trial, or that 
ihe defendant or ciaimant at the time of filing the first pleadings in the case 
or at the time of making his appearance, shall demand a trial by jury, in 
writing, to be filed in the cause; provided, however, that all cases involving 
less than fifty dollars ($50.00) shall be tried by the court without the inter- 
veniion of a jury; and provided further that all misdemeanor cases shall be 
tried without the intervention of a jury unless a demand for a jury is endorsed 
upon the bond at the time of making the same, or a demand in writing be 
filed in the cause within fifteen days after the arrest of the defendant. 

Section 15. In all causes in the Cherokee Law and Equity Court brought 
by appeal or certiorari from judgments of Justices of the Peace, recorders or 
other inferior courts, jurisdiction of which cases the said Cherokee Law and 
Equity Court shall have, the issue and question of facts shall be tried by the 
judge of the court without the intervention of a jury unless a demand for a 
trial by a jury be made in writing and filed in the cause by the party suing 
-out the appeal or certiorari within five days after suing out the same, or filed 
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in the cause by the opposite party in all civil cases within five days after he 
has been served with notice of appeal or certiorari, unless said cause is sooner 
called for trial in which case the demand shall be made at the first call of 
said cause, 

Section 16. That in all actions of ejectment, forcible entry and unlawful 
detainer, and trial to the rights of property, and in all civil cases where the 
amount involved exceeds one hundred ($100.00) dollars, the defendant therein 
shall be required by the summons served upon them to appear and plead or 
demur to the complaint within twenty (20) days after the service of such 
summons and complaint upon them; and in all cases commenced by attach- 
ment, the defendant shall appear and plead or demur within twenty (20) days 
after service of the notice of the levy of the attachment or, in cases where 
the suit is brought against non-residents, or other persons whom service is 
had by publication, within twenty (20) days after the perfection of such 
service by publication, and in all other cases, the defendants must appear and 
plead within five (5) days after service upon them; and in cases whether 
commenced by summons and complaint, attachment, or otherwise, any de- 
fendant failing to appear after service upon him has been perfected or notice 
given him as herein required, shall be held to be in default, and at any time 
thereafter, on motion of the plaintiff, judgment by default ‘shall be rendered 
against him; provided that the court may, for good cause shown, allow such 
judgment so obtained by default, to be set aside, and demurrers or pleas to 
be filed on such terms as the court may think best; provided, however, that 
in all cases when judgment by default has been rendered against the de- 
fendant, the plaintiff may execute a writ of inquiry before the court without 
the intervention of a jury, and have final judgment rendered thereon. 

Section 17. That this court shall have exclusive jurisdiction of all cases 
appealed from justice of the peace, and all other inferior courts of Cherokee 
County, and all cases appealed from the Mayor’s Court and all original mesne 
processes, writs, notices, etc. shall be executed instanter, to be returnable 
immediately upon the execution thereof, by the officers receiving the same; 
and all cases so appealed shall stand for trial at any time after five days (5) 
notice of the suing out of the appeal to the adverse party, and notice to be 
given as now provided by law. 

Section 18. That in all cases in the Probate Court of Cherokee County, 
Alabama, wherein a will is sought to be probated, the filing of any contest 
shall automatically transfer the trial of such contents to the Cherokee Law 
and Equity Court, and it shall be the duty of the Judge of Probate to deliver, 
immediately to the clerk of such court all papers filed in said contest, and 
the same shall stand for trial as any other civil cause. That all notices shall 
be issued by the clerk of said court as are now required by law to be issued 
by the Judge of Probate in the. contest of wills, and the rules for trying the 
same as provided in the trial of civil cases as to the drawing and empaneling 
of a jury, provided, however, that either party desiring a jury trial may file 
a written demand therefor at any time within thirty (30) days from the date 
of the filing of said cause in the Cherokee Law and Equity Court, or at the 
time said cause is first called for trial if called within said time. That the 
final judgment entry of said contest shall be certified by the Clerk of said 
court to the Judge of Probate and by him recorded in the Probate Court 
minutes and acted upon as though it had been rendered in the Probate Court. 

Section 19. That said Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall have exclu- 
sive jurisdiction over children and the Judge of said Law and Equity Court 
shall be the Judge of Juvenile Court, it being the intention to confer com- 
plete, full, unlimited and exclusive jurisdiction upon the Cherokee Law and 
Equity Court of all juvenile matters and juvenile jurisdiction in Cherokee 
County, Alabama, as provided under Title 13, Chapter 7, Section 350 to 383

both inclusive of the Code of Alabama of 1940. That the Register in Chanc- 
ery is hereby made the Clerk of such Juvenile Court. 

Section 20. That all jurors for Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall be 
summoned from the entire county; that the venire for said court shall consist 
of 44 jurors drawn as provided by law for the drawing and summoning of 
jurors for the Circuit Court of Alabama. 

Section 21. That said Cherokee Law and Equity Court shall have un- 
limited concurrent Equity jurisdiction with Circuit Court in equity in and 
for said Cherokee County in and for all matters and that all civil causes may 
be transferred from the Cherokee Law and Equity Court to the Circuit Court 
in Equity. For same reasons, in the same manner and under the same rules 
and regulations as is now provided for the transfer of causes from the law 
side of the Circuit Court to the equity side of said court. 

Section 22. That all garnishments issued from said court shall require 
an answer thereto within ten (10) days, after the service thereof and upon 
the failure of the garnishee to make such answer within ten (10) days, he 
shall be deemed to be in default, and a judgment nisi may be rendered against 
him on the motion of the plaintiff, and unless otherwise ordered by the judge 
of said court, all citations rules, writs or scire facias, and notices issuing 
from the said court, shall require the party against whom they are issued to 
appear and plead within ten (10) days after notice thereof; and, if citation 
or notice is to be given by publication, then within ten (10) days after the 
perfection of a service of publication; that all cases whether commenced by 
a summons and complaint, attachment or otherwise, shall be deemed and 
taken to be at issue and triable upon the appearance of the defendant, and his 
pleading to the complaint. 

Section 23. Prosecutions for misdemeanors committed in Cherokee Coun- 
ty may be instituted in this court by making an affidavit before the judge 
of said court or the clerk thereof, the writ of said affidavit to be issued by 
the clerk of said court, and when the defendant is arrested on said affidavit, 
the case shall go on the docket for trial, and be tried as though the defendant 
had been indicted by a grand jury, provided, however, that the affidavit or 
complaint may be amended as now provided by amendment of such papers 
by Section 347 Title 13 of the Code of Alabama of 1940. 

Section 24. The judge of said court shall h4ve power to issue search war- 
rants, writs of habeas corpus, prohibition, certiorari, quo warranto, and all 
other special and extraordinary writs; and the rules of the Circuit Courts of 
Alabama as are now or which may hereafter be provided by law, except as 
otherwise provided in this Act, shall prevail in the Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court, and the judge thereof shall have the same power and authority includ- 
ing punishment for contempt as is or may hereafter be conferred upon judges 
of the Circuit Courts of Alabama unless otherwise provided in this Act. 

Section 25. That from and after the passage of this Act all fines and for- 
feitures assessed and collected in said Court shall be deposited in the Fine 
and Forfeiture Fund of Cherokee County, Alabama. 

Section 26. That claims accruing in the Cherokee Law and Equity Court 
will be claims against said fund and such claims must be paid in the order in 
which they are registered. 

Section 27, The Sheriff, Circuit Clerk’s and Register’s claims originat- 
ing in the Cherokee Law and Equity Court when registered shall be on par 
with witness claims against said fund, and all claims against said fund shall 
be paid upon certificate as provided by the General Laws of Alabama, and 
said claims must be paid in the order of registration against said Fund. 

Section 28. It shall be the duty of the clerk of said court to keep a rec- 
ord upon which shall be recorded all affidavits made before the judge of said 
court, or returnable by a justice of the peace, or judge of an inferior court 
in said county, to said court and if any of said affidavits should be lost or 
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destroyed, a certified copy of the said record shall be used the same as the 
original affidavit, and for recording each of said affidavits, the clerk shall 
receive a fee of twenty-five cents to be taxed as costs in case of the de- 
fendant’s conviction. 

Section 29. Said court shall have jurisdiction in civil cases in all matters 
where the amount involved does not exceed ten thousand dollars, in all Equity 
matters and proceedings unlimited jurisdiction irrespective of the amount in- 
volved and in all action of ejectment, and original jurisdiction in action of 
unlawful detainer and forcible entry and unlawful detainer, and trial of the 
rights of property irrespective of the amount involved, or the value of the 
property, provided that in actions of unlawful detainer, and forcible entry 
and unlawful detainer, the defendant may, within the time allowed for plead- 
ing, file an affidavit, and give bond as now authorized by law in actions of 
this kind, and thereafter the same shall be tried as other actions in ejectment. 

Section 30. That the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals of this State 
shall have appellate and supervisory jurisdiction over said court, and the 
judge thereof, which may be exercised in the same manner as such jurisdic- 
tion may be exercised over the Circuit Courts of the State, and the judge 
thereof, and appeals may be taken from the orders and judgment of said 
Court to the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals in the same manner, and 
within the same time, as appeals are now taken from the orders and judg- 
ments of the Circuit Courts of the State. 

Section 31. The venue in any case in the said Cherokee Law and Equity 
Court shall be changed to other counties under the same orders and regu- 
lations as govern change of venue in the Circuit Court: 

Section 32. That after five (5) days from the rendition of any judgment, 
unless otherwise directed in said judgment, the clerk of said court shall issue 
execution returnable in not less than ten (10) nor more than sixty (60) days 
after the issuance of such execution; provided that nothing herein contained 
shail prevent any person from having execution issued within five (5) days 
upon making affidavit now provided by law in relation to the issuance of 
executions upon judgments in the Circuit Court, and provided further, that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent the superseding of executions after 
the issuance thereof upon filing bond as now required by law. 

Section 33. That bills of exceptions relating to the trial of cases civil and 
criminal in said court must be presented to the Judge of said Court within 
sixty (60) days from the date of judgment on any cause tried therein and 
not afterwards must be signed and approved by the presiding judge within 
thirty (30) days after the date of such presentation, but the presentation of 
a bill of exception within sixty days from the date on which a motion for a 
new trial was passed on by the court shall be sufficient to preserve for review 
the ruling of the court on the trial of the original cause and the date of the 
presentation and signing of such bills of exception must be endorsed thereon 
by the presiding judge. 

Section 34. That final judgments rendered in said court after the expira- 
tion of fifteen (15) days from their rendition be taken and deemed to have 
passed beyond the control of said court, as if the term of court at which 
judgments were rendered had ended, provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall prevent the parties applying for a new trial or rehearing 
within fifteen days, or change or destroy the office of motion for new trials 
or rehearings, when so made, or shall prevent parties from applying to the 
court for rehearing under statute authorizing applications for rehearing in 
the Circuit Court. 

_ Section 35. If the judge of said court dies, resigns, or is impeached, or 
his term of office expires, or if, from other cause, he does not sign a bill of 
exceptions duly presented to him in the proper time, the bill of exceptions 
may be established in the Supreme Court and Court of Appeals, in the same 
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manner as bills of exceptions are established in cases tried in the Circuit 
Courts of this State. 

Section 36. That the clerk and register, with the approval of the judge 
of said court, is hereby authorized to purchase all necessary furnishings, 
records, stationery and supplies for the equipment and maintenance of said 
Court, and the same shall be paid out of the county treasury upon warrants 
drawn by the judge and signed by the clerk. 

Section 37. That the judge of said court shall appoint a competent 
person capable of taking the proceedings of said court in shorthand as the 
official reporter for said court, and shall make an order of such official re- 
porter, when so appointed, shall be removed by the Judge of said Court at 
his discretion, and his duties shall be the same as are now provided by law 
for the reporter of the Circuit Courts of the State and he shall receive the 
same rate of compensation for transcribing the testimony or other proceed- 
ings as are now provided for said Circuit Court Reporter, but shall as a salary 
reese only the amount hereafter provided for in the next succeeding section 

ereof, 

Section 38. That in all cases in said Court a Stenographer’s fee of five 
dollars shall be charged and collected by the clerk and/or by the Register and 
paid to the official Court Reporter appointed for said court; provided, how- 
ever, that in cases where a money judgment is sought in civil cases of less 
than one hundred dollars as determined by the complaint, and in cases where 
there is a judgment by default, there shall be charged no stenographer’s fee. 

Section 39. That the County Court of Cherokee County is hereby abol- 
ished and from and after the passage of this Act shall no longer exist and no 
officers of this state shall collect any fees or salary because of said court or 
for services rendered in said County Court or for services rendered in said 
Court, and all cases pending in said County Court of Cherokee County when 
this act becomes a law, shail immediately become pending upon the docket of 
the Cherokee Law and Eguity Court as though originally brought in said 
Court, and shall be called for trial on the first Monday in the month follow- 
ing the approval of this Act at which time any defendant whose case has been 
pending in said County Court may demand a trial by jury. 

Section 40. That, a trial tax of Three Dollars ($3.00) is imposed in each 
case, civil, criminal and equity, which is docketed in said Law and Equity 
Court, to be taxed and collected as other costs, and when collected, to be paid 
by the Clerk or Register of said Law and Equity Court, into the general fund 
of the county as other costs. This trial tax fee shall not, however, be im- 
posed or collected in cases where the amount involved in civil cases is less 
than $100.00. 

Section 41. That if, for any reason, any person, provision or clause of 
this Act shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, then that fact shall 


not destroy the constitutionality of this Act except as to that clause cr sec- 
tion. 

Section 42. That the provisions of this Act are to take effect from and 
after the approval thereof. 


Section 43, That all laws, both local and general, ir 


Act, are hereby repealed. 
Section 44. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its passage 
and approval by the Governor, or its otherwise becoming law.

It is proposed to introduce and ask for passage in the 1943 Session of the 
Alabama Legislature the followingg Local Bill applicable to Cherokee County. 


A Bill To Be Entitled 
AN ACT 


To fix the salary of the Judge of Probate of Cherokee County, Alabama, 
the Tax Collector of Cherokee County, the Tax Assessor of Cherokee County, 
the Clerk of the Court of Cherokee County, the Register in Chancery of 
Cherokee County, the Deputy Solicitor of Cherokee County, the Sheriff of 
Cherokee County; to provide for his deputies and to provide for clerical as- 
sistance and other expense of said offices of Probate Judge and Sheriff; to 
require each of said officers to collect all the fees compensation and allow- 
ances heretoffore collected by said officers and which may hereafter be col- 
lected by said officers and cover same into the County Treasury on or before 
the fifth day of each month, and to provide for the payment of the salary of 
clerical assistance and other office expense by the Treasury of the County. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. That commencing at the beginning of their next term of 
office, subsequent to the general election to be held on the first Tuesday after 
the first Monday in November of the year 1944 and the year 1946. The salary 
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of the following named officers of Cherokee County, Alabama shall be as 
follows: The salary of the Judge of Probate shall be Three Thousand Dol- 
lars ($3,000.00) per annum, net. The salary of the Tax Collector shall be 
One Thousand Eight Hundred Dollars ($1,800.00) per annum, net. The 
salary of the Tax Assessor shall be Two Thousand Two Hundred Dollars 
($2,200.00) per annum, net and that the Tax -Assessor and Tax Collector 
shall not be required to make the rounds required to be made in Tit. 51 Sec. 
38 of Code gf Alabama of 1940. The salary of the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
shall be One Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500.00) per annum, net. 
The salary of the Register in Chancery shall be One Thousand Two Hun- 
dred Dollars ($1,200.00) per annum, net. The salary of the Deputy Solicitor 
shall be One Thousand Two Hundred Dollars ($1,200.00) per annum, net. 
The salary of the Sheriff shall be Two Thousand Five Hundred Dollars 
($2,500.00) per annum, net. The salary of the Chief Deputy Sheriff, to be 
appointed by the Sheriff, shall be One Thousand Two Hundred Dollars 
($1,200.00) per annum, net. The said annual salary or compensation of each 
of said officers shall be paid out of the County Treasury of Cherokee County 
in equal monthly installments at the end of each month upon warrants drawn 
in the same manner as employees of Cherokee County are paid. 

Secton 2. That when this Act goes into effect each of said officers 
named in Section 1, of this Act shall continue to collect all legal charges, fees 
costs, compensations and allowances heretofore or hereafter authorized to be 
collected by them or any one of them and shall pay same into the County 
Treasury on the first Monday of each month thereafter. The Board of 
Revenue or like governing body of Cherokee county is required, authorized 
and empowered to provide sufficient Clerks, deputies and assistants to the 
said Judge of Probate but the said Juge of Probate shall select the said 
clerks, deputies and other assistants and shall tix their compensation but the 
combined salary of compensation of said clerks, deputies and other assistants 
selected by him shall not exceed Nine Hundred Dollars ($900.00) per annum. 
The said Judge of Probate shall have the right to discharge the said clerks, 
deputies and assistants at will. The salary or compensation of said Clerk, 
deputies and assistants shall be paid in equal monthly installments out of the 
general fund of Cherokee County upon separate warrants drawn in the same 
manner as other employees of Cherokee County are paid. 

Section 3. The Board of Revenue or like governing body of Cherokee 
County shall provide each of the said officers named in Section 1, of this Act, 
with the necessary offices, books, stationery, office equipment, supplies, files, 
furniture, typewriters, adding machines, postage and other conveniences and 
equipment necessary for the proper and efficient conducting and handling of 
the affairs of said office. The Board of Revenue or other like governing 
body shall provide additional clerical help as they dccm necessary for the 
proper and efficient operation of the offices named in Section one of this Act 
but the total compensation of all such clerks shall nct exceed Twelve Hun- 
dred ($1,200.00) per annum. The Board of Revenue or other like governing 
body shall provide the Sheriff with gascline and motor cil and automobile 
expense for. transportation in the enforcement of the laws of the State and 
the proper and efficient conduct of his office, in a sum not to exceed One 
Hundred Dollars (100.00) per month, to be paid by properly receipted bills 
and vouchers presented for payment each month. 

That the provisions in Tit. 45 Sec. 146 of 1940 Code of Alabama shall not 
apply to the Sheriff of Cherkee County, Alabama. But the Sheriff of Chero- 
kee County Alabama shall receive the same compensation and allowances as 
other Sheriffs in Counties of Alabama who are not upon a salary and all 
other sections of Article 2 Tit., 45 Section 142 to 155 both inclusive, except 
said section 146 shall apply to the Sheriff of Cherokee County, Alabama. 
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Section 4. The salary or compensation herein fixed shall be in lieu of all

The officers to hold said election shall be the same 
officers who are appointed to conduct and who shall conduct the 
general election held on the date on which said amendment is to 
be voted upon, and the election with respect to said amendment 
shall be conducted in all respects as provided by law for general 
elections held in the State of Alabama, except that the expenses of 
.said election shall be paid out of the State Treasury. The officers 
of such election shall open a poll for the vote of the qualified elec- 
tors upon the proposed amendment. In the election upon the 
proposed amendment, the votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, 
tabulated and the returns thereof made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for Representatives 
to the Legislature of Alabama, and if it shall thereupon appear that 
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a majority of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
Alabama. The result of such election shall be made known by 
proclamation of the Governor of Alabama. 

Section 5. There is hereby appropriated out of the General 
Fund, or any other available funds of the State, such sums as may 
be necessary to defray the expenses of this election. 


The above and foregoing bill, H. 267, proposing an amendment 
to the constitution was read a second time at length and placed on 
the Calendar. 


H. 408. A bill to be entitled an act to propose an Amendment 
to the Constitution of the State of Alabama, amending Section 
138 of Article 5, of the Constitution of Alabama as amended by 
Amendment XXXV; to order an election for the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama upon such proposed amendment to be held 
at the general election next succeeding the session of the Legisla- 
ture at which this amendment is proposed, and, to provide for 
notice to be given by the Governor for the holding of said election. 


Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution 
of Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
electors of Alabama for their consideration as hereinafter set forth 
viz, that Section 138 of Article 5 of the Constitution of Alabama as 
amended by Amendment XXXV, be amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: Section 138 of Article 5. A sheriff shall be elected in each 
county by the qualified electors thereof, who shall hold office for 
a term of six years, unless sooner removed, and he shall be eligible 
to such office as his own successor; provided, that the terms of all 
sheriffs expiring in the year 1947 are hereby extended until the first 
Monday after the second Tuesday of January nineteen Hundred 
Forty Nine. Whenever any prisoner is taken from jail, or from the 
custody of any Sheriff or his deputy, and put to death, or suffers 
grievous bodily harm, owning to the neglect, connivance, cowardice, 
or other grave fault of the sheriff, such sheriff may be impeached, 
under section 174 of this Constitution. If the sheriff be impeached, | 
and thereupon convicted, he shall not be eligible to hold any office 
in this State during the term for which he had been elected or ap- 
pointed to serve as sheriff. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the Governor to give 
notice by Proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each 
county of the State for at least four (4) consecutive weeks next pre- 
ceding the general election held next succeeding the session of the 
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Legislature at which the amendment is proposed, of the election of 
the Amendment proposed by this act, to be submitted to the quali- 
fied electors of the State for their consideration, together with the 
proposed Amendment. 


Section 3. There shall be held an election at the general elec- 
tion held next succeeding the session of the Legislature at which 
the following Amendment is proposed, by the qualified electors of 
the State upon the proposed amendment. Upon the ballots used at 
said election there shall be printed the following: Amendment to 
the Constitution by amending Section 138 of Article 5, as amended 
by Amendment XXXV, so as to read as follows: Section 138 of 
Article 5. A sheriff shall be elected in each county by the qualified 
electors thereof, who shall hold office for a term of six years, unless 
sooner removed, and he shall be eligible to such office as his own 
successor; provided that the terms of all sheriffs expiring in the 
year nineteen hundred and forty seven are hereby extended until 
the first Monday after the Second Tuesday of January, Nineteen 
Hundred and Forty Nine. Whenever any prisoner is taken from 
jail, or from the custody of any Sheriff or his deputy, and put to 
death, or suffers grievous bodily harm, owing to the neglect, con- 
nivance, cowardice, or other grave fault of the sheriff, such sheriff 
may be impeached, under section 174 of this Constitution. If the 
sheriff be impeached, and thereupon convicted, he shail not be 
eligible to hold any office in this State during the term for which he 
had been elected or appointed to serve as sheriff. Following the 
proposed amendment on a ballot shall be printed the word “Yes” 
and immediately under that shall be printed the word “No”. The 
choice of elector shall be indicated by the cross mark made by him 
opposite the word expressing his desire. 

Section 4. The officers of such election shall be appointed and » 
such election shall be held in all things in accordance with the laws 
governing general elections, and the officers appointed to hold the 
general election next succeeding the session of the Legislature at 
which this amendment is proposed, if otherwise qualified, may be 
appointed to hold this election, and if so appointed, they shall re- 
ceive no compensation for holding this election other than that paid 
them for holding the said general election. 

Section 5. In the election upon such proposed amendment, the 
votes cast thereat shall be canvassed, tabulated and the returns 
thereof made to the Secretary of State, and counted in the same 
manner as in elections for representatives to the Legislature, and 
if it shall thereupon appear that a majority of the qualified electors 
who voted upon the proposed amendment voted in favor of the 
same, such amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes 
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as a part of the Contitution of Alabama. The result of such elec- 
tion shall be made known by proclamation of the Governor. 

Section 6. Provided that at such election the Circuit Judge or 
Judges of each Circuit in each county or counties comprising their 
Circuits, the County Coroner and the Circuit Court Clerk in each 
county or counties or a majority of them shall appoint at least one 
qualified elector and not more than two qualified electors to pre- 
serve order at each polling place, each such qualified elector to be 
vested with the power and authority of a Deputy Sheriff, such ap- 
pointment to take the place and be in lieu of Deputy Sheriffs pro- 
vided by law for other elections.

A bill to be entitled an act to propose an amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama and to Article X XII thereof. 


Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of the 
State of Alabama and to Article XXII thereof is hereby proposed 
and a special election is hereby ordered to be held on Tuesday, 
October 12, 1943, by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama 
to vote upon the proposed amendment, to wit: 

Article XXII. The Legislature shall have the power to levy 
and collect taxes for state purposes on net incomes from whatever 
source derived within this state, including the income derived from 
salaries, fees and compensation paid from the state, county, mu- 
nicipality, and any agency or creature thereof, for the calendar year 
1933, and thereafter and to designate and define the incomes to 
be taxed and to fix the rates of taxes provided that the rate shall 
not exceed 5 per cent nor 3 per cent on corporations. Income shall 
not be deemed property for purposes of ad valorem taxes. From 
net income an exemption of not less than fifteen hundred dollars 
($1500.00) shall be allowed to unmarried persons and an exemption 
of not less than three thousand dollars ($3000.00) shall be al- 
lowed to the head of a family, provided that only one exemption 
shall be allowed to husband and wife where they are living to- 
gether and make separate returns for income tax. An exemp- 
tion of not less than three hundered dollars ($300.00) shall be 
allowed for each dependent member of the family of an income tax- 
payer under the age of 18 years. The legislature may reduce the 
ad valorem tax from time to time when and to such an amount as 
the surplus of the revenue derived from the income tax will justify 
or appropriate such surplus to such purpose as the legislature shall! 
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deem proper. In the event the legislature levies an income tax, 
such tax must be levied upon the salaries, income, fees or other 
compensation of state, county and municipal officers and em- 
ployees, on the same basis as such income taxes are levied upon 
other persons. All income derived from such tax shall be held in 
trust for the payment of the floating debt of Alabama until all debts 
due October Ist, 1932, are paid and thereafter used for the reduc- 
tion of state ad valorem taxes or for such other purpose as the leg- 
islature shall deem proper. 

Section 2. Notice cf the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclamation of 
the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper once a 
week in each county in the State, for at least four successive weeks 
next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. At the election hereby ordered to be held as herein 
provided, the qualified electors shall vote on said proposed amend- 
ment; and on the official ballot printed for such election shall be 
printed the following, to wit: 

Article XXII. The legislature shall have the power to levy and 
collect taxes for state purposes on net incomes from whatever 
source derived within this State, including the incomes derived 
from salaries, fees, and compensation paid from the state, county, 
municipality, and any agency or creature thereof, for the calendar 
year, 1933, and thereafter, and to designate and define the incomes 
to be taxed and to fix the rates of taxes provided that the rate 
shall not exceed 5 per cent nor 3 per cent on corporations.

lars and does not exceed eight million dollars, they shall receive 
six hundred and seventy five dollars per annum; in all counties 
where the total assessed value exceeds eight million dollars and 
does not exceed nine million dollars, they shall receive seven hun- 
dred twelve dollars and fifty cents per annum; in all counties 
where the total assessed value exceeds nine million dollars they 
shall receive seven hundred fifty dollars per annum. In counties 
in which the circuit court is held at two places and where the 
clerks keep the records and an open office at each place, courts of 
county commissioners or boards of revenue of such counties may, 
in their discretion, allow ex-officio fees in sums not exceeding 
double the amounts provided hereinabove. In counties in which 
the total income of the clerks from fees exceeds ten thousand dol- 
lars per annum there shall not be any allowance. 


Mr. Carnley offered the following substitute for the bill, H. 10, 
and the pending amendment:

To be Entitled An Act to amend Section 24 of Title 11 of the 
Code of Alabama of 1940.

Section 1. That Section 24 of Title 11 of the Code of Alabama 


of 1940 be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 


SECTION 24. EX-OFFICIO FEES FIXED AND GRADED 
BY ASSESSED VALUE OF PROPERTY. 


The ex-officio fees of the Clerks of the Circuit Courts in the 
several counties of the State shall be fixed and paid in the follow- 
ing manner and amounts as follows: In all counties where the as- 
sessed value of real and personal property does not exceed the 
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sum of two million dollars, they shall receive the sum of $50.00 
per month; in all counties where the total assessed value exceeds 
two million dollars and does not exceed three million dollars, they 
shall receive the sum of $55.00 per month; in all counties where 
the total assessed value exceeds three million dollars and does not 
exceed four million dollars, they shall receive the sum of $60.00 
per month; in all counties where the total assessed value exceeds 
four million dollars and does not exceed five million dollars, they 
shall receive the sum of $65.00 per month; in all counties where 
the total assessed value exceeds five million dollars and does not 
exceed six million dollars, they shall receive the sum of $70.00 per 
month; in all counties where the total assessed value exceeds six 
million dollars and does not exceed seven million dollars, they 
shall receive the sum of $75.00 per month; in all counties where 
the total assessed value exceeds seven million dollars and does not 
exceed eight million dollars, they shall receive the sum of $85.00 
per month; in all counties where the total assessed value exceeds 
eight million dollars and does not exceed nine million dollars, they 
shall receive the sum of $90.00 per month; in all counties where 
the total assessed value exceeds nine million dollars they shall 
receive the sum of $95.00 per month. The foregoing amounts 
shall be paid to said Clerks of Circuit Courts by their respective 
county treasurers or boards of commissioners or revenue having 
charge of County funds. In counties in which the Circuit Court 
is held at two places and where the Clerks keep records and an 
open office at each place, courts of county commissioners or boards 
of revenue of stich counties shall allow ex-officio fees to said Clerks 
in the sum of $50.00 per month in addition to amounts provided 
hereinabove. Provided further that the Courts of County Com- 
missioners, Boards of Revenue, or other governing bodies of 
counties having charge of County funds shall have the power and 
authority to increase the above named ex-officio fees by a sum not 
exceeding $20.00 per month. And provided further that the provi- 
sions of this Section shall not apply to clerks of circuit courts in 
counties where said officers are on a salary basis. 

Section 2. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval.

WHEREAS, The Western Railway of Alabama is entitled to reim- 
bursement by the State of Alabama for the funds erroneously paid, as here- 
inabove noted, totalling the sum of $37,113.96.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 
The Senate has originated and passed the following bill and 
ordered same sent forthwith to the House without engrossment: 


By Mr. St. John (Lawrence) : 

S. 123. To give the Department of Conservation full jurisdic- 
tion and control over all fresh water fishes in the public impound- 
ed waters of Alabama and the authority to make and enforce all 
rules and regulations subject to the approval of the Advisory Board 
of Conservation, which shall have the force and effect of law, for 
the protection, propagation and conservation of same, including 
the right to prescribe the manner and means of taking or catching 
or attempting to take or catch in the public impounded waters, 
the time when and the places from which said fresh water fishes 
may be taken or caught. To prescribe the size and for the meas- 
urement of trotlines, setlines, or snaglines, or seines and of dif- 
ferent kinds of nets and other fishing devices that may be used 
in fishing in public impounded waters; to license and define any 
and all kind of fishermen or dealers in fresh water fish and to 
require a license for fishing, or dealing by retail, wholesale or 
otherwise in fresh water fish taken from public impounded waters 
and to provide for the issuance of said licenses and for the disposi- 
tion of the amount charged for said licenses; to define commercial 
fishing gear or devices; to regulate the time, manner and means 
for shipping or transporting fresh water fishes taken from public 
impounded waters within or without the boundaries of this state 
and to require the marking of all such fish shipped or transported 
within this state in packages or containers and to make it unlaw- 
ful for any person, firm or corporation to accept for shipment or 
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transportation any package or container of such fish unless it is 
marked as prescribed in this Act; to prescribe the size and kind 
of said fish that may be taken or caught and the manner and means 
of catching the same in public impounded waters; to require the 
marking of certain fishing devices and the marking of the loca- 
tion where certain fishing devices or fishing material is being used 
in fishing; to make it unlawful to catch fresh water fish in public 
impounded waters by use of any unlicensed fishing devices, tackle 
or material and to authorize the confiscation and disposition of 
all fishing devices and material and fish and fish containers used 
or held in possession by any person, firm or corporation unlaw- 
fully, and to provide for the revocation or suspension of licenses 
for failure to comply with the terms of this Act; to provide for 
records to be kept by commercial fishermen and other dealers in 
such fish and for reports to be made by commercial fishermen 
and other dealers in fish to the Director of Conservation and for 
the audit of such records; to see that all fishing licenses and taxes

Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1. That Section 2 of an act of the Legislature, approved Septem- 
ber 7, 1935, entitled “An Act to Establish an Inferior court of record to be 
called the Intermediate Civil Court of Birmingham; to define the jurisdiction 
and powers of said court and the officers thereof; to provide for the election 
or appointment of the judge, clerk and other officers of said court; to fix the 
terms or tenures of office of the officers of said court and provide for their 
salaries and compensation and the method of payment of same; to provide the 
procedure in said court and fix the method of service of all processes there- 
from; to create and designate the officials to serve processes issued by said 
court and provide compensation therefor; to designate the officers of said 
court and define their duties and the duties of other officials with respect to 
said court; and to provide for appeals from said court and regulate the manner 
of taking same,” be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 2. That the court hereby established shall be a court of Record 
and have and exercise civil jurisdiction in all civil matters of which justices of 
the peace and inferior courts in lieu of justices of the peace have jurisdiction 
under the general laws of the state, concurrently with the several justices of 
the peace and inferior courts in Jefferson County, and, in addition thereto, the 
said court shall have jurisdiction concurrently with the circuit court in all 
civil cases where the amount in controversy exceeds the jurisdiction of justices 
of the peace but does not exceed the sum of Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00), 
provided that the court shail not have jurisdiction in tort cases other than 
actions of trespass to and detention or conversion of personal property where 
ihe amount im controversy cacecds Thice Ilundred Dollars, itor shall ii have 
jurisdiction (regardless of amount in controversy) of workmen’s compensa- 
tion cases, libel, slander, assault and battery, ejectment or actions in the nature 
of ejectment. Where the action is in detinue in which the plaintiff seeks to 
recover on a chattel mortgage or a conditional sale contract, the amount in 
controversy shall for the purpose of determining jurisdiction be the balance 
of the mortgage debt or purchase price as the case may be or the value of 
the property in suit whichever may be less, and where the action is for forcible 
entry or unlawful detainer the amount in controversy shall for the purpose of 
determining jurisdiction be the amount of damages claimed. The court shall 
have jurisdiction of proceedings for discovery of assets of judgment debtors 
and shall exercise such jurisdiction in the same manner and according to the 
same procedure and with the same powers as is provided by law with respect 
to civil judgments in circuit courts. 
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Section 2. That Section 7 of an act of the Legislature approved Septem- 
ber 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 7. That the judge of said court shall receive an annual salary of 
Five Thousand and Four Hundred Dollars (5400.00), payable in equal monthly 
installments out of the County treasury of Jefferson County. The judge of 
said court shall not during his tenure of office practice law in any of the 
courts of this state or of the United States. y 

Section 3. That Section 10 of an act of the Legislature approved Septem- 
ber 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 10. That the constables of Precincts 9, 10, 21, 34, 37, 42, 46 and 54 
of Jefferson County and the Sheriff of Jefferson County shall be ex officio 
officers of said court and shall execute all processes from said court and make 
return thereof, and shall receive the same fees as are now provided by law for 
similar services, with respect to processes issuing from the courts of justices 
of the peace in said county, but the fees of the sheriff shall be covered into 
the county treasury. All processes in cases where the amount in controversy 
is over $100.00 shall be served by the sheriff, but processes in other cases 
may be delivered by the clerk to the sheriff or to the said constables under 
such rules of the court as the judge may prescribe. Any process from said 
court, however, which under existing laws relating to service of processes 
from civil courts of inferior jurisdiction of the county may be legally served 
by constables and the sheriff of said county by registered mail may (in addi- 
tion to or alternative of other modes of service) be served by the clerk or any 
deputy clerk, such service to have the same effect as if served by the sheriff 
or constable, and for which the same fees shall be taxed, collected and paid 
into the county treasury. The processes from said court shall run to any law- 
ful officer of the state and be served or executed by the sheriff or his duly 
authorized deputy) cf the county in which such processes are to be served or 
executed, provided that this sentence shall not be construed as affecting or 
altering the service or execution of processes to be served or executeld in Jef- 
ferson County. 

Section 4. That Section 11 of an act of the Legislature approved Septem- 
ber 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 11, That the clerk of said court shall issue all processes out of 
said court, approve all bonds, keep a docket of said court, certify all appeals 
and perform such other duties as are usually required of clerks of courts. 
The bailiff’s duties for said court shall also be performed by the clerk or one 
of the deputy clerks. The fees and costs that are now allowed by law to jus- 
tices of the Peace in Jefferson County, or which may hereafter be allowed 
by law in courts of justices of the peace in said county shall be taxed and 
collected and paid into the county treasury. There shall also be taxed, col- 
lected, and paid into the county treasury a suit fee in each case filed in said 
court of One Dollar ($1.00) where the amount in controversy is not over One 
Hundred Dollars, and Two Dollars and Fifty Cents ($2.50) where the amount 
in controversy is more than One Hundred Dollars.

That Section 13 of an act of the Legislature approved Septem- 
ber 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and the 
same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 13. That executions may issue on the judgments of this court and 
revivor thereof had and actions thereon maintained in the same manner and 
for the same length of time and in accordance with the same procedure as is 
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or may be provided by law with respect to judgments of the circuit court, 
provided that the scire facias to revive any judgment in said court need not 
be served for any greater length of time than is provided herein with respect 
to service of the summons, and provided further that an execution from 
said court need not have thereon an itemized statement of he bill of costs. 
The Judgments of this court shall be subject to registration in the same 
manner and in accordance with the same procedure as is or may be pro- 
vided by law for the registration of judgments of the circuit court, and the 
liens thereof shall attach and executions be issued thereon in the same man- 
ner and to the same extent and for the same length of time as is or may 
be provided by law with respect to circuit court judgments. 

Section 6. That Section 14 of an act of the Legislature approved Sep- 
tember 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 14. That the summons must be issued by the clerk of the court, 
and accompanied by the complaint of the plaintiff or by an endorsement 
setting forth the cause of action, but a complaint shall be sufficient if it 
contains such information as is required by law with respect to endorse- 
ments on the summons of courts of justices of the peace. The summons 
must be executed by the constable, sheriff or other officer authorized to serve 
process by leaving a copy of the summons and complaint, or summons with 
the cause of action endorsed thereon with the defendant which fact he must 
return with the process. No party shall be treated as in default until the 
return date of the summons nor until after the lapse of at least three days 
from date of service in cases (other than forcible entry and unlawful de- 
tainer) where the amount in controversy does not exceed One Hundred Dol- 
lars, nor in other cases (including forcible entry and unlawful detainer) until 
after the lapse of at least six days from date of service of the summons. 
All garnishments shall be answerable at or before nine o’clock A.M. of the 
return day of the writ and the court may render a conditional judgment 
against any garnishee who after proper service of the writ fails to answer 
at or before such time. No more than three days service of any rule or 
notice to show cause why a conditional judgment should not be made final 
shall be necessary in any garnishment proceeding in this court. In all garn- 
ishment cases the garnishee must answer under oath according to the terms 
of the garnishment but the clerk need not give notice of the filing of the 
answer to either the plaintiff or defendant. The garnishee may, if required 
by the plaintiff (which request need not be in writing) be examined orally in 
the presence of the court. If the answer of the garnishee is seasonably filed 


from the return date of the writ of garnishment, aid in ile absence of such 
request or of a contest instituted within thirty days from the said return date 
the garnishee shall he entitled to stand upon his answer as made. Service of 
any notice proper to be made by publication may be perfected by one insertion 
of the notice and after ten days from the date of publication of any such the 
party so notified and failing to appear shall be treated as in default. In all 
garnishment proceedings in said court the court may upon motion of any 
party in interest and reasonable notice to the party or parties adversely affect- 
ed not less than three days, and whether the garnishee has answered or not 
hear and determine the right of exemption of the defendant in garnishment 
with respect to the monies or property garnished. 

Section 7. That Section 25 of an act of the Legislature approved Sep- 
tember 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 25. That it shall be the duty of the clerk to issue an execution 
on all judgments rendered in said court after five days from the entry thereof 
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and place the same in the hands of the sheriff or other officer of the court 
who shall return such execution within sixty days thereafter, said return to 
show that he has collected said judgment and paid the same or the amount 
collected, or is unable to find property of the person against whom said pro- 
cess issued out of which said execution can be satisfied in whole or in part. 
Real property may be levied on and sold under any execution from this court 
without motion or other proceeding in Circuit Court. 

Section 8. That Section 26 of an act of the Legislature approved Sep- 
tember 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Section 26. That if it shall appear to the clerk that in any case where 
an execution has been returned unsatisfied as to the cost of said cause and in 
the opinion of the clerk said cost can be collected by an alias execution the 
clerk may issue such alias execution and may direct the sheriff or constable as 
to what property can be levied upon to satisfy said judment, and the clerk may 
in such cases issue such other or further executions as may be deemed neces- 
sary to enforce payment of costs against any party liable to execution for 
costs whether plaintiff or defendant. 

Section 9. That Section 27 of an act of the Legislature approved Sep- 
tember 7, 1935, and described in the outset of Section 1 of this act, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

That when in any case execution against the defendant is 
returned “No property found” execution may issue against the plaintiff, in 
the name of the clerk for all costs created by him in obtaining his judgment 
or attempting to collect the same, and such other or further executions may 
be issued as may be deemed necessary. :

To fix the term of office of tax assessors, to provide for their 
election, and to provide for a state-wide referendum to determine 
whether or not the term of office of the several tax assessors shall 
be extended from four to six years. 


Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1. At the next general election held after the passage 
of this Act there shall be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama the question of whether or not the term of office 
of the several tax assessors shall be changed from four. to six years. 
Notice thereof shall be given by the Governor by proclamation and 
published at least three weeks before the date of said election in 
some newspaper in each county in the state, provided, however, 
that if there is no newspaper published in any county, by posting a 
notice of the proclamation in the court house of such county. On 
the ballots to be used at such election the question shall be in the 
following form: 

“Shall the term of office of the several tax assessors be changed 
from four to six years? Yes... NOs ees ai 

Section 2. The officers to hold the said election shall be the 
same officers who are appointed to conduct and who shall conduct 
the general election held on the date on which said question is to 
be voted on, and the election with respect to said question shall be 
conducted in all respects as provided by law for general elections 
held in the State of Alabama. 

Section 3. The votes cast at said election shall he canvassed, 
tabulated, and returns thereof be made to the Secretary of State 
and counted in the same manner as in elections for representatives 
to the Legislature, and if it shall thereupon appear that a majority 
of the qualified electors who voted in said election upon the ques- 
tion voted “Yes” the term of office of the several tax assessors shall 
be, commencing October 1, 1947, six years. If it shall thereupon 
appear that a majority of the qualified electors who voted in such 
election upon the question voted “No” the term of office of the 
several tax assessors shall remain four years. The result of such 
election shall be made known by proclamation of the Governor.

That the tax collector of Montgomery County, Alabama, shall 
be paid an annual slary, which shall be paid to and received by him in lieu 
of all other compensations, fees or emoluments, as follows: The tax collector 
shall receive an annual salary of four thousand dollars net, except as herein 
otherwise provided, and an allowance of fifty-eight hundred dollars per an- 
num for office help as follows: one clerk at three thousand dollars per annum, 
and one clerk at eighteen hundred dollars per annum, and one thousand dollars 
per annum for other expenses and ex-officio services of the said tax col- 
lector.

That the ‘lax Collector shaii pay into the county treasury 
of said county, all costs, charges of court, fees and commissions authorized 
by law, or which may hereafter be authorized by law io be collected by 
him as monies belonging to said county are paid. Provided that any salary, 
fees or commissions paid to said officer for collecting taxes of any munici- 
pality shall not be paid into the treasury of said county, but shall be held 
by said officer as compensation for such services in addition to his salary 
as herein provided. The Board of Revenue or other governing body of like 
jurisdiction of Montgomery County, Alabama, shall have the power and 
authority to have audited the accounts of said officer for the purpose of 
requiring a strict compliance with the provisions of this Act. 

Section 4. That all compensation and salry of the Tax Collector and all 
allowances provided for expenses, clerical help and other assistance shall be 
paid out of the general fund of the said Montgomery County in monthly 
installments. : 
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Section 5. That the premium on the Tax Collector’s bond and the bonds 
of his clerks and deputies shall be paid out of the general fund of Mont- 
gomery County.

Mr. Speaker: 
The Senate has originated and adopted the following Senate 
joint resolution and sends same herewith to the House for its 
consideration : 


A JOINT RESOLUTION PROVIDING FOR A DECLARATION OF 
THE FEDERATION OF THE WORLD 


S. J. R. 19. WHEREAS, it is necessary at the present junc- 
ture of human affairs to enlarge the bases of organized society 
by establishing a government for the community of nations, in 
order to preserve civilization and enable mankind to live in peace 
and be free, the folowing principles and objectives are hereby enun- 
ciated in THE DECLARATION OF THE FEDERATION OF 
THE WORLD. 

Man, the source of all political authority, is a manifold 
political being. He is a citizen of several communities; the city, 
the state, the nation and the world. To each of these communities 
he owes inalienable obligations and from each he receives endur- 
ing benefits. 

Communities may exist for a time without being incorporated 
but, under the stress of adversity, they disintegrate unless legally 
organized. Slowly but purposefully through the centuries, civiliza- 
tion has united the world, integrating its diverse local interests and 
creating an international community that now embraces every 
region and every person on the globe. This community has no 
government, and communities without governments perish. Either 
this community must succumb to anarchy or submit to the re- 
straints of law and order. 

The ceaseless changes, wrought in human society by science, 


intellectuai forces which uupicgnuate all cultures, make political 
and geographical isolation of nations hereafter impossible. The 
organic life of the human race is at last indissolubly unified and 
can never be severed, but it must be politically ordained and made 
subject to law. Only a government capable of discharging all the 
functions of sovereignty in the executive, legislative and judicial 
spheres can accomplish such a task. It is better for the world to 
be ruled by an international sovereignty of reason, social justice 
and peace than by diverse national sovereignties organically in- 
capable of preventing their own dissolution by conquest. 
Civilization now requires laws, in the place of treaties, as 
instruments to regulate commerce between peoples. The intricate 
conditions of modern life have rendered treaties ineffectual and 
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obsolete, and made laws essential and inevitable. The age of 
treaties is dead; the age of laws is here. 

History has revealed but one principle by which free peo- 
ples, inhabiting extensive territories, can unite under one govern- 
ment without impairing their local autonomy. That principle is 
federation, whose virtue preserves the whole without destroying 
its parts and strengthens its parts without jeopardizing the whole. 
Federation vitalizes ali nations by endowing them with security 
and freedom to develop their respective cultures without manace of 
foreign domination. It suppresses the crime of war by reducing 
to the ultimate minimum the possibility of its occurrence. 

There is no alternative to the federation of all nations except 
endless war. No substitute for The Federation of the World can 
organize the international community on the basis of freedom 
and permanent peace. No nation should be excluded from mem- 
bership in The Federation the World that is willing to suppress 
its military, naval and air forces, retaining only a constabulary 
sufficient to police its territory and to maintain order within its 
jurisdiction, provided that the eligible voters of that nation are 
permitted the free expression of their opinions at the polls. 

The present conflict will determine the survival of free in- 
stitutions throughout the world, and it is morally incumbent upon 
this generation, as one of the declared objectives of the current 
war, to federate the nations, in order to make secure, and here- 
after unchallenged, freedom for all peoples everywhere, and in 
order to impart to those who are called to give their lives and for- 
tunes for the triumph of democracy the positive assurance of the 
incorruptible utility of their sacrifice. 

There are supreme moments in history when nations are sum- 
moned, as trustees of civilization, to defend the heritage of the ages 
and to create institutions essential for human progress. In the 
Providence of God, such a crisis is this hour, compelling in duty and 
unprecedented in responsibility—a fateful moment when men meet 
destiny for fulfillment of historic tasks, 

Now, therefore, Be it resolved by the Senate, the House of 
Representatives concurring: 

Section 1. That the Legislature of Alabama does hereby 
request that the Senators and Members of Congress from Alabama 
support and vote for a resolution in Congress approving the prin- 
ciple of World Federation. 

Section 2. That a copy of this Resolution be sent to each 
of the Senators and Members of the House of, Representatives in 
Congress from the State of Alabama.

hundred thousand dollars, shall be apportioned among, and paid 
to, the several incorporated cities and towns in the State on the 
basis of the ratio of the population of each such city or town to the 
total population of all such cities and towns, and any remainder of 
such excess over said two hundred thousand doiiars stall Le ap 
portioned and paid out as ueat hercinafter provided. 

Five percentum of such remainder for the calendar year 1943 
and ten percentum of such remainder for each calendar year there- 
after shall be apportioned among and paid to the several counties 
in the State for general purposes on the basis of the ratio of the 
population of each such county to the total population of all such 
counties. Twelve and one-half percentum of such remainder for 
the calendar year 1943 and twenty-five percentum of such re- 
mainder for each calendar year thereafter shall be apportioned 
among and paid to the aforesaid incorporated cities and towns 
in the State on the basis of the ratio of the population of each such 
city or town to the total population of all such cities and towns. 
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‘Two and one-half percentum of such remainder for the calendar 
year 1943 and five percentum of such remainder for each calendar 
year thereafter shall be apportioned among and paid to such of said 
several cities and towns as may have one or more Alabama Liquor 
Stores therein upon the basis of the ratio of the population of 
each such Liquor Store city or town to the total population of 
all such Liquor Store cities and towns. Two-thirds of each and 
every amount received by any city or town out of said remainder 
shall be for general purposes and one-third of each and every am- 
ount received by any city or town out of said remainder shall be 
for general welfare purposes and shall be appropriated by such 
city or town to the Department of Public Welfare of the county in 
which such city or town is located for general welfare purposes. 
Nothing herein contained, however, shall be construed as a prohibi- 
tion against appropriation to such Department of Public Welfare of 
a larger portion or all of the amounts received by any such city 
or town from such remainder. Eighty percentum of such remainder 
for the calendar year 1943 and sixty percentum of such remainder 
for each calendar year thereafter shall be paid to the State for 
general purposes. Populations shall be ascertained for the pur- 
poses of distribution under this Act according to the last decennial 
Federal Census next preceding commencement of calendar year 
for which distribution is to be made. Distribution of net profits, 
including all tax levied upon the selling price of all spirituous or 
vinous liquors, less all cost and expense of collecting said tax, 
under this Act, shall be made from time to time prior to end of 
calendar year for which net profits, including all tax levied upon 
the selling price of all spirituous or vinous liquors, less all cost 
and expense of collecting said tax, are to be ascertained according 
to reasonable estimate of profits, including all tax levied upon the 
selling price of. all spirituous or vinous liquors, less all cost and ex- 
pense of collecting said tax, for such year, and such amount to be 
paid beneficiaries or recovered from beneficiaries at the end of the 
year as will net beneficiaries the correct amounts for the year 
prescribed for them by this Act.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 
Mr. Speaker : 
The Senate has originated and adopted the following Senate 
joint resolution and sends same herewith to the House for its 
consideration: 


By Mr. Pinson: 
S.J.R. 42. WHEREAS, There is now pending before the Sen- 

ate of the United States a bill to abolish the poll tax, and 

WHEREAS, since the formation of this Republic the qualifi- 
cations of voters have been matters of state and not of federal 
control, and the maintenance of this state control is absolutely es- 
sential if any measure of local self government is to be retained, and 

WHEREAS, it is well understood in Alabama that this move 
to secure federal control of elections is part of the attack con- 
tinually being made on local self government in the South, and 
is purely political in origin and intent, and 

WHEREAS, it is clearly realized also that once the federal 
government secures control over the qualifications of voters it 
will then proceed completely to dominate elections not only in 
Alabama, but in all other states as well and use this power to 
destroy our federal-state relationship, our remaining system of 
checks and balauces, against arbitrary federal authority and funda- 
mental democracy itself, and 

WHEREAS, in these times of desperate nationai danger 
from a powerful foreign foe it is essential that there be no changes 
of our form of government, no promotion of crack-pot reforms, 
and the individual or group which insists on such change, with its 
consequent loss of national unity, is of positive help to our enemies. 

WHEREAS, the states of the South which are under attack 
in this bill have for many years been loyal in their allegiance to 
the Democratic party and our people feel that they have every 
right and reason to expect this National Democratic Administration 
and the Democratic members of the Congress to assist in striking 
down this attack on them and their institutions, and 
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WHEREAS, throughout the years since Reconstruction there 
has been on amicable and friendly relationship between the two 
races in the South, and the continuous agitation from outside 
sources is creating bitterness and hostility, greatly to the detri- 
ment of our people, both white and black, creating racial disturb- 
ances much to be regretted at any time, but particularly so in 
time of war, and is preventing the orderly solution of our problems 
in a manner assuring lasting justice to both races, 

NOW, THEREFORE, it is resolved by the Senate, the 
House of Representative of Alabama concurring: 

1. That we urge our Senators to fight this bill with all 
the power at their command until its final defeat. 

2. That we deeply deplore the bringing up of this issue, - 
with its consequent dangerous effect on the political structure of 
the South, and its serious disturbance of national unity in this 
time of national peril. 

3. That we caution the people of this nation, Democrats 
and Republicans alike, that through the means of this bill there 
is being made an attack on state control of elections, with the 
deliberate purpose of destroying this local control and delivering 
our people over to the power of the federal government without the 
time-honored restraints found necessary throughout the existence 
of this Republic. 

4. That we remind our fellow democrats in the Congress 
and the National Democratic Administration, of the loyalty of our 
people in the past to the principles of the party, and urge that no 
attacks be permitted to succeed against us which would shake and 
destroy this loyalty. 

5. That we urge the Governor of Alabama to use his influ- 
ence in the fight against this bill, and, on behalf of our southern 
people, to work with the other southern governors in arousing our 
people to the danger presented to them and in assisting in any 
way the southern senators in this fight to preserve democracy 
and local self-government. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that copies of this resolu- 
tion shall be forwarded to the President of the United States, 
to the members of the Congress from Alabama, to the Governor 
of Alabama, and the other southern governors and to the press.

Section 5: All obligations of the City of Prichard outstanding on the 
effective date of this Act shall be and become forthwith obligations of the 
City of Mobile, payable as now or as may hereafter be provided. 

Section 6: All properties, assets and claims of every nature of the City 
of Prichard outstanding on the effective date of this act shall be and become 
forthwith properties, assets and claims of the City of Mobile in the same 
manner. 

Section 7: The members of the Board of Conimissioners of the City of 
Mobile as it now exists in office at 12:00 midnight, October 1, 1943, shall be 
the members of the Board of Commissioners of the City of Mobile as hereby 
enlarged until their successors are elected and qualified as provided by law. 

Section 8: All laws, general, local or special in conflict herewith are 
repealed.

Section 2. The County Solicitor shall be a person learned in the law 
who has been admitted to practice law in the State of Alabama, and a 
qualified elector of said County. 

Section 3. The County Solicitor shall have the duty of prosecuting all 
criminal cases in County Court and shall assist the Circuit Solicitor in 
prosecuting all appeals therefrom to the Circuit Court, and shall have all 
ile puweis vi, aud shail perform aii other duties now or hereaiter provided 
by general law for, Deputy Solicitors.

The President of the Board of Revenue shall take the oath of 
office required by members of the Board of Revenue or like governing body 
and shall furnish good and sufficient Bond executed by some Surety Com- 
pany, authorized to do business in Alabama, in the penal sum of Ten Thou- 
sand ($10,000.00) Dollars payable to Cherokee County, Alabama to be ap- 
proved by the Judge of Probate of Cherokee County, Alabama, and condi- 
tioned upon the faithful performance of his duties as required by law, and 
the premium on said bond to be paid by Cherokee County, Alabama. 

Section 4. The President of the Board of Revenue shall receive a salary 
of Eighteen Hundred ($1800.00) Dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly 
installments of One Hundred Fifty ($150.00 Dollars; and shall be the 
presiding officer of the Board, and in addition to the rights duties and pow- 
ers designated in this Act. he shall exercise and perform all other rights and 
duties in relation to the Board of Revenue, and shall be liable to the same 
pains and penalties in connection therewith as are now exrcised by Judges 
of Probate of the several counties of this State as provided by the general 
law of the State, in relation to Boards of Revenue Court of County Commis- 
sioners, or other like governing bodies.

Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama is hereby proposed and an election is hereby 
ordered by the qualified electors of the State of Alabama upon the 
proposed amendment and the day hereby appointed for such elec- 
tion is on October 1, 1943. The proposed amendment is as follows: 
Article XXII. The Legislature shall have the power to levy and 
collect taxes for State purposes on net incomes from whatever 
source derived within this State, including the income derived from 
salaries, fees and compensation paid from the State, County, 
Municipality, and any agency or creature thereof, for the calendar 
year 1933, and thereafter and to designate and define the incomes 
to be taxed and to fix the rates of taxes provided that the rate shall 
not exceed five per cent nor three per cent on corporations. Income 
shall not be deemed property for purposes of ad valorem taxes. 
From net income an exemption of not less than Fifteen Hundred 
Dollars ($1500.00) shall be allowed to unmarried persons and an ex- 
emption of not less than Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) shall 
be allowed to the head of a family, provided that only one exemp- 
tion shall be allowed to husband and wife where they are living to- 
gether and make separate returns for income tax.

She shall see to it that all orders of 
said Board are properly executed; said Chairman may exercise all the duties 
and powers required of the Judge of Probate as to all matters allowed by 
law to come before a Court of County Commissioners; That in case of sick- 
ness or other temporary absence of the Chairman, the other members of said 
Board may designate a temporary chairman and presiding officer who may 
exercise all the powers of the Chairman of said Board. That said Board of 
Revenue may appoint a Clerk of said Board and fix and allow his compen- 
sation; That the term of office of said Clerk shall be at the pleasure of 
said Board; That said Clerk shall generally do and perform all such services, 
duties, matters and things as may be required of him by said Board of Reve- 
nue.

S. 205. To propose to amend Section 194% of the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama so that as amended said Section shall read as fol- 
lows: “Section 19414. No person who honorably served in the Mili- 
tary Service of the United States between January 1, 1917, and 
November 11, 1918, and after December 7, 1941, or at any time, 
past or present or future, when the United States, was, is or shall 
be at war with any foreign state, shall be required after the begin- 
ning of such service to pay the Poll Tax specified in the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama as a prerequisite to the privilege of voting in Ala- 
bama; but, on the contrary, every such person shall be exempt 
from the payment of all Poll Taxes which have theretofore accrued 
and have not been paid or which may thereafter accrue; provided, 
however, that if any such person is discharged dishonorably from 
said service, the exemption herein provided is forfeited, and such 
dishonorably discharged person, as a prerequisite to the privilege of 
voting in Alabama thereafter, must pay the Poll Tax specified in 
the Constitution of Alabama as if such person had never been in 
such service. The term “Military Service” as used in this Act shall 
mean service by any person in the armed forces of the United 
States. The United States shall not be deemed at war with a 
foreign state within the meaning of this Section at a time when an 
armistice exists between the United States and the foreign state. 
The Judge of Probate shall issue a certificate of exemption to a 
person exempt from the payment of Poll Tax by reason of this 
Section under such rules and regulations as may be prescribed 
by the Governor. This Section shall be self-executing and retroac- 
tive; but the Legislature is authorized to enact laws designed to

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MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has received the accompanying message from His 
Excellency, the Governor, with his objections and proposing an 
amendment to the Resolution: 


S. J. R. 5. Calling upon our Senators and Representatives 
in the National Congress from Alabama to seriously consider the 
advisabiltiy of having Congress submit to the several states of this 
Union a constitutional amendment, embodying the provision that 
Congress shall have the right to ratify any peace treaty submitted 
to it by a simple majority vote of the members rather than by a 
two-thirds majority as now required by law. 


Said Governor’s message containing the amendment being in 
words and figures as follows, to-wit: 


To the Senate of Alabama 
Montgomery, Alabama. 


Gentlemen: 

I return you herewith Senate Joint Resolution No. 5, the body in which 
this resolution originated, and at the request of its author, for correction. 

I suggest the following Executive Amendments which, if adopted, will 
removed by objection to said Joint Resolution: 

Amend the Fifth (5) paragraph by striking the word “Congress” as it 
appears on line two, and insert the words “the Senate” in lieu thereof; also 
strike the word “Congress” where it appears on line three of said paragraph 
and insert the word “Senate” in lieu thereof.

It shall be the duty of the clerk and the Depository to 
take any such claims in payment of any such fine or forfeiture as above 
provided and without regard to the order of their reregistration or registra- 
tion. The clerk shall be paid a commission in money of 5% of all such 
claims received by him for payment of such fines and forfeitures and for 
remitting the same to the Depository, to be retained by him out of any 
moneys belonging to the fine and forfeiture fund of said county. 

Section 2. All other claims against the fine and forfeiture fund of said 
County which have not been registered prior to the date of the passage and 
approval of this bill and which accrued within twelve months of said date 
or which accrue after the passage and approval of this bill and prior to sixty 
days after September 1, 1943 shall be by the owner or holder filed with the 
County Depository for registration subsequent to September 1, 1943, and 
prior to the expiration of sixty days from said date and when so filed shall 
be registered in the order in which they are filed for registration and if not 
so filed shall be forever barred. Sixty days shall be allowed within which 
to register any claim after its accrual. After sixty days after September 1, 
1943, all claims accruing against said fund, except those due the clerk and 
sheriff of said County, shall be filed with the Depository for registration 
within sixty days after their accrual as such or they shall be forever barred 
for any and all purposes and become null and void. 

Section 3. That after all reregistered and all registered claims as above 
provided for shall have been paid in full from said fine and forfeiture fund, 
any balance then remaining at any time shall be used exclusively to pay the 
milage and per diem of witnesses subpoened to appear before the Grand Jury 
in cases where no indictment was returned and-or as witnesses in Criminal 
cases in Circuit Court where no conviction was had or obtained. After the 
payment of all such reregistered claims and registered claims and after the 
payment of all certificates presented for payment for mileage and per diem 
due such witnesses as above provided any and all balances then remaining 
in said fine and forfeiture fund at the close of business on September 30th of 
each year shall be transferred to and become a part of the general fund of 
said County. 

Section 4. That the words “Reregistered Claims” shall be deemed any 
claim which could prior to the passage and approval of this bill have been 
used to pay a fine or forfeiture in said County and which had been regis- 
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tered against said fund at any time. That the words “Registered Claim” 
shall mean any claim not registered at the time of the passage and approval 
of this bill and which accrued within twelve months prior to said date or 
Hee may accrue and be registered according to this bill prior to January 
, 1944, 


Section 5. Any reregistered claim and any registered claim registered 
prior to January 1, 1944 shall be receivable in payment of any fine or for- 
feiture due said County or that may here after become due to said County 
and no other claim shall be used for or on such payment. 

Section 6. The provisions of this act shall not affect any of the pro- 
visions of an act of the Legislature approved September 6, 1935 (Local Acts 
of Alabama 1935 page 212). 

Section 7. If any of the provisions of this act are unconstitutional 
such unconstitutionality shall not affect the remaining provisions of this act. 

Section 8. This act shall become effective upon its passage and ap- 
proval.

“When authorized by appropriate laws passed by the Legis- 
lature the state may at a cost not exceeding ten million dollars 
engage in the work of internal improvement, or promoting, develop- 
ing, constructing, maintaining, and operating all harbors and sea- 
ports within the state or its jurisdiction, provided, that such work 
or improvement shall always be and remain under the management 
and control of the state, through its State Harbor Commission, or 
other governing agency. 

“When authorized by laws passed by the Legislature the 
state may engage in the construction, improvement, repairs and 
maintenance and operation of public airports, air landing fields 
and other air navigation facilities in the State of Alabama and 
may appropriate money or otherwise provide funds for this 
purpose. 

“The adoption of this amendment shall not affect in any 
manner any other amendment to the Constitution of Alabama 
which may be adopted pursuant to any act or resolution of this 
session of the Legislature.”

State 
and counted in the same mamner as in elections for Representatives 
to the Legislature of Alabama, and if it shall thereupon appear that 
a majority of the qualified electors who voted upon the proposed 
amendment voted in favor of the same, such amendment shall be 
valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of 
Alabama.

The above and foregoing bill, H. 649, proposing an Amend- 
ment to the Constitution, was read a second time at length and 
placed on the Calendar.

From net income an exemption of not less than Fifteen 
Hundred Dollars ($1500.00) shall be allowed to unmarried persons 
and an exemption of not less than Three Thousand Dollars 
($3,000.00) shall be allowed to the head of a family, provided that 
only one exemption shall be allowed to husband and wife where 
they are living together and make separate returns for income tax. 
An exemption of not less than Three Hundred Dollars ($300.00) 
shall be allowed for each dependent member of the family of an 
income taxpayer under the age of eighteen years.

Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1. CREATION OF MUNICIPAL UTILITIES BOARD OF 
ALBERTVILLE, ALABAMA.—There is hereby created and established 
the Municipal Utilities Board of Albertville, Marshall County, Alabama, to 
be composed of three members. 

Section 2,5 APPOINTMENT OF MEMBERS TO COMPOSE 
BOARD.—W. E. Walker of Albertville, Marshall County is hereby named 
and appointed as a member of the Board to serve until second Monday in 
January, 1945; and until his successor is elected and qualified. Dr. A. L. 
Isbell of Albertville, Marshall County, is hereby named and appointed as a 
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member of the Board to serve until the second Monday in January, 1947, 
and until his successor is elected and qualified. Oran C. Adams of Albert- 
ville, Marshall County, is hereby named and appointed as a member of the 
Board to serve until the second Monday in January, 1949, and until his suc- 
cessor is elected and qualified. 

Section 3. QUALIFICATION OF MEMBERS OF THE BOARD.— 
No person shall be eligible to membership on said Board who is not a quali- 
fied elector of the City of Albertville, Alabama, or who is an officer of the 
City, or an employee thereof, or is a member of the City Council, or whose 
term on the City Council has expired within six months prior to his election 
on the board. 

Section 4. OATH OF OFFICE, OF MEMBERS OF THE BOARD 
—Before entering upon the duties of his office, each member of the Board 
shall take and subscribe the following oath: “I do solemnly swear that I 
will support the constitution of the State of Alabama, the constitution of 
the United States, and I will faithfully, zealously, and impartially discharge 
the duties of the office upon which I am about to enter, without fear or 
favor, for the public welfare; so help me God.” The successors to the mem- 
hers of the Board named in this Act shall take and subscribe to the same oath. 

Section 5. METHOD OF ELECTION AND TERM OF OFFICE 
OF THE MEMBERS OF THE BOARD.—The successors to the members 
of the Board named in this Act shall be elected by the City Council of the 
City of Albertville, Alabama. At the last meeting of the City Council, of 
the City of Albertville in December each year that the term of a member 
of the Board expires in January following, the City Council shall elect the 
successor of the member of the Board whose term expires on the second 
Monday in January following, and the person so elected shall become a mem- 
ber of the Board on the second Monday in January following and shall hold 
the position for a period of six years and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. A member of the Board may succeed himself if the City Council 
desires to re-elect him, Whenever a vacancy occurs in the Board by resig- 
nation, death, or some other cause, the City Council shall immediately fill 
said vacancy by electing another person to the Board, who shall serve for 
the remainder of the unexpired term of the member he succeds. 

SECTION 6. ORGANIZATION OF THE BOARD.—At the first 
meeting of the Board after the passage of this Act, the members shall elect 
one of their number as chairman and one of their number as Secretary, 
thereafter the Board shall annually elect from among their number a chair- 
man and Secretary. Vacancies in the office of Chairman and Secretary shall 
he filled by the Board, if and when the same may occur. 

Section 7, COMPENSATION OF THE MEMBERS OF THE 
BOARD.—EBach member of the Board shall be paid at the ee U.0U 
per month. The compensation to the members of the Board shall be paid 
in monthly installments from the money received from the operation of 
the Electric Distribution System. 

Section 8.5 MEETINGS OF THE BOARD—The Board shall hold its 
regular monthly meetings on the third Tuesday of each month and other 
meetings at such times and places as its members may elect, and the Chair- 
man of the Board, or any two members, may call the meeting at any time 
he or they consider that the business demands that a meeting be held. The 
Chairman and one member or any two members of the board shall consti- 
tute a quorum. A true record of all the proceedings of all meetings of the 
Board shall be kept by the Secretary. At the call of any member the vote 
on any pending question shall be taken by ayes and noes, and the same shall 
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be entered on the record. The Record of the proceedings of said Board 
shall be open to the Mayor and any member of the City Council, and to 
the public at all times, and a copy from said record, certified by the Secre- 
tary, shall be competent evidence in all courts. 

Section 9.5 AUTHORITY AND DUTIES OF THE BOARD—The 
Board shall have complete control of the public utilities owned by the City 
of Albertville, and as a part thereof it shall have authority to employ, upon 
terms to be fixed by the Board, but in no event for a term exceeding one 
year, and to discharge with or without cause, managers, cashiers, clerks, 
stenographers attorneys, linemen, repairmen, laborers, and such other em- 
ployees as are necessary for the operation of the utility. It shall have the 
power and authority, and it shall be its duty, to chrge for and collect all 
counts due for any service which the utility may furnish to its customers, 
upon rates to be provided and approved by the City Council of the City of 
Albertville, Alabama. The Board shall have the right to delegate to any 
manager which it may employ the authority to employ and discharge em- 
ployees which may be needed; to direct their work, and to manage, control 
and operate the public utility of the City of Albertville, of which he is the 
manager, and to account to the Board for his acts in so doing, but his au- 
thority shall be restricted as the authority of the Board is restricted by this 
Act. 

Section 10. OFFICIAL BONDS OF OFFICERS AND EM- 
PLOYEES—AIH officers cr employees of the Board handling money or 
exercising authority over property of the City of Albertville shall, before 
entering upon the discharge of their duties, give bond with some Surety 
Company authorized to do business in the State of Alabama, as Surety and 
payable to the City of Albertville, to be approved by the Board in such 
penalty as the Board may prescribe conditioned for the faithful discharge 
of the duties of his office, and faithfully to account for all moneys received 
or property coming into his possession in the capacity of his employment. 

Section 11. IMPEACHMENT AND REMOVAL OF MEMBERS 
OF THE BOARD.—Members of the Board may be removed from office in 
the manner and on the same grounds provided by the general law of this 
State for the impeachment and removal of officers as set out in Section 175 
of the Constitution of Alabama. 

Section 12, ACCOUNTANT, EXPERT, EMPLOYED: DUTIES OF 
—The Board shall at least once a year appoint an expert Accountant or firm 
of Accountants who shall make an examination in detail of all books and 
accounts of the Board to cover the period since the preceding examination, 
and make a full report in writing, under oath, to the Board of its finding 
at the Board’s first meeting after the completion of such report, a copy shall 
also be furnished the Mayor and City Council, and the same shall be spread 
upon the minutes of the Board, but the same person or firm shall not be 
appointed or authorized to make such examination twice in succession. For 
this service said Accountant shall be paid such sum as may be agreed upon, 
which is reasonable and proper. 

Section 13. REPORTS OF BOARD TO COUNCIL.—Said Board 
shall make an annual report to the Council at its first regular meeting in 
October in each year, showing in detail the receipts and expenditures for the 
preceding fiscal year; the physical condition of the property under the care 
of said Board, and other matters of public interest connected with said Board. 

Section 14. PUBLICATION OF RECEIPTS AND DISBURSE- 
MENTS.—The Board shall make a semi-annual publication on the second 
Monday of January and July of each year in a newspaper published in the 
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City of Albertville, Alabama, of a report showing the receipts and expendi- 
tures of money of the Board specifying generally the source from which 
received and the purpose for which expended, such publication must also show 
the entire indebtedness of the public utility of whatever kind and character, 
specifying particularly the amount of bonds outstanding, their character and 
when due. 

Section 15. EXPENDITURES FOR CONSTRUCTION OR ADDI- 
TIONS.—No expenditures for any new construction, additions, or replace- 
ment of any public utility, or the equipment used by the same, shall be made 
by the Board where the total expense will be more than $500.00 without the 
consent and approval of the City Council of the City of Albertville, Alabama. 

Section 16. FUNDS, MONEY, ETC.—AII funds of said Board shall 
be kept separate from the other fund of the City and in the City Depository, 
and the same shall be withdrawn only in such sums and at such times as the 
same shall be actually required for the expenditures authorized by law, and 
only upon warrants signed by an employee of the utility designated by the 
Board and counter-signed by a member of the Board designated by the 
Board, and issued for claims that have been audited and ordered paid by 
said Board and for salaries due Board members and employees for work 
performed and services rendered; provided any municipal funds, including 
all sinking funds for the retirement of bonds, and other contingency funds 
not presently needed for other purposes, coming into the hands of the Board 
may be invested in City, County, State or Federal securities, including War 
Bonds, or any public improvement bonds issued by any municipality of the 
State of Alabama which are general obligations of such municipality, as the 
Board may direct provided, however, the proceedings authorizing any fund- 
ing or refunding bonds may prohibit the investment of the sinking funds 
for such bonds and require that such sinking funds shall be used exclusively 
in the purchase for retirement, or in the redemption of such funding or re- 
funding bonds. 

Section 17. COLLECTION, DEPOSIT, AND DISTRIBUTION OF 
‘MONEYS OF THE ELECTRIC DISTRIBUTION SYSTEM.—AII money 
collected from the sale of electric current, or received in any way from the 
use of the Electric Distribution System, shall be deposited in the City Deposi- 
tory and shall be distrbuted by the Board in accordance with the terms of 
the Power Contract between Tennessee Valley Authority and the City of 
Albertville, and of Ordinance No. 165 of the City of Albertville authorizing 
the issuance and sale of Electric System Revenue Bonds of 1938; and all 
funds shall be distributed by the Board as provided by said Power Contract 
and by said Ordinance. When the bonds issued under the authority of 
Ordinance No. 165 have been fully paid and discharged the Board shall no 
longer be controlled in the distribution of funds by said Ordinance, and in the 
event that said contract for power between the Tennessee Valley Authority 
and the City of Albertville should be altered, the said Board shall distribute 
the money received in accordance with such new or changed contract as may 
be made for the purchase of power, and in the event that restrictions with 
reference to the disbursement of the money received shall be eliminated 
from the Power Contract, then said Board shall operate said Electric Dis- 
tribution System economically in accordance with the powers and duties im- 
posed upon them by this Act and shall remit the net revenues from the 
operation of the said Electric Distribution System to the City of Albertville 
quarterly thereafter, provided a reasonable fund shall first be set aside and 
maintained at all times for depreciation, expansion and emergencies. 
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Section 18. BOND OF DEPOSITORY.—The Board shail require 
from the Depository adequate bond or securities to secure the safety of said 
deposit, which bond or securities shall be in the sum that the Board shall 
fix having due regard to the safety of the Board’s funds. 

Section 19. CONTROL OF WATER WORKS, GAS OR OTHER 
UTILITIES IF ACQUIRED BY THE CITY OF ALBERTVILLE— 
Should the City of Albertville in the future purchase, contruct, or acquire 
a Municipal Water System, a Municipal Gas System, or any other public 
utility, the Board created by this Act shall control, manage, and operate 
such municipally owned utility; it shall have full authority to employ and 
discharge a manager for the same, and to employ and discharge, or author- 
ize such manager to employ and discharge, all such additional employees as 
may be needed to properly operate such utility; to operate it and collect all 
charges for services; it shall deposit all funds derived from the operation 
of such utility in the City Depository and shall pay out the same in accord- 
ance with any contract or contracts the City Council of the City of Albert- 
ville may make in acquiring the said utility or in acquiring funds for building 
or purchasing the same, and shall operate such utiliy economically and pay 
the net revenues of such utility to the City of Albertville quarterly, after 
setting up a reasonable fund for depreciation and emergencies. 

Section 20. If any clause, sentence, section or part of this Act shall be 
declared invalid, it shall not render the remaining parts of the same invalid, 
but they shall remain in full force and effect. 

Section 21. This Act shall go into effect immediately upon its approval 
by the Governor or upon its becoming a law without his approval.

Section 2, The Chief Probation Officer of the Juvenile and Court of 
Domestic Relations—Montgomery County, Alabama, shall receive a salary of 
not exceeding $2,100.00 per year, and the Deputy Probation Officer of said 
Juvenile and Court of Domestic Relations—Montgomery County, Alabama,

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Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1. An amendment is hereby proposed to repeal 
Article V, Section 131 of the Constitution of Alabama. 

Section 2. An election is hereby ordered by the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment, 
which shall be held on the first Tuesday after the end of three 
months from the final adjournment of the present session of the 
Legislature. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed shall be given by proclamation 
of the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper in 
every county in the State once a week for at least four successive 
weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 3. At the election here provided for, the qualified 
electors shall vote on the proposed amendment, and on the official 
ballot provided for such election shall be printed the following: 
“Shall the Constitution of Alabama be amended by repealing 
Article V, Section 131 thereof?

) No” 

Section 4. The officials for such election shall be appointed 
and such election shall be held in all things in accordance with the 
laws governing general elections. 

Section 5. The votes cast at such election shall be can- 
vassed and tabulated, and returns thereof shall be made to the 
Secretary of State and counted in the same manner as in elections 
for representatives in the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon ap- 
pear that a majority of the qualified electors who voted at such 
election upon the proposed amendment voted in favor of the same, 
such amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a 
part of the Constitution of the State of Alabama.

Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1. An amendment is hereby proposed to repeal 
Article XV, Sections 271, 272, 278, 274, 275, 276, 277, and 278 of the 
Constitution of Alabama, and to substitute therefor certain pro- 
vision to read as follows: 


“Section 1. The Legislature shall provide by law for the 
organization, maintenance, equipment, and discipline of the militia 
and the volunteer forces of. the State, in conformity, as nearly as 
practicable, with the regulations for the government of the military 
and naval forces of the United States. 

“Section 2. The Governor shall be commander-in-chief of 
the militia and the volunteer forces of the State, except when they 
shall be called into the service of the United States, and he may 
call out the same to execute the laws, suppress insurrection, and 
repel invasion. 

“Section 3. Subject to the Constitution of the United States, 
to relevant Federal and State acts, and to the rules and regulations 
legally issued pursuant to such acts, all commissioned officers, 
below and including the rank of colonel, and all warrant officers 
of the militia and the volunteer forces of the State shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor from registers of eligibles established by 
competitive examination under standards set for the armed forces 
of the United States; provided, that all general officers of the 
land forces and even grades in the naval forces shall be appointed 
by the Governor with the advice and consent of the Senate and 
under such conditions as may be prescribed by the Legislature, and 
provided further, that the person appointed to the office of Adjutant 
General and the persons appointed to the State staff and enlisted in 
the State detachment, in time of war or other national crisis in

For the common defense and under appropriate 
provisions of the Constitution of the United States, the Legisla- 
ture shall provide for the participation of the State, alone or in 
conjunction with other States, in organizing, arming, disciplining, 
maintaining, and training such units or parts of units of the armed 
forces of the United States as may be allotted by the United States 
to and accepted by the State. 
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“Section 5. The militia and volunteer forces of the State 
shall, in all cases except treason, felony, and breach of peace, be 
privileged from arrest during their attendance at and in going to 
and returning from all duty ordered under proper authority. 

“Section 6. The officers, warrant officers, and enlisted men 
of the militia and volunteer forces of the State shall be entitled to 
receive no pay, allowances, or per diem expenses when not in the 
active services. This provision shall not affect the full-time em- 
ployees of the office of the Adjutant General and the Military 
Advisory Board, whose compensation and expense allowances at 
all times shall be as provided according to law for the full-time 
State positions which they hold.” 

Section 2. An election is hereby ordered by the qualified 
electors of the State of Alabama upon the proposed amendment, 
which shall be held on the first Tuesday after the end of three 
months from the final adjournment of the present session of the 
Legislature. Notice of the election hereby ordered, together with 
the amendment hereby proposed, shall be given by proclamation 
of the Governor, which shall be published in one newspaper in 
every county in the State once a week for at least four successive 
weeks next preceding the day hereby appointed for such election. 

Section 8. At the election here provided for, the qualified 
electors shall vote on the proposed amendment, and on the official 
ballot provided for such election shall be printed the folowing: 
“Shall the Constitution of Alabama be amended by repealing 
Article XV, Sections, 271, 272, 278, 274, 275, 276, 277, and 278 
thereof, and by substituting therefor the following provisions: 

‘Section 1. The Legislature shall provide by law for the or- 
ganization, maintenance, equipment, and discipline of the militia 
and the volunteer forces of the State, in conformity, as nearly 
as practicable, with the regulations for the government of the 
military and naval forces of the United States. 

‘Section 2. The Governor shall be commander-in-chief of 
the militia and the volunteer forces of the State, except when 
they shall be called into the service of the United States, and 
he may call out the same to execute the laws, suppress insurrection, 
and repel invasion. : 

‘Section 3. Subject to the Constitution of the United States, 
to relevant Federal and State acts, and to rules and regulations 
legally issued pursuant to such acts, all commissioned officers 
below and including the rank of colonel, and all warrant officers of 
the militia and the volunteer forces of. the State shall be appointed 
by the Governor from registers of eligibles established by 
competitive examination under standards set for the armed 
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forces of the United States; provided, that all general officers of 
the land forces and even grades in the naval forces shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor with the advice and consent of the 
Senate and under such conditions as may be prescribed by the 
Legislature; and provided further, that the person appointed to 
the office of Adjutant General and the persons appointed to the 
State staff and enlisted in the State detachment, in time of war 
or other national crisis in which the armed forces of the State 
may be in the Federal service, shall be exempt from the physical 
requirements of officers and enlisted men of their grades and 
branches of the service, to the end that all able-bodied men of 
the State may be released to the armed forces of the United States. 

‘Section 4. For the common defense and under appropriate 
provisions of the Constitution of the United States, the Legisla- 
ture shall provide for the participation of the State, alone or in 
conjunction with other States, in organizing, arming, disciplining, 
maintaining, and training such units or parts of units of the armed 
forces of the United States as may be allotted by the United States 
to and accepted by the State. 

‘Section 5. The militia and volunteer forces of the State 
shall, in all cases except treason, felony, and breach of peace be 
privileged from arrest during their attendance at and in going 
to and returning from all duty ordered under proper authority. 

‘Section 6. The officers, warrant officers, and enlisted men 
of the militia and volunteer forces of the State shall be entitled 
to receive no pay, allowances, or per diem expenses when not 
in the active services. This provision shall not affect the full-time 
employees of the office of the Adjutant General and the Military 
Advisory Board, whose compensation and expense allowances at all 
times shall be as provided according to law for the full-time State 
positions which they hold.’

‘The votes cast at such election shall be canvassed 
and tabulated, and returns thereof shail be made to the Secretary 
of State and counted in the same manner as in elections for rep- 
resentatives in the Legislature; and if it shall thereupon appear 
that a majority of the qualified electors who voted at such election 
upon the proposed amendment voted in favor of the same, such 
amendment shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of 
the Constitution of the State of Alabama.

A Bill To Be Entitled An Act to require the Judge of Probate, 
for the purpose of issuing motor vehicle and driver’s licenses, the 
Tax Collector, for the purpose of collecting ad valorem taxes on 
motor vehicles, and the Tax Assessor for the purpose of assessing 
motor vehicles for ad valorem taxation in all counties in this State 
having a population of not less than 140,000 and not more than 
300,000, according to the last or any subsequent Federal census, to 
maintain in addition to the office now maintained by them in the 
Court House of such County other offices elsewhere in such County 
for a period of sixty days in any calendar year; to provide for addi- 
tional office space, supplies and equipment for such offices and the 
payment therefor, and to provide for the appointment of clerks and 
assistants to perform such additional duties and the payment there- 
for; and to provide for bonds for such temporary clerks. 


Be It Enacted By The Legislature Of Alabama: 


Section 1. That in all counties in this State having a popula- 
tion of not less than 140,000 and not more than 300,000, according 
to the last, or any subsequent, Federal Census, the Judge of Pro- 
bate, for the purpose of issuing motor vehicle and driver’s licenses, 
the Tax Collector, for the purpose of collecting ad valorem taxes 
on motor vehicles and the Tax Assessor for the purpose of assessing 
motor vehicles for ad valorem taxation shall, in addition to the 
office now maintained by them in the Court House of such county, 
also maintain an office or offices, the location of same to be de- 
termined by the Board of Revenue and Road Commissioners or like 
county governing body, elsewhere in such county for a period of 
sixty days in any calendar year, which period shall begin on Sep- 
tember 25th of each year. 

Section 2. Suitable office space for the Judge of Probate, 
the Tax Collector and the Tax Assessor shall be provided in one 
and the same building, if practicable, in each additional designated 
location and all necessary supplies and equipment for the operation 
and maintenance of such additional office or offices shall be fur- 
nished said officers by the Board of Revenue and Road Commis- 
sioners or like governing body of such county, and the salaries of 
employees and the cost of operation and maintenance of. such office 
or offices shall be paid out of the county treasury of such county. 

Section 3. Each of said officers herein named may appoint 
and fix the salaries of a sufficient number of clerks and assistants to 
properly perform the additional duties herein imposed on them, pro- 
vided the salary of the temporary chief clerk supervising said offices 
’ shall not exceed $300.00 per month, and the salary of any assistant 
shall not exceed $150.00 per month. Employees who are now en- 


‘ 
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gaged by said officers shall receive the same salaries as now 
provided should such employees be assigned to the branch offices 
herein provided. 

Section 4. Nothing contained in this act shall be construed 
as changing or altering the method of assessing and collecting ad 
valorem taxes on motor vehicles and the issuance of motor vehicle 
and driver’s licenses as now provided by law, it being the sole pur- 
pore and intent of this act to afford a greater convenience to the 
public. 

Section 5. The person acting as temporary chief clerk of each 
of the offices herein mentioned shall, before commencing his duties, 
execute bonds in duplicate with a surety company, payable to and 
in an amount to be determined by the officer by whom he is em- 
ployed, the cost of said bond to be borne in the same manner as the 
cost for the bond of the appointing official. One of such duplicates 
shall be filed in the office of the judge of probate of such county and 
the other shall be filed with the appointing official to whom said 
bond is payable. 

Section 6. All appointments made under this Act shall be 
made pursuant to the provisions of any Civil Service or Merit Sys- 
tem Law in force in such county, and when applicable, to the pro- 
visions of the State Merit System Law. 

Section 7%. This Act shall become effective immediately upon 
its passage and approval of. the Governor.
